St. Chriftopher’s. 

The Speech of his Excellency John Hart, Efq; Captain-Gene- 
ral and Governor in Chief in and over all his Majefty’s 
Leeward Charibbee I/lands in America, to the Council 
and Afjembly of St. Chriftophers, Nov. 7, 1722. 


Gentlemen of the Council and A {Jembly, 

peeuza N iny Arrival, I had the Honour to fignify 
fea his Maiefty’s Pleafure that your Laws 
gy fhould be revis’d; but as I find there is 
Mon} not that Progrefs made as I hop’d would 
| # have been, in fo ufeful and necefflary a 
SSS Work, I muft again recommend to you to 
give the neceflary Difpatch to it, that you and your 
Pofterity mav reap the Benefit thereof. 

The Honour and Safety of this Ifland depending fo 
much on the Publick Credit, it will deferve your carneft 
and conftant Attention, to fee that a proper Application 
is made ef thofe Funds which are rais’d by you, and 
that are imploy’d to thofe Ends only for which they 
are defign’d. On my Part, I fhall not be wanting in 
what is incumbent on me, and fhall always be rea- 
dy to promote what may be further advifeable for 
the better Security and Eftablifhment of your Credit. 

Befides the Obligations of Duty, Affeftion for this 
Ifland excites me to endeavour, that the mie" Inha- 
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bitants fhould have all imaginable Encouragement to 
remain here, Numbers being undoubtedly the Strength, 
I may add the Wealth, of any Country. And, I hope, 
when this is duly weigh’d and confider’d, none will 
be found amongft you, who for any Confideration, will 
prefer his private Intereft to the Publick Good, but 
that your own Juftice and Prudence will render you fo 
indulgent to your poor Neighbours, as to prevent any 
Caufe of Complaint, or put them on thinking they can 
better themfelves by removing to another Colony. I 
have the more Reafon to hope, that you, Gentlemen, 
will vigoroufly contribute your Endeavours, to promote 
the Service of your Country in this Particular, by the 
Readinefs you have fhewn therein, in the late Aét you 
have pafs’d for the Encouragement of Artificers and 
Servants: And I muft affure you, that as on the one 
Hand I fhall purfue the Intereft of his Majefty, in fup- 
porting the Poor in their juft Rights, fo on the other, I 
fhall be far from encouraging them in any unjuft or un- 
reafonable Complaints, or taking from any Perfon, who 
is by his Majefty’s Favour poffefs’d of a legal Grant, 
the Benefits which with any Juftice they can hope to 
receive thereby. 
Gentlemen of the Affembly, 

I defire you will take into your Confideration the two 
Bills now lying before you, the one for enjoining Vef- 
fels coming from Countries infeéted with Peftilential 
Diftempers, to perform Quarentine ; the other, for regu- 
lating of Veftries, and for erefting Bajfetene Quarter in- 
to a Parith. 

Gentlemen, 

I do earneftly recommend to you the Continuance of 
that Unanimity, with which you have hitherto pro- 
ceeded from my firft Meeting this Affembly; the hap- 
py Refult of which, was the obtaining thofe good Laws 
you have the immediate Advantage of, and which, I 
have Reafon to hope, by a Letter of the 14th of Fune, 
that I am honour’d with from the Right Honourable 
the Lords Commiffioners for Trade and Plantations, will 
be confirm’d to you. 

The honourable Provifion you have voluntarily made 
for my Support, leaves me wholly at Leifure, and entire- 
ly difpos’d to do the beft Offices in my Power, for pro- 
moting the Welfare of St. Ciriffophers; but that thofe 
Duties may be rais’d with all imaginable Eafe to the Peo- 
ple, Igave former Direftions, and have again repeated 
them 
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them to the Treafurer, that all Perfons fhipping above 
50 Tearces in any one Year, may at the End of ir, 
pay the fame in Bills of Exchange at the current 
Courfe.

The humble Addrefs of the Affembly of St. Chriftopher’s to 
his Excellency John Hart, E/g; Captain-General and Go- 
vernor in Chief over his Majefty’s Leeward Charibbee 
Iflands in America. 

May it pleafe your Excellency, . 

W* his Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjeéts, 

. the Affembly of St. Chriftophers, at Old Road af- 
embled, beg Leave to return your Excellency ~ moft 
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hearty and unfeign’d Thanks for the Care and Con- 
cern you have exprefs’d in the Speech, which you 
have this Day been pleas’d to make to us, for promo- 
ting the Happinefs and fecuring the Interefts of this 
Ifland. 

Amongeft the many Bleffings deriv’d from his Majefty’s 
Reign to us his remote Subje&s, it is not one of the leaft 
that he has been pleas’d to appoint a Governor to pre- 
fide over us, who hath not only Wifdom capable to dif- 
cern, but likewife a Vigilance never to be wearied in 
intending the Publick Good. 

This we have difcover’d in your Excellency from the 
whole Series of your Condu& fince you firft took the 
Government upon you, as well as from your Exhorta- 
tions of this Day ; and we affure your Excellency that 
we fhall purfue the feveral Matters you have recom- 
mended to us witha Zeal equal to the Importance of 
them. 

The Prefervation of all our Properties in Cafe of a 
foreign War, fo vifibly depends upon the Numbers which 
we can form to defends them, that we fhall never be want- 
ing to contribute our utmoft Endeavours both in our 
publick and private Capacities, to encourage the poorer 
Sort of People, by all proper and reafonable Means to 
fettle amongft us : This hath been our conftant Aim ; but 
at this Time we think our felves more efpecially call’d 
upon to be watchful in guarding this Part of our Secu- 
rity, when we find them invited by publick Declara- 
tions to defert us, and laid under Temptations to fettle 
in other Colonies. 

The Provifion this IMand has made to fupport the Ho- 
nour and Dignity of the Reprefentative of fo good and 
gracious a Sovereign, as now fits upon the Briti/h Throne, 
has tlow’d from Hearts fill’d with a juft Senfe of the O- 
bligations we have to a Prince, to whom we, and all 
Britain owe the Prefervation of all our Civil and Re- 

ligious Rights: And as we think your Excellency has 
done all that can be expeéted on your Part to deferve 
it from us; fo we are confident, that in providing a 
Fund for the Payment of it, we have had as great a 
Regard to avoid affefting the Poor, or the Trade of Great 
Britain, as in any that could be provided for it: And 
we have hitherto found that no Tax was ever paid with 
more Alacrity, or lefs Difcontent from any Sort of 
People amongft us,

Their Excellencies the Governors of New-York, Vir- 
ginia, and Penfilvania, have lately held a Congrefs at 
Altany, which is in the firft of thefe Provinces, with the 
feveral Sachims, or Kings of the Indians ; call’d the Five 
Nations, or River Indians ; in which all former Leagues 
and Ties of Friendfhip have been renew’d between thefe 
Governments and the Indians who live in the remote 
Parts of thefe Colonies: The ufual Pledges for the fa- 
cred Obfervance of Covenants, according to the Indian 
Cuftom, have been exchang’d to the mutual! Satisfattion 
of both Parties, and the great Joy of thofe in particu- 
lar, whofe Settlements border neareft upon the Indian 
Dominions. Sir William Keith alfo, Governor of the Sait 
of thefe Provinces, has, fince his Return from that Con- 
grefs, met the Chiefs of the Sa/quehana Indians, with 
whom the Penfilvanians are oblig’d to a more ftritt Cor- 
refpondence than ordinary ; and that Meeting has not on- 
ly had the fame good Effe&t with the former, but thofe 
Indians who have always liv’d ina State of Friendthip 
with that Province, as a Proof of their Refolution to 
continue the fame, and to evince the Pleafure it is to 
them to fee the flourifhing State and Growth of the 
Englifh Planters, have refolv’d and agreed to remove back 
into the Woods, and leave a Tra& of at leaft 100,000 
Acres of Land, for the future Advantage of thofe who 
fhall from Time to Time fettle in that Country. The 
Commiffioners for the Affairs of Trade and Plantations 
have receiv’d the following particular Account of what 
has been thus advantageoufly tranfatted in North-Ame- 
rica.

I. OU told us in your Propofition fame Days ago, 
that you were come a great Way to fee us of the 
Five Nations ; we thank you for your good Will to us, 
and are very glad to fee you here in good Health; and we 
hope a good Underftanding and Agreement will be made 
and concluded between us. 

You told us alfo, that you are come to renew the Co- 
venant Chain that has been made between us fo long 
ago, even at the firft fettling the Province of Penfilvania, 
and to brighten the Chain, and to remove and do away 
any Spotof Ruft that may be grown upon it fince our 
laft Meeting and Conference at Coneftegce. 

Brother Onas, 

TI. You have told us, that at that Time you brigh- 
ten’d the Covenant Chain between us, that it might be 
clear and lafting as the Sun and Stars in Heaven: For 
which we thank you. And we being now all prefent, do, 
in the moft folemn and publick Manner, renew the Co- 
venant, and brighten the Chain made between us, that 
the Luitre thereof may never be obfcur’d by any 
Clouds or Darknefs; but may fhine as clear, and laft as 
jong, as the Sun in the Firmament.

ITI. You have likewife told us, how William Penn, who 
was a good Man, did at his firft Settlement of the Pro- 
vince of Penfilvania, make Leagues of Friendfhip with 
the Indians, and treated them like Brethren ; and that, 
like the fame good Man, he left it in Charge to all his 
Governors who fhoulg fucceed him; and to all the Peo- 
ple of Penfilvania, tWat they fhould always keep the Co- 
venant and Treaties he had made with the Five Nations, 
and treat them with Love and Kindnefs. We acknow- 
ledge that his Governors and People have always kept 
the fame honeftly ang@gtruly to this Day : So we on our 
Part always have kept, and for ever fhall keep firm 
Peace and Friendfhip with a good Heart, to all the Peo- 
ple of Penfilvania.. We thankfully receive and approve 
of all the Articles in your Propofition to us, and acknow- 
ledge them to be good and full of Love: We receive 
and approve of the fame with our whole Hearts, be- 
caufe we are not only made one People by the Covenant 
Chain, but we alfo are People united in one Head, one 
Body, and one Heart, by the ftrongeft Ties of Love and 
Friend thip.

IV. You defire there may be a perpetual Peace and 
Friendfhip between you and the Five Nations, and be- 
tween your Children and our Children, and that the fame 
may be kept as long as the Mountains and Rivers endure. 
All which we like well, and on our Part defire, that 





. the Covenant and Union made with a clean and true 


Heart, between you and us, may laft as long as the Sun 
and Moon fhall continue to give Light. And we will de- 
liver this in Charge to our Children, that it may be kept 
in Remembrance with their Children and Children’s 
Children to the lateft Ages. And we defire, that the 
Peace and Tranquility that is now eftablith’d between us, 
may be as clear as the Sun, fhining in its Luftre, with- 
out any Cloud or Darknefs, and that the fame may con- 
tinue for ever, 

Brother Onas, 

V. We have well confider’d all that you have fpoken, 
and like it well, becaufe it is only the Renewing of for- 
mer Leagues and Treaties, made between the Govern- 
ment of Penfilvania and us of the Five Nations; which 
we always believ’d we were oblig’d to keep. And as to 
the Accident of one of our Friends being kill’d by fome 
ef your People, which has happen’d by Misfortune, 

and 
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and againft your Will; we fay, that as we are all i 
Peace, we think it hard, that Perfons who kill’d our 
Friend and Brother fhould fuffer: And we do inthe 
Name of all the Five Nations, forgive the Offence, and 
defire you will likewife forgive it; and that the Men 
who did it, may be releas’d from Prifon, and fet at 
Liberty to go whither they pleafe. And we fhall e- 
fteem that as a Mark of Regard @hd Friendfhip for the 
Five Nations, and as a farther Confirmation of this 
Treaty. 
Brother Onas, 

VI. We fay farther, We are glgj to hear the former 
Treaties made with William Penn, repeated to us again, 
and renew’d by you; and we efteem and love you, 
as if you were William Penn himfelf. Weare glad you 
have wip’d away and cover’d the Blood of our dead 
Friend and Brother ; and we defire the fame may be 
forgot, foas it may never be more mention’d or re- 
member’d. 

It is needlefs for us to anfwer every Particular of 
your Propofition, becaufe we acknowledge the whole to 
be good and acceptable to us ; efpecially your good Ad- 
vice, which we will always remember: And in Tefti- 
mony thereof, and as a full Confirmation of our Agree- 
ment, Confent, and Approbation of all that you have pro- 
pos’d, and we have here faid and promifed, we lay down 
a few Beaver, Bear, and drefs’d Deer Skins: And fo 
concluded. 





JAMAICA. 


HE following is an Extraé& of a Letter dated the 
13th of November, 1722, from Port-Royal in ‘Fa- 
maica, containing further Particulars of the terrible 
Storm which happen’d in that Ifland, of which, Account 
was given in the laft Regifter, Page 7. 


INCE my laft to you, the Affairs of this Ifland are 
alter’d infinitely for the worfe. This Change has 
been made by a moft terrible Storm, that happen’d the 
28th of Auguft laft. The Damage which the Ifland has 
fuffer’d by it, is too great to be ealily repair’d again. 
Abundance of People have loit their Lives by it, in one 
Part or other of this Ifland : Some of them were dafh’d 


in Pieces by the fudden Fall of their Houfes ; but the 
much 
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much greater Part were fwept away by the terrible Inun- 
dation of the Sea, which, being rais’d by the Violence 
of the Wind to a "much greater Height than was ever 
known before, in many Parts of the Ifland. broke over 
its ancient Bounds, and of a fudden overflow’d a large 
Traétt of Land, carrying away with an irrefiflible Fury, 
Men, Gattle, Houfes, and, in fhort, every Thing that 
ftood in its Way. In this laft Calamity, the unfortunate 
Town of Port-Royal has had at leaft itsfull Share. And 
here I confefs myfelf at a Lofs for Words to give a juit 
Dcfcription of the Horror of that Scene that we the In- 
habitants faw before our Eyes, when the Terrour of the 
Sea that broke in upon us from all Quarters, with an im- 
petuous Force, confpir’d with the Violence of the Wind 
to cut off all Hopes of Safety from us; and we had no 
other Choice before us, but that difimal one of perifh- 
ing in the Waters if we fled out of our Houfes, or of 
being bury’d under their Ruins if we continu’d in them. 
In this fearful Sufpence we were held for feveral Hours; 
for the Violence of the Storm began about Eight of the 
Clock in the Morning, and did not fenfibly abate ’tiil 
between Twelve and One: Within which Space of Time, 
the Wind and Sea together demolith’d a confiderable Part 
of the Town, laid the Church even with the Ground, 
deftroy’d above 120 white Inhabitants, and 150 Slaves, 
befides ruining almoft all the Store-Houfes in the Town, 
together with all the Goods that were in them, which 
amounted to a confiderable Value. We had at Port-Royal 
two very formidable Enemies to encounter at the fame 
Time, viz. the Wind and the Sea. The Situation of 
the Place, it being on all Sides furrounded with the 
Sea, rendring it more expos’d than other Places to the 
Fury of that boifterous Element. Our only Defence 
againft the Sea, confifts ina great Wall runall along on 
the Eaftern Shore of the Town ; the Side where we ap- 
prehend moft Danger. This Wall is rais’d about nine 
Foot above the Surface of the Water, and may be a- 
bout fix or feven Foot broad : And for thefe 20 Years paft, 
for fo long the Wall has been built, it has prov’d a fuf- 
ficient Security to the Town. But in this fatal Storm, 
the Sea fcorn’d to be reftrain’d by fo mean a Bulwark ; 
for the Wind having, as I obferw’d before, rais’d it very 
much above its ordinary Height, it broke over the 
Wall with fucha Force, as nothing was able to with- 
ftand. Two or three.Rows of Houfes that were next te 
the Wall, and run parallel with it, were entirely wath'd 
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away ; among which was the Church, a handfome Build- 
ing, and very ftrong; which yet was fo perfe&tly de- 
molifh’d, that fcarce one Brick was left upon another. 
Aconfiderable Part of the Wall of the Caftle was thrown 
down, notwithftanding its being of a prodigious Thick- 
nefs, and founded altogether upon a Rock; and the 
whole Fort was in the utmoft Danger of being loft, the 
Sea breaking quite over the Walls of it, tho” they 
are reckon’d to ftand 30 Foot above the Water. This In- 
formation I had from the Captain of the Fort, and 
ther Officers that were in it during the Storm, whoa 
told me, that they expetted every Minute to have the 
Fort wafh'd away, and gave up themfelves and the whole 
Garrifon for loft. In the higheft Streets of the Town, 
and thofe that are moft remote from the Sea, the Wa- 
ter rofe to between five and fix Foot. And at the fame 
Time the Current was fo rapid, that it was fcarce pof- 
{ible for the ftrongeft Perfon to keep his Legs, or to pre- 
vent himfelf from being carry’d away by it. In thefe 
Circumftances, we were oblig’d to betake our felves to 
our Chambers and upper Rooms, where yet we ran the 
utmoft Hazard of perifhing by the Fall of our Houfes, 
which trembled and fhook over our Heads toa Dezree 
that was fcarce credible: The Roofs were for the moft 
part carry’d off by the Violence of the Winds; and 
particularly in the Houfe to which mine, and feveral 
other Families had betaken our feives, the Gabel End 
was beaten in with fucha Force, that a large Parcel 
of Bricks fell quite through the Garret Floor into the 
Chamber where we were, and had they fallen upon anv 
of us, muft infallibly have beaten out our Brains: But 
God was pleas’d to order it fo, as that not a Soul receiv’d 
any Hurt. 
There was the Morning on which the Storm happen’d, 
a good Fleet of Ships ridingin the Harbour of Port- 
Royal, moft of which had taken in their full Frieghr, 
and were to have return’d Home in a few Days, had 
they not been prevented bv this terrible Storm, which 
Jeft but one veffel in the Harbour, betides four Sail of 
Men of War, all which had their Mafts and Rigging 
blown away, and the Ships themfelves, tho’ in as fe- 
cure a Harbour as any in the Weft-Indics, were as near to 
Deftruftion as it was poflible to be, and efcape it. But 
the moft fenfible Proof of the unaccountable Force of 
the Wind and Sea together,’ was the vaft Quantitv of 
Stones that were thrown over the Town-Wall ; — 
er 
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as I obferv’d before, ftands nine Foot above the Surface 
of the Water; and yet fuch a prodigious Number of 
Stenes were forc’d over it, that almoft an hundred Ne- 
groes were employ’d for near fix Weeks together to 
throw them back again into the Sea ; and fome of thefe 
Stones were fo vaftly big, that it was as much as nine 
or ten Men could do to heave them back again over the 
Wall. I am fenfible this Part of the Relation will feem 
a little ftrange; but yet I doubt not of obtaining your 
Belief, when I afirm it to you for acertain Truth. 
But Port-Royal was not the only Place that fuffer’d in 
the Storm. At Kingfton alfo, great Damage was done: 
Abundance of Houfes were blown quite down, and ma- 
ny more were fo miferably broken and fhatter’d, as to 
be little better than none: Abundance of rich Goods 
were fpoil’d by the Rain, the Warehoufes being either 
blown down or uncover’d. But they had only one E- 
memy to encounter, viz. the Wind, and wére not 
prevented by the Sea from forfaking their Fallings, 
and betaking themfelves to the Savannahs, or open 
Fields, where they were oblig’d to throw themfelves ali 
along upon the Ground, to prevent being blown away ; 
and yet even in Kingfton, fome Perfons were kill’d ; 
among whom was a very worthy Gentlewoman, the 
Wife of the Reverend Mr. May, Minifter of the Town, 
and the Bifhop of London’s Commiffary: She was kill’d 
by the Fall of their Houfe, as fhe lay with her Hus- 
band under a large Table, who had alfo the Misfortune 
of having his own Leg broke. All the Veffels that rode 
in the Harbour of Kingfton, which were between 40 
and 50 Sail, were either driven on Shore, or overfet and 
funk. Abundance of the Men and Goods were loft, and 
one could not forbear being furpriz’d to fee Jarge 
Ships, with ail their Lading in them, thrown quite up 
upon the dry Land. And nothing could afford a more 
difmal Profpe&t than the Harbour did the next Day, 
which was cover’d over with nothing but Wrecks and 
dead Bodies. At Spanifh-Town, no Body indeed was 
kill’d, but a great many had very narrow Efcapes, 
fome Families having fcarcely quitted their Hou- 
fes before they fell down flat at once, without giving 
eany Warning. The King’s Houfe ftands indeed, but it 
is all uncover’d, and the Stables, Coach-Houfe, &c. 
are quite demolifh’d. The River, near to which the 
Town is fituated, fwell’d to fuch a Degree as was ne- 
ver before known; and I was affur’d by the Mini- 
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fter of the Place, the Reverend Mr. Scot, that it rofe 
full forty Foot perpendicular above its ordinary Mark, 
and did incredible Damage to the Eftates that lay 
bordering upon it. From other Parts of the Country we 
had alfo very melancholy Accounts of the great Loffes 
they had fuftain’d, and particularly at Old-Harbour, a 
Village built at a little Diftance from that Shore, the 
Sea made fuch Hafte to devour, as moft unexpeftedly to 
intercept many pour Creatures before they had: Time to 
make their Efcape; and almoft 40 poor Souls perith’d 
together in one Houfe, and whilft they only feught 
Security from the Wind, expos’d themfelves to be de- 
ftroy’d by the Sea, from which they apprehended no 
Danger. In Clarendon alfo, and Vere Parifhes, great 
Mifchief was done; in the latter, the Minifter, Mr. 
White, had his Leg broke by the Fall of the Houfe 
where he was, not to mention feveral Perfons that were 
kill’d outright. But I fhould quite tire out your Pati- 
ence, fhould I underake to give you a particular Ac- 
count of the Damage that was done by the Storm in 
all Parts of the IMand. It fhall therefore fuffice to fay, 
that the Damage which the Trading Part of the Ifland 
has fuftain’d by the Lofs of their Shipping and Goods, 
is not to be valu’d ; and on the other Hand, it is im- 
poflible to fay how deeply the Planting Intereft has fhar’d 
in this common Calamity, by the Lofs of their Dwel4 
ling-Houfes and Sugar-Works, and many other Ways: 
And in fhort, had the Fury of the Storm lafted much lon- 
ger, the whole Ifland muft have been one general Wreck, 
and nothing but final and univerfal Ruin could have 
enfu’d. 
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Proceedings of the Parliament of Great Britain continwd 
from Page 50 of the laft Regifter. 
cy; the 21ft of ‘January, Mr. Speaker acquainted the 

Houfe of Commons, that, purfuant to their Order, 
hedidon the 25th of December \aft,, give Notice in 
Writing, to the Bank of England, of the Refolutions of 
this Houfe, to redeem feveral Annuities ; and then the 
ingrofs’d Bill for. continuing the Duties on Malt, &c. 


was read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent up to the’ 


Lords. Mr. Pulteney, from the Committee appointed to 
examine Chriflopher Layer, having acgainted the Houfe 
that upon their Perufal of the Papers relating to the faid 
Layer, and on their Examination of him, frequent Men- 
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tion was made of one Yames Planket, now in the Cuftody 
of one of his Majefty’s Meflengers: It was order’d, that 
the faid Committee be impower’d to examine the faid 
James Plunket, and refolv’d to addrefs his Majefty for the 
Examinations and Papers relating to the faid ‘James 
Plunket. After this, Mr. Farrer, from the grand Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, reported a Refolution, which 
was agreed to, viz. That towards raifing the Sum of 
15000/. per Annum, for feven Years, fer defraying the 
Charges of his Majefty’s Mints, Gc. the At&t which 
was made in the firft Year of his Majefty’s Reign, for 
continuing Duties for encouraging the Coinage of Money, (fo 
far as the fame relates to the Coinage of Money) be far- 
ther continu’d for feven Years. Then the Houfe took 
into Confideration the Amendments made ia the Com- 
mittee, to the Bill for explaining and amending the Laws 
yelating to the Settlement and Employment of the Poor, 
which being agreed to, the faid Bill was order’d to 
be ingrofs’d. 

Fan, 22. Several Accounts and Effimates were laid 
before the Commons; as was alfo a Packet of Papers 
relating to ‘James Pluxket, feal’d up, which were re- 
ferr’d to the Commitee appointed to examine Chriffopher 
Layer, and others. Then Mr. Gybbon, from the Coimn- 
mittee of Privileges and Elections, reported their Re- 
folutions about the Eleétion for the Borough of Hert- 
ford, in the County of that Name, which were agreed 
to; being in Subftance, that Charles Cafar, Efq; was not, 
and that Sir Thomas Clark, Knight, was duly ele&ted for 
the faid Borough. 

January 23. Mr. Speaker was order’d to iffue his 
Warrant for a new Writ for the ekefting a Burgefs for 
the Borough of Leverpool in Lancafhire, in the Room 
of Sir Thomas Sfohnfon, Knt. who had accepted the 
Office of Collector of the Cuftoms in Raxahamock Ri- 
ver in Virginia. Then upon a Complaint made to the 
Houfe, that the Debates and Proceedings of this Houfe 
were frequently mifreprefented in written and printed 
News Lettersand Papers, (commonly call’d Minutes) it 
was refolv’d, 1{t, That no News-writers do prefume in 
Letters or-other Papers, that they difperfe (as Minutes, 
or under any other Denomination) to intermeddle with 
the Debates, or any other Proceedings of this Houfe. 
2dly, That no Printer or Publifher of any printed News. 
Papers do prefume to infert in any fuch Papers any De- 
bates, or any other Proceedings of this Houfe, or any 
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Committee thereof. After this, Mr. Gybbon, from the Com- 
mittee of Privileges and Ele&tions, reported the Matter as 
it appear’d to them, touching the Eleftion for the Borough 
of Tamworth in the County of Stafford, with their Re- 
folutions thereupon, which being read a fecond Time, 
were agreed to, in Subftance, as follows, viz. 1. That 
the Right of Eleftion for the faid Borough is in the In- 
‘ habitants, being Houfholders, paying Scot and Lot, and 
not receiving Alms. 2. That the Honourable Francis 
iMoughby, Efg; and Richard Swinfen, Efq; were, and 
that Samuel Bracebridge, Efq; was not, duly eletted 
for the faid Borough. 

On the 24th of January, another new Writ was order’d 
fgr electing a Burgefs for the Borough of Saltafh in Corn- 
wal, in the Room of Thomas Swanton, Efq; deceas’d. 
And then, a Bill to continue tne Duties for Encouragement 
of the Coinage of Money, and for the Relief of William late 
Lord Widdrington, was read the firft, and order’d to be 
read a fecond Time, After this, Mr. Sandys reported 
the Refolutions of the Committee, to whom the Peti- 
tions of the Lordon and Briffol Merchants, trading to 
Virginia, were referr’d, which Refolutions were agreed 
to, viz. 1. That great and notorious Frauds have been 
committed upon the Importation of Tobacco, in that 
Part of Great Britain calVd Scotland, by not duly pay- 
ing the Cuftoms thereon. 2. That great Quantities of 
Tobacco, on which the Cuftoms have not been duly 
paid, have been brought by Land-Carriage and Coatt- 
wavs from Scotland into England, to the very great 
Prejudice of the Revenue, and great Lofs and Damage 
to the fair Importers aad Tobacco from Virginia and Ma- 
ryland, into Englandg 3. That fome fpeedy and effeét- 
ual Remedy be ae to prevent the like Frauds for 
the future. q. That a Bill be broughr in for pre- 
venting Frauds and Abufes in the Tobacco-Trace. This 
done, the Call of the Houfe was adjourn’d to that Day 
few nnight. 

“Jan. 25. The ingrofs’d Fill for explaining and amending 
the Laws relating to the Settlement, Imployment, and Relief 
of the Poor, was read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent up 
to the Lords; and then a new Writ was order’d for e- 
Je&ting a Knight of the Shire for Northumberland, in the 
Room of Algerroon Seymour, Ear] of Hertford, now Lord 
Piercy, (by the Death of his Mother the !ate Dutchefs of 
Somerfet) call’d up to the Houfe of Peers. Sir ohn 
Eyles having prefented to the Houfe a Report from the 
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Truftees of the South-Sea Company, the fame was order- 
edto lie on the Table ; and upon feveral Motions made 
by Mr. Pulteney, from the Committee appointed to ex- 
amine Mr. Layer and others, it was order’d, that the 
faid Committee be impower’d to examine Mr. George 
Kelly, and Dennis Kelly, Efq; Prifoners in the Tower of 
London, and refolv’d, to addrefs his Majefty for the fe- 
veral Examinations and Papers relating to Mr. George 
Kelly, and fuch other Papers as relate to the Confpi- 
racy. 

This done, the Commons adjourn’d to the 28th of 

January, when Mr. Oxenford, from the Commiffioners of 
the Cuftoms, laid before the Houfe feveral Accounts 
and Papers relating to the Importation of Tobacco, and 
the neat Produce of the Duties thereupon, which were 
referr’d to the Committee. The fame Day, the King 
came to the Houfe of Peers, with the ufual State and 
Solemnity ; and the Commons being fent for up, and 
attending, his Majefty gave the’ Royal Affent to the 
Aét for continuing the Duties on Malt, &c. and to three 
private Bills. 
» Fan. 29. Mr. Choke, from the Exchequer, laid before 
the Commons an Account of the publick Debts, due, 
or ftanding out at Michaelmas, 1722. And then in a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, they confider’d of Heads 
of a Bill for preventing Frauds and Abujfes in the Tobacco- 
Trade; which Bulinefs took up afterwards feveral o- 
ther Sittings. . 

The 30th of January, was obferv’d as the Anniverfary 
of the Martyrdom uf King Charles the Firft, and the 
Commons being met the next Day, order’d the Thanks 
of their Houfe to be given to the Rev. Dr. Michael Stan- 
hope, for the Sermon by him preach’d before them at 
St. Margaret’s Weftminfter; And the Houfe agreed to 
the Refolutions of the Committee of Privileges and 
Ele&tions, touching the Eleftion for the Borough of 
Warwick, in the County of that Name, viz. I. That 
the Right of Eleétion of Burgeffes for the faid Borough, 
is in fuch Perfons only as pay to Church and Poor in 
the faid Borough. 2. That Sir William Keyte Bart. was 
duly elected for the faid Borough. 

On the firft Day of February, a new Writ was order’d, 
for the elctting a Burgefs for the Borough of Calne in 
the County of Wilts, in the Room of Benjamin Haskins 
Styles, Efq; who being chofen for that Place, and likewift 
for the Borough of Devizes, in the faid County, vate 
" is 
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his Eleétion to ferve for the latter. Then Mr. Hungerford 
reported from the Committee appointed to enquire into 
the Proje&t commonly call’d the Harburgh Lottery, and 
all other foreign Lotteries now carrying on in the City 
of London, the Matter as it appear’d tothem : Which Re- 
port being twice read, the Houfe came to the following 
unanimous Refolutions, viz. 

t. That the Proje&t call’d the Harburgh Lottery, car- 
ry’d onin the City of London, is an infamous and frau- 
dulent Undertaking ; whereby feveral unwary Perfons 
have been drawnin to their great Lofs; and that the 
Manner of carrying the fame on, hath been a mani- 
feft Violation of the Laws of this Kingdom. 

2. That it appears to this Houfe, that the Managers 
of, and Agents for the faid Lottery, did frequently, 
without any Authority for fo doing, make ufe of his 
Majefty’s Royal Name, thereby to give Countenance.to 
the faid infamous Projeé&, and induce his Majefty’s 
Subjeéts to engage, or be concern’d therein. After which, 
it was order’d, 

That a Bill be brought in to fuppre/s the Harburgh Lot- 
zery, and to prevent any foreign Lotteries from being carry'd 
onin this Kingdom, and to oblige the Perfons concern’d in the 
Management of the faid Harburgh Lottery, to make Reftitu- 
tion and Satisfattion for the Money they have receiv’d from 
the Contributors to the faid Lottery. 

The Lord Vifcount Barrington of the Kingdom of Ire- 
land, appearing by the Report before mention’d, to 
have been oné of the principal Agents and Promoters of 
the Harburgh Lottery, and being juftly apprehenfive of 
being cenfur’d, if the Houfe fhould immediately take 
his Cafe into Confideration, his Lordfhip defir’d the Houfe 
to allow him three Weeks Time to prepare for his De- 
fence, alledging, that he had fome material Papers at 
divers Places in the Country; but the Houfe thought 
proper to adjourn the further Confideration of the faid 
Report, only to the 14th of February. 

The Commons did not think fit to order the Publica- 
tion of the Report of the Committee about the Harburgh 
Lottery: But the Subftance of the faid printed Report is 
as tollows, viz. 





Hat the Committee have with the utmoft Diligence, 
endeavour’d to find out by what Authority, and 

by Virtue cf what Infiruments the faid Lottery was es 
refted, and to make the faid Lottery, aad the Manage- 
ment 
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ment thereof the more intelligible: But the Com- 
mittee finding they fhould meet with great Difficul- 
ties in obtaining fuch Inftruments; and the more, 
for that one of the Peifons who, as they were inform’d, 
was capable of giving a material Account of the Crea- 
tion of the fuid Lotiery, was withdrawn ; and the Com- 
mittee being unwilling to enter into the Examination 
of any Infiruments or Writings, which might be inter- 
preted to be Part of his Majefty’s German Adminiftra- 
tion, had contented them{cives to lay only before the 
Houfe the Scheme of the faid Lottery itfelf, with fome 
Remarks thereon, and the Examinations of Witneffes, Vi- 
wa Voce, relating thereto. 

That the Scheme propofes, that 1,500,000 /. Sterling, 
-or 16,500,000 Guilders fhould be fubfcrib’d; and that 
it was to be drawn at Harburgh, in five Claffes, 100,000 
Tickets to be drawn in each Ciafs, at 3l. per Ticket; and 
that every Perfon fubfcribing, wasto pay twelve Shil- 
lings, or fix Guilders for each Ticket, before the draw- 
ing each Clafs of the faid Lottery. That 200,0001. of 
300,000/. in each Clafs was to be divided into Lots to 
the fortunate Adventurers, which amounts to 1,000,000/. 
to be deduéted out of the whole Sum, which was to be 
paid the fortunate Adventurers. 

That it would be neceflary, in order to inform the 
Houfe how the other 500,000/. was to be difpos’d of, 
‘to acquaint them with fuch Knowledge, as the Com- 
mittee could gain of the Nature and Eftablifhment of 
the Company, not being able to fee the Inftrument, by 
which it was granted. That it appear’d to the Com- 
mittee, that a Sum of 1,000,000/, was fubfcrib’d for, 
‘to carry on a Trade between Great Britain and his Ma- 
jefty’s German Dominions; and that 2 per Cent. was a- 
‘greed to be paid in upon the Stock fo fubfcrib’d, of 
which, a Sum of 13000/.. or more, was attually paid in 
‘Money, and 7000 /. or more was fecur’d by Notes 3 400,000. 
‘whereof was fubfcrib’d. At firft, 00,0001. Stock was 
Mold at 15 1. 35. per Cent. of which, 2 per Cent. was on- 
dy paid in to the Company, and the reft difpos’d of as 
follows, viz. 131. 35. per Cent. which amounted to 
131502. 1oo0ol. of which was given to Mr. Nicolai, 
and 3150/1. to Mr. Soules, for their Services ; and as to 
13001. paid in Money, at 2/. fer Cent. for Stock, as afore- 
faid, in Money, and 7000/. in Notes, the Committee 
could get no Account what was become of it, not be- 


ing able to fee’their Books; nor could the Committees 
learn 
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learn what Number of Tickets had been deliver’d out, 
or what Money thereupon had been receiv’d, or what 
was become of what they had receiv’d. 

That the Committee thought it neceffary to lay this 
Matter before the Houfe, to inform them what waste 
be done with the other 500,000/. That in the firft Place, 
5 fer Cent. upon 1,500,000/. which amounts to 75,000 /. 
was to. be deduéted for Management ; which being taken 
out of the faid 500,000/. leaves 425,000/7. which Sum 
was to be incorporated into the Stock of the firft Com- 
pany, and to make a Part of a Gapital of 1,500,000/. 
as they apprehended ; of which they could get no pofi- 
tive Information. But whether the former Capital was 
intended to be fo great, or only to confift of this 425,0c0 1. 
and the 1,000,000 /, which -was before fubfcrib’d ; it ap- 
pear’d to the Committee, that a plain Fraud was intend- 
ed in joining this rea] Sum with an imaginary Sub» 
fcription; of which, 2 per Cent. only was paid in or fe 
cur’d, and that, probably, imbezil’d. j 

That in order to inform the Houfe more fully of the 
Subjeét Matter of the Lottery, the Committee had thought 
fit to lay Before the Houfe the moft material Parts 
of the Examinations themfelves ; which are as follow, 
Vi%.. 

Mr. Benjamin Foules inform’d the Committee, that he, 
the Examinant, had not the written Scheme of the Har- 
burgh Lottery, for that Mr. Ridpath (who is Secretary 
to the faid Lotterv) has all the Writings and Accounts 
relating thereto, but that he has a Printed Copy of the 
Scheme of the faid Lottery, (which he deliver’d to the 
Committee.) That in the fixth Article of a Charter 
for Commerce granted by his Majefty, as Duke and 
Ele&tor of Brunfwick; there is a Grant given for fet- 
ting up a Lottery, which Grant the Examinant be- 
lieves was made to feveral Gentlemen, in Truft, for the 
Benefit of the Examinant. That he has feen the Ori- 
ginal Charter; that it bore Date about the latter End 
of November, 1720, and that it fpecifies the Lottery to 
be drawn at Hanover ; that the Grant of the Lottery 
was made to the Examinant about this Time twelve- 
month. 

That when Sir Thomas Webfter propos’d to make the 
Examinant Recompence for his faid Right in the Char- 
ter, as to the Grant of the Lottery, Sir Thomas faid, 
that thev were agreed to give the Examinant a Gratuity, 
and offer’d him 10,0007, aud he made Anfwer, he would 
leave 
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leave it to them, and did accept of the 10,000/. for af 
figning his Right, which Affignment was made to feve- 
ral Perfons in Truft for the Company. That there were 
five Claffes in the faid Lottery; and that he was to re- 
ceive the 10,c0oof at five feveral Payments at 2000/. 
each Payment; before the drawing each Clafs of the faid 
Lottery. That the Paymente of the Money is fecur’d 
to the Examinant by Articles in Writing (bearing Date 
Oftober the 16th, 1722, which he deliver’d to the Com- 
mittee) under the Hands and Seals of the Perfons to 
whom the Profits of the Lottery are convey’d in Truft 
for the Company, and that it appears thereby, that the 
Examinant was to be paid 10,000/. as before mention’d. 
Phatit likewife appears by the Recital of the faid Arti- 
cles, that the Profits of the Lottery, which are purcha- 
fed of him for the Sum before mention’d, were, by an A- 
greement made at Hanover, bearing Date November the 
14th, 1720, N.S. previoufly granted to the faid Exami- 
nant Benjamin oules. 

Being fhewn one of the Tickets of the faid Lottery, 
N° 17M 211, towhich the Examinant’s Name is print- 
edas Treafurer; faid, that the Tickets were iffu’d by 
his Privity and Confent; and that he believes, they are 
not deliver’d out numerically. That he is not Treafurer 
to the Truftees for the Lottery, for they a&t themfelves as 
Treafurers alternatively in Manner following, viz. That 
there are two Iron Chefls, and that two of the Truftees 
have each of them a Key, and the Secretary has another , 
and that the Truftees deliver over their Keys to the next 
that wait, and then they are anfwerable no longer. That 
the two Truftees and Secretary, when in waiting, had it 
in thejr Power to take out the Effe&ts that were in thofe 
Chefts. That there are twenty Truftees; but fome 
of them are in Germany, and thofe that are here now 
are, Lord Barrington, Sir “John Hartopp, Charles-Frederick 
Krenbergh, John London, Fiennes Harrifon, Peter Hartopp, 
William Squire, Edward Richier, John Cafwall, William Ster- 
ling, Benjamin Smith, Benjamin Burroughs, Fohn Thomp/on, 
—e Bendifh,— Fofter, Benjamin Foules, Fohn Man- 
ey. 

That every one of the faid Truftees have accepted the 
Truft (except Mr. Manley, Mr. Henry Bendifh, and Mr. 
Fofter) by figning the Counter-Part of the Afliignment 
of the Lottery; but that, Lord Barrington, Sir Fohn Har- 
topp, and Mr. Henry Bendifh, never afted. That he be- 
lieves, that all the Truftees he has nam’d, who have 
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*cted, have had the Keys of the Chefts. That there 
were to be printed 500,000 Tickets; that the Examinant 
believes moft of them are printec, and that they were 
printed upon Tower-Hill; and that the Examinant be- 
lieves Mr. Billing fly did agree for the Printing them: 
That the Tickets were brought to the York-Buildings 
Houfe, and locked up in the Iron, Chefts by the faid 
Truftees, who deliver them out, and receive the Money 
for them: That he does not know what Number of 
Tickets hath been iffued out, nor what Sum of Money 
receiv’d for Tickets deliver’d, for that he never faw any 
Account of it. ‘hat he believes, Mr. Ridpath keeps 
the Account of the Money receiv’d. -That if the Lot- 
tery fhould take Place, the Stock would be worth 29 per 
Cent. That the whole Stock fubfcrib’d, is call’d 1500,000/. 
Stock ; and that it was as large before the new Proprietors 
came in; that 2/. per Cent. is paid in upon 1,000,000 /. 
in Money, 13000/. intNotes, 7000/, of which were paid 
to the Examinant, as Treafurer to the Company. 

Being Examin’d by what Authority he was Treafu- 
rer? faid, he was appointed Treafurer by the Charter 
of the King, and that his Name is in the War- 
rant of the King, as Treafurer. Being ask’d how he 
came to take Notes? declar’d, he receiv’d Orders from 
fome of the Direétors to take them; and that the 
Notes are fome of their own. That the Notes are in 
the Cuftody of Ridpati, for that he (the Examinant) has 
accounted with the Company, and deliver’d the Account 
to the faid Ridpata. 

Mr. George Ridpath, Secretary to the Truftees for the 
Harburgh Lottery; being examin’d as to the Scheme of 
the faid Lottery, faid, that the Calculations of the Lot- 
tery agree with the Scheme that was approv’d by his 
Majefty. That there is a Power to ereét a Lottery by 
the fixth Article of a Charter granted by his Majefty ; 
that it was in order to clear the River Elbe; that he 
can’t be politive, who form’d the Lottery ; but that he 
heard, that Mr. Billingfley form’d the Scheme of it. Be- 
ing ask’d, who was the Perfon that firft handed the Scheme 
to the Examinant, faid, that he faw it in Company, but 
can’t tell who brought it to the Company ; that Lord Bar- 
rington and fome others were then prefent, and that it 
did appear to have his Majefty’s Sign Manual, and Seal 
of the Ele&torate, when it was firft handed to the Com- 
pany, as a Company; but that the Examinant, previous F 
to that, faw the Scheme in the Hands of Mr. ee 
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whom he takes to be the chief Projettor; and that he is 
not certain, it was the fame Scheme as is printed; and 
that then it neither had his Majefty’s Sign Manual, 
nor Seal of the Ele&torate. That when this Scheme was pro- 
jected, the Profits of the Lottery were Mr, ‘Joules’s.by an A» 
greement made at Hanover, for which he was to clear and 
deepen the Elbe; and that Lord Barrington, Sir Alexander 
Cairnes, Mr. Nicolai, Mr. Alderman Baylis,Mr. Fiennes,Har- 
rifon, and Mr. Mount, made that Agreement with him, 
which was confirm’d by the Company, Vem. con. and is en- 
ter’d in the Minutes: That Mr.Youles petiiion’d his Majefty 
for an Order to iffue the Lottery ; but that it was previ- 
oufly granted to him by a Vote of the Company. That 
fince he was Secretary, there have been Minutes kept ; 
which is fince the Charter was granted for the Com- 
merce-Company, in which there is a Power to ereéta 
Lottery. . 

Being defir’d to produce the Charter, and Books, and 
Papers relating to the Lottery, faid, that he has net his 
Majefty’s Leave to produce them, and defir’d the Com- 
mittee would not put him upon Difficulties. Being a- 
gain ask’d ,whether he would not deliver the Papers, faid, 
that he was very willing to deliver the Papers, if it was 
not for the Difficulties he has before mention’d. The 
Abftraét of the Scheme of the Harburgh Company’s Lot- 
tery for 1,500,000/. or 16,500,000 Guilders in the Fiy- 
ing Poff, from Tuefday, November 13, to Thiurfday Novem- 
ber 15, 1722, being read to the Examinant, faid, that 
it was printed by his Direftion, and that the Scheme in 
the fame agreeth with that which is fign’d by his 
Majetty ; and that the Warrant and Approbation of the 
Scheme recited in the faid Abflratt, are fign’d at St. 
James’s, as mention’d in the faid Paper. The Advertife- 
ment ‘relating to the Harburgh Lottery in the Flying Poft, 
Tuefday, December 4, to Thur{day, December 6, being read to 
Examinant, he declares, that he believes he fent it tothe 
Printer’s. That he drew the Advertifement himfelf, and 
afterwards fhew’d it to feveral Gentlemen, and particular- 
ly, as be believes, to Mr. Burroughs and Mr. Squire, who 
are Truftees and Direftors, at a Meeting at the York-Buil- 
dings Houfe; and that it was not order’d either by a 
Court or the Truftees. Being ask’d: what was meant by 
thefe Words, viz. Part of the Advertifement, as will 
convince their Enemies, and ratuer thofe of his Majefty, and 
the Trade of the Nation; faid, that thofe that are Enemies 
to his Majefiy, have oppos’d the Lottery. That the Exa- 
minant believes the Tickets were printed at Tower-Hill, 
and 
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and that the Examinant never heard that any of them were 
printed at Hanover, or Harburgh, That the Perfons that 
are appointed Agents todeliver out the Tickets were no- 
minated by the aéting Truftees, who are Mr. Burroughs, 
Mr. Squire, Mr. Richier, Mr. Ca/wall, Mr. Thomp/on. - 
That there are fome of the Truftees at Harburzh; but 
that no Committee of them have met there; nor has there 
been any Orders or DireStions fent from them that 


this Examinant knows of. That Abundance of Gen- . 


tlemen. have fubfcrib’d for Tickets, to the Amount 
of about 100,000 Tickets, which they are to pay for, 
when they take the Tickets out; and that there was @ 
Commiffion fent lately from a Gentleman in France for 
1000 Tickets ; that he can’t tell how many are deliver- 
ed; for that the Truftees keep the Accounts, and ~have 
the Books now in their Cuftody ; that the Examinant 
has heard they have receiv’d about 190/. for Tic- 
kets. 

’ The Examinant further fays, that Lord Barrington did 
not give him Direftions to publith the Abftra&t of the 
Scheme in the Flying Poft of November the 13th, nor 
any of the Advertifements now fhewn to the Examinant.. 
That the Lottery has been under the Confiderarion of fe- 
veral Meetings of Dire&tors, and general Meetings of 
Proprietors, and that it has had their Approbation in 
general. That he don’t remember he ever heard any 
one, at any Meeting, complain of the Lottery, as taking 
too much from Adventurers, and giving too much to the 
Proprietors of the Stock. Being ask’d whether there was 
ever ten Votes againft the Lottery? Said, that there was 
not half ten. That the laft general Meeting order’d, 
that Endeavours fhould be us’d to fill the Lottery with 
all poflible Speed ; and that all the Deputy-Governors 
and Dire&tors were fummon’d to that Meeting; and 
that it was there alfo agreed, that Endeavours fhould be 
usd to obtain an Englifh Charter for Trade; but that 
he never heard that any Application was defign’d to 
be made for a Charter for a Lottery; that there are 
Minutes taken of the Order, to apply for an- English 
Charter. . 

Being ask’d whether he hasever heard the Lottery, or 
the Company by.which the Lottery is granted, treated 
as a Bubble, by thofe that are concern’d? Says, that he 
has heard it fo treated by Mr. Hope, and Sir Thomas 
Webfter ; the laft of whom, declar’d at a Meeting of Di- 
yetors, he would wath his Hands of it, and that what 
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made it a Cheat, was, that there was no Engli/h Char¢ 
ter granted. That the Stock will be worth, according 
to the Calculations he has feen, 29/. per Cent. if the 
Lottery is full; but if not, the Value will decline 
in Proportion to the Number of Tickets that are not 
fold. That he has heard it treated as a Thing for the 
Benefit of the Trade of Great Britain. That the Sub- 
Governor, Deputy-Governor, and Direftors, have no 
Salary, or other Allowances, under this Charter. Be- 
ing ask’d whether Mr. ‘Joules is Treafurer, faid, that he 
is not fole Treafurer for the Lottery; for that the Tru- 
ftees, of whom he (Mr. Soules) is une, a&t as Treafurer. 
Being ask’d how it comes, that the Tickets are printed 
in his Name as Treafurer? Said, that he is appointed 
Treafurer for Life by his Majefty’s Patent, and the Tic- 
kets are order’dto be printed in the Name of the Trea- 
furer, by Warrant of his Majefty: But that fome of the 
Gentlemen not liking Mr. ‘Joules, there is an Order 
made in the Minutes, that he fhould not receive any Mo- 
ney “till he has paid the Company what he owes them ; 
that the Truftees would not permit him alone to receive 
any Money, but receiv’d it themfelves. That the Money 
that was to be receiv’d for the Tickets, was to be lodg’d 
in the Bank of England, and at the Treaftry-Chamber 
at Hanover; and that the Charter gives the Direftors a 
Power of meeting either at Harburgh, or in England. 
Being ask’d to produce the Minutes referring to the Ap- 
plication for the Englijh Charter, and alfo the Minutes 

that were made for ‘Joules not to receive any Money, as 
before mention’d, faid, that they are in the fame Book 
as the Minutes relating to the foreign Charter ; and that 

he has not thofe Minutes new in his Cuftody ; for that 

they were locked up by the Truftees fince he was ill. 
That the Patents, Warrants, and Minute-Book, were Jock- 

ed up Yefterday-Night. 

. The Examinant own’d, that he did acquaint the Tru- 
flees before they locked up the Papers, that the Com- 

mittee had fent him Notice in Writing, that they would 

examine him the next Day. Being ask’d whether the 

Diveftors did not take any Oath? Said, there are Oaths 

prefcrib’d by the Charter, but not taken ; for that they 

cannot adminifter them here, except theY have an Englifh 

Charter. The laft Day of the Committce’s fitting, Mr. 

Ridpath having attended the Committee, he fince his 

faid Examination, was defir’d to produce, or leave with 

the Chairman, the Minutes relating to the Appligation 

for 
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for the Britifh Charter ; which he accordingly has fent to 
the Chairman. 

Mr. Nathanael Braffey faid, that in 1720, a Proje&t was 
going on for a Charter for a Manufaéture-Company. 
That there was a Letter of Attorney made, in order 
to give Power for Perfons fubfcribing for the Stock 
of that Company at Harburgh; and 400,000/. of that 
Stock was fubforib’d for at 2 per Cent. and 190,000/, 
Stock was fold at 15/. 3s. per Cent. whereas 21. per Cent. 
only was paid to the Company, asthe Examinant has 
been inform’d. 

That afterwards feveral Gentlemen went over to Ha- 
mover, endeavouring to obtain a Charter for Commerce, 
which was to be united with the Manufatture-Charter, 
and that there was fubfcrib’d 2 /. per Cent. for 540,800 1. or 
thereabouts, of the Stock of that Company ; that when 
they were return’d, Gentlemen were call’d together, 
and were inform’d of the Benefit, that would arife by 
the aforefaid Charter. ‘That fome Time after, the Exa- 
minant went with Sir John Hartopp, Mr. Bendifi, Mr. 
Richier, Mr. Henry Cairnes, Mr. Sfoules, and Mr. Ridpath, 
to Baron Bothmar, to follicite the Warrant for the Lottery, 
of which the Scheme now fhew’d to him is a Copy. 
That when he heard the Lottery was to be granted to Mr. 
‘Joules, the Examinant apply’d to Baron Bothmar, who 
told the Examinant, that a private Lottery was ask’d 
fer, but would not be granted; that tho’ this Lottery 
was granted to ‘Foules, it was intended for the fole Benefit of 
the Company. Thatafter the Warrant for the Lottery, was 
obtain’d, the Scheme was laid before the Examinant, anil 
fome others, ata Meeting as Direftors, who defir’d of 
Lord. Barrington to fee the Warrant, but could not obtain 
the Requeft. That the Examinant did not only obje&t to 
the Scheme itfelf, as not being a fair Adventure, but 
did difapprove of it, and declare he would not come 
into it, becaufe Lord Barrington told them at that Meet- 
ing, that 75000/ was to be given for the Management 
of the Lottery; and propos’d, that 750007. more fhould 
be given to Mr. ‘Joules, for refigning his Right of the 
Lottery to the Company, and for making the Post of 
Harburgh. That the Examinant had a further Obje&tion 
to it, becaufe i® was offer’d by Mr. Alderman Billers, to 
be ‘manag’d for 20,000 inftead of 750003; and the Rea- 
fon that was given by the Lord Barringtan not to accept 
of that Offer was fettled by his Majefty’s Approbation of 
the Lottery fot the Management thereof; and as it - 
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fo fettled, it muft fo remain, and the Company could 
have it upon no other Terms. Said, that when the 
Truftees for the Lottery were nam’d to the Direétors, 
Lord Barrington faid, ‘ That he believ’d that fome Gen- 
* tlemen that were there prefent, were uneafy that they 
© were not made Truftees for the Lottery, and faid, that 
© thofe who had attended conftantly, if they would come 
‘into the Scheme, need not to be uneafy, for they fhould 
* have 2c0/.a piece, if they would agree to it.” That 
Lord Barrington offer’d the Money, but that they refus’d 
it, and declar’d they fcorn’d to take Money upon fuck 
Terms. 

That the Offer was made by Lord Barrington, in a lit- 
tle Room at Haberdafhers-Hall, where were prefent Mr. 
Crefnor, Mr. Billers, and feveral more that were not Tru- 
flees. That the Examinant faid, he was in that Room 
from the firft of their Meeting, for that he had fome 
Converfation with Mr. Cre/nor, That at the laft gene- 
fal Meeting, the Examinant was at, it was concluded, 
that Mr. Joules fhould have 10,000 /. for conveying his 
Property in the Lottery to the Company; but that ir 
was not to be paid out of any Part of the 75,000/. which 
was to be given to the Truiftees for the Management of 
the faid Lottery. That the Examinant’ask’d whether if 
the whole 75,000 7. was not expended in the Execution 
of the Lottery, the remaining Part of Money fhould nor 
go tothe Company; he was told by Lord Barrington, that 
a great deal of that Money was to be given to private 
Ufes. The Examinant defir’d to know what thofe pri- 
vate Ufes were; Lord Larrington told him it was not 
convenient for him to know, and he fhould not know. 
That he never could get Sight of the Company’s Books, 





- nor fee any Account, but upon Scraps of Paper; that the 


Examinant takes it, that they lay under the immediate 
Direftion of the Sub-Governor, who is Lord Barrington ; 
that if they ask’d for any Books or Accounts, they were 
told by Lord Barrington, it was not proper they thould 
fee the Accounts of the Commerce Charter, and they 
fhould not. That thcre was a Balance of an Account 
from the Manufafture Company to the united Company, 


Stock that was fold at 15/7. per Cent. by. Lord Barring- 
ton’s Order, as Joules has inform’d the Examinant, he 
could never fee it: That he, the Examinant, being in- 
form’d by Soules, that 10 1. per Cent. of the 100,000/. 
Stock, fold at 15/3 s. per was to be apply’d to pri- 
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vate Ufes, he did apply to Lord Barrington, to fee the 
Account of that Money, and his Lordthip told him it 
was not convenient he fhould, and he fhould not. That 
Foules told the Examinant, that he had Orders to buy at 
Harsurgh, a pretty large Quantity of Stock, which he 
bought cf the Lord Barrington, that there was a Note of 
15001. Lord Farrington had given to Joules for Part of 
2 per Cent. that had been fubfcrib’d for Stock, and that 
Joules had deliver’d that Note up to Lord Barrington, in 
Part of Payment for the Stock he bought of his Lordthip ; 
that the Examinant don’t know the Quantities uf Stock 
Joules bought, or at what Price it was fold. That 
Joules told the Examinant he was order’d to buy that 
Stock by Dr. Calamy. That the Examinant and o- 
thers were frequently told by Lord Barrington, that an 
Foglish Charter was promis’d, and would certainly be 
granted. 

Mr. Alderman B»ylis being fhew’d the printed Scheme 
of the Lottery hereunto anncx’d, faid, that there was 
a Scheme open’d by Lord £arrington (he cannot fpeak cer- 
tainly as to the Time) at a Meeting where Lord Lar- 
rington and others affembled, which he believes is the 





fame as that now fhew'd to him. Being ask’d, whether ° 


he remembers he cid difapprove of that Scheme, faid, 
that he believes, he might then fiy, he could not un- 
derftand fome of the Particulars, they never having been 
communicated to him ; but that in general, it appear’d 
fo unfair, that he wasagainft it 5 and efpecially, becaufe 
there was to be a Deduttion of 5 per Cent. upor 
1,500,000 /. to be rais’d by the Lottery, which amount- 
ed to 75,0007. to be given to thofe that are Truftees of 
the Lottery: That a Day or two after, there was a 
Meeting, at "faterda/hers-Hall, wherethe Lord Barrington 
did again open the faid Scheme for a Lotterv, which 
his Lordihip faid, was agreed to by all the Direétors, 
Nemine contradicente ; and the Examinant obje&ed to it, 
as not being agreed to by all the Dire€tors ; for he nei- 
ther had, nor would give his Condent to that Scheme: 
And that then the Lord Barrington call’d oug to the reft 
of the Perfons affembled there, and faid, he hop’d they 
would not fuffer him to be fo treated by the Examinant. 
That fome Time after, when Sir Thomas Webfter, and Sir 
Charles Wager, a&ted as Deputv-Governors, the Exami- 
yant heard there was Application making to the Engli/h 
Miniflry, to get an Englifh Charter; and that Notice 
was given to the Examinant, to meet Lord 18 
an 
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and thofe two Gentlemen,at fome Fxz/if; Minifiet’s Houfe; 
but he could not go. That afterwarcs, che Examinant 
was at a Meeting of Dircétors, at which was prefent 
Sir Thomas Webfter ; and as this Examinant believes, Sir 
Charles Wager, and Sir Taomas told the Examinant, that 
upon the Application aforefaid, an Eiyli/; Charter could 
not be obtain’d; and that there had been a Refolution 
come to, which was to difprove fome Notice that was 
publifh’d of a Lottery, and to fignifie that the fame was 
not publifh’d by the Approbation and Confent of the 
Dire&tors. 

To which Refolution, the Examinant immediately 
gave his Confent; that at the next Meeting, the Exa- 
minant was at, at which Lord Larrington was prefent, 
the aforefuid Refolution was read, and it was debated, 
and afterwards, the major Part of the DireClors prefent, 
came to another Refolution, which was to quth the for- 
mer, againfi the Confent of the Examinant. That upon 
this, the Examinant iniifted, that there fhould be a ge- 
neral Meeting of Proprietors forthwith call ‘d, to acquaint 
them, that an English Charicr had been refus’d, that Peo- 
ple might not be drawn in: Being ask’d, whether Lord 
Barrington did not give his Confent to call that gener: | 
Meeting ? Said, he did. and the Examinant believes, a 
general Meeting was cail’d, at which general Meeting the 
Examinant was not prefent, nor has been at any other 
Meeting fince. + 

Mr. Alderman Billers being fiewn a printed Scheme of 
the Lotterv, faid, that he had a Scheme fent to him by 
Mr. Ridpath; but that he never took outa Ticket, nor 
faw one, ‘till he came to the Speaker’s Chambers. Thar 
as foon as he underflood, that the 75,009/. was tc be 





given to the Managers, he defir’d to know of the Lord 


1 


barrington, how the Money was to be difpos’d of, who 
told the Examinant, that there would be great Expences 
in going over to Hanover, and that 30,000/. was to be 
given tothe Perfon that made the Scheme. The FExaini- 
nant was furpriz’d, that fo great aSum was to be given 
to the Perfon that made the Scheme ;. at which his Lore- 
fhip faid, he would not have him fo much furpriz’d, 
for that he had been offer’d 40.000/. for a worft ; and 
faid, he beliew’d the Examinant’s Ditlike to the 
Scheme was, becaufe he was not a Truftee; but he hop’d 
to live to fee the Examinant a Truftee. That he 
found a Paper of Minutes, which put the Examinant in 
Mind of what the Lord Berrington had told him, That 
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the Lottery was to be given to the Company gratis, 
which made him fay to his Lordfhip, What ds this to be 
given gratis, when 32,0c0/. is given to the Perfon that 
made the Scheme? His Lordihip made anfwer, that 
the Examinant might fuppofe that was not all for the 
Scheme. 

Being ask’d, whether he was notat the Courtof Di- 
reStors, when the Lord Berrington reported the Scheme? 
Said, he might be there, and if he was, he was againft 
it; that he had declar’d fo much againft it, that for fe- 
veral Months paft, he has not been fummon’d to attend 
any one Court. That 500,000/. of the Profits of the 
Lottery was to be put upon the whole Stock, exce 
75,000 7. Part of the Profits, which were to be dedufted 
for the Managers. Mr. Mofes Kaper being fhewn the 
printed Scheme of the Harburgh Lottery, faid, that he 
had fuch a Scheme fent to him, and that there were 
fome Obfervations made upon it, which he fent by Mr. 
Simon, a Bookfeller, to Mr. Read, in order tobe printed ; 
and Mr. Simon came to the Examinant in a Hurry, and 
brought the Examinant the following Letter, and the 
Examinant was oblig’d to promife the Printer to 
indemnifie him, before he would print the faid Obfer- 
vations.

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Said, that Lord Barrington told him, the Examinant, 
“that the King had promis’d to granta Britifh Charter, 
and that it would be obtain’d; and that they could not 
a&t as Direstors well, without it could be obtain’ds and 
the Examinant fpoke to Sir Thomas Webfter, and Sir Charles 
Wager, about it ; who told the Examinant, thatthey, toge- 
ther, with Lord Barrington, had waited upon Lord Town/- 
hend, Lord Cartaret, and Mr. Walpole, who told him at that 
Time, that an Englifh Charter for the Advantage of the 
faid Lottery could not be granted, becaufe it was ille- 
gal and impraticable, Sir Thomas Webfter told the Exa- 
minant, that Lord Barrington delir’d that the Miniltry’s 
refufing to grant an English Charter, fhould be kept asa 
Secret, upon which, Sir Thomas immediately order'd 
Ridpath to call the Direétors together; that he might 
acquaint them, they were to have no: Engli/h Charter.

Sum the prefent Proprietors of the Stock of the Harburgh 
Cempany would have gain’d from the Adventurers in 
the Lottery, added to the 75,000/. makes 210,000/. 
which will more fully appear by the Calculation, That 
he defir’d Lord Barrington to fee the Accounts of the 
Money paid in upon the Stock ; and his Lordthip would 
not let him. Said, that 100,000/. Stock was fold at 
15, 1. per Cent. for the Benefit of the Company ; and thar 
he was told, it was never brought to an Account, for that 
bi had ask’d Sir Thomas Webfter, and Sir Thomas faid, that 
e never faw any. Account of that Stock. 

Mr. Andrew Hope faid, that there was a Claufe in the 
Charter for a Lottery ; and that the Lottery was talk’d 
of in Sune, or Fuly 1720, or before. That the firft Sub. 
fcription was 500,000/. that when 400,000/. was fub- 
fcrib’d, and 100,000 /. was to be fold, he was unwilling 
to buy any of the Stock that was to be fold, but Joules told 
this Examinant, that if he would not, others would; 
and thereupon he bought 10,000/, of it, at 15/. 35. per 
Cent. That he ask’d Joules what was become of the Mo- 
ney, he faid, the Lord Barrington, and Sir Alexander 
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Cairnes had it; that the Examinant ask’d Lord Barrington, 
whether he fhould not know what was become of it; and 
Lord Barrington faid, it was not fit he fhould know, and he 
fhould not. That the 10,0001. Stock coft him above 1000 /. 
and that there was no Books to which his Name was put 
for the Stock; that then there was only 2 per Cent. paid 
in upon 400,c00 /. Stock, or thercabouts; and he was to 
be upon the Foot with them, and have no other Advan- 
tage upon the 10,000/. Stock. That Mr. Lioyd bought

the Examinant 10,000/. as a Prefent, he having been 
concern’d in that Affair, ever fince 1716, and travel- 
led feveral .Times to Hanover. That the Examinant 
ask’d Joules for the 1200/. remaining Part of the faid 
19,000/. and he faid, he would pay him. That Sir john 
Fryer, and Lord Barrington order’d Joules to make the 
Examinint the Prefent of 10,0007. and that he re- 
ceiv’d itasa Prefent for his own Ufe and Advantage, for 
the Trouble he has had in that Affair, for the 4 Years. 
That by one of the Articles in the Charter of his Ma- 
jefty, a Lottery is granted; that fome Perfons made a 
Motion that the Management of the Lottery fhould 
be aflign’d to fome one particular Perfon, which the Ex- 
aminant and Mr. Paylis wasagainft; but that the other 
Perfons concern’d, thought fit to convey it to Mr. Joules. 

Mr: Fenjamin Joules being again examin’d as to the 
100,000 7. Stock of the Harburgh Company being fold 
at 15/. per Cent. eithcr for the Ufe of the Cumpany, or 
any other Perfon, faid, that "tis true, that he fold 
100,000). at 152.35. per Cent. and that Benjamin Smith, 
one. of the Truttees; was one of the firfl Perfons with 

whom 
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whom that Affair was tranfacted, who defir’'d to have 
10,0001, Stock of the Examinant, and told him, he 
would give him 300 Guineas; the Examinant faid -he 
was fo generous he would not maké ‘ny Demand. That 
Mr. Smith acquainted Mr. Thomas Brown of it, who de- 
fir’d he might have 30,0007. or 40,0007. of the Stock 5 
and then it being come to be known, Mr. Andrews de- 
fir'd 30,0001. Mr. John Floyd and Mr. Bracey defir’d 
30,000/. that they gave the Examinant Earneft for it, 
and made him give them a Note to deliver it, to thems 
that he defir’d them to part with fome of it for that if 
they did not, he could not make good his Promifés to o- 
ther People; but none of them would, That 2 per 
Cent. upon the 100,000 /. was paid to the Company, 
which is 2000/. 

That 3 Guineas per Cent. which is 3000 Guineas, the 
Examinant receiv’d for his own Ufe, and that 10/. per 
Cent. which is 10,c00/. he paid to Mr. Nicolai; that 
it was fold by Order of Sir Alexander Cairnes, and that 
Sir Alexander came to the Examinant from another Room, 
and gave him the Orders by Word of Mouth to fell it, 
and told him thatthe Gentlemen had agreed that fo much 
fhould be fold ; that the Perfons that were then in the o- 
ther Room, were Mr. Deacle, Sir Thomas Abney, and Mr. 
London. Being ask’d, whether he thinks himfelf indem- 
nify’d by the verbal Order of Sir Alexander Cairnes ? 
Said, there was no Secretary, and therefore no Order in 
Writing was given, and nothing was aéted regularly ; 
and that he look’d upon it as an Order from all of them. 
Being ask’d, whether anv Perfon gave a Difcharge for 
the Money he receiv’d ? Said, that he has no Difcharge, 
and that the 2 per Cent. only was taken as the Company’s 
Money. : 

Mr. BenjaminFoules being again examin’d ; faid,that Lord 
Barrington did not, dire&tly or indireétly, order or give 
DireStions to the Examinant to fel] the 100,000/. or to 
pay Nicolai 10,000 /. and that he did not make Ufe of Lord 
Barrington’s Name when he gave Nicolai the 10,000 /. 
That he has own’d to feveral People at feveral Times, 
that Lord 2arrington never gave him any Direftions a- 
bout the 100,0v0/ Stock, or the 10,000/. given to Nico- 
int 3 and that all the Gentlemen that are Truftees have 
heard him fay fo, and he has faid it to no lefs than forty 
or fifty People more. That Lord Berrington was neither 
Governor, Sub-Governor, nor DMreStor, at the Time 
when 100,0004, Stock was fold, and Nicolai recciv’d the

of Attorney before or after he was a Proprietor of th 
Stock, the Examinant could not fay. Being ask’d, whe- 
ther he told Mr. Hote that Lord Barrington gave him Or- 
der to fell the 100,000/. Stock, or any Part thereof. Said, 
he did not tell Mr. Hope fos for that the Dire&ion 
‘was giver to him to fetl 100,000%. Steck, as he has mien- 
tion’d in his formerExam mation ; and Sir AlexanderCairnes 
order’d the Examinant to give 1o,coo/. to Nicolai; that 
the Stock was fold in ‘June, 1720. That he has paid Ni- 
solat 88001. and he can prove by whom Nicolai has re 
ceiv’d the 1200/. the Remainder of the 10,000/. 





To return to the Proceedings in Parliament. 

On the 4th of February, The Bill to continue the Duties 
for Encouragement of the Coinage of Money, &e. was read a 
fecond Time, and committed to a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, on that Day fevennight ; and the next 
Day, the ingrofs’d Bill for punifhing _ and Defer- 
Zion, &c. was read the third Time, paf$’d, and fent up 
to the Lords ; as was alfo an ingrofs’d: Bill for continuing 
fome Laws, and reviving others, &c. 

On the 6th, Mr Serjeant Birch, from the Gommiffioners 
and Truflees appointed to enquire into the forfeited E- 
ftates in England and Ireland, and’ elfewhere (except 
Scotland ) prefented to the Houfe the further Report of the 
faid Commiffioners and Fruftees ; and: then a Bill to ena- 
ble Lords of Manors more eafily no recover their Fines and 
to exempt Infants and Fimes-Covert from Forfeitures of their 
Copyhold Lands in particular Cajes, was by Sir Thomas 
Hanmer prefented to. the Houfe, and read the firftTime. 

February 7. Mr. Muaro, from the Commiffioners and 
Truftees appointed to enquire into the forfeited Eftates in 
Scotland, \aid before the Commons the further Report of 
the faid Commiffioners. And,then,upon the Report made 
by Mr. Walpole, from the Committee, to whom the Pe- 
tition of the Borough of Great Yarmouth in the County of 
Norfolkwas referr’d, a Bill was order’d to be brought in for 
continuing an Act 10 and 11 GulielmilII. for the clearing, 
repairing, prefervirg, and maintaining the Haven and Picrs 
of Great Yarmouth. After this, the Call of the Houfe 
was further adjourn’d to that Day Fortnight, and or- 
der’d, that the Houfe be then call’d over, and nothing 
to intervene. 

On the 8th of Fibruary, Mr. Lowndes prefented to tke 
Commons a Fill for redceming certain Annuities now paya- 
ble by the Cafhier of the Bank of England, at the —_-* : 
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Pounds per Annum ; which was read the firft Time, and 
erder’d to be read a fecond. A new Writ was after- 
wards order’d for the clefting a Burgefs for the Borough 
of Bramber, in SujJex, in the Room of William-Charles Van 
Hulje, Efq; deceas’d 3 and then the Houfe went into a 
grand Committee, to prepare Heads of a bill for pre- 
venting Frauds and Abufes inthe Tobacco Trade, and to 
tonfider of the Duties and Allowances upon Tobacco, and 
what Abatements or Regulations might be made there- 
in. Among the reft, Mr. Trenchard mov’d, that in order 
to prevent for the future, the Frauds and Abufes com- 
mitted in the faid Trade, tnere might be'a Re-entry 





of all Tobacco that wa$ remov’d from one Port to an- 


ether, both in England and Scotland; but that Mo- 
tion not being feconded, was dropt. Then the fame 
Gentleman took Notice, That tho’ the Scots were, in 
many Refpetts, great Gainers by the Union of the two 
Kingdoms, yet they were very deficient in paving their 
Proportion of the publick Burdens; that by the Treaty 
of Union they were to pay 50,000/. per Annum, to- 
wards the Malt-Tax, but that, if he was rightly in- 
form’d, for feveral Years paft, they had not paid above 
‘10,0001. and therefore he mov’d, that it might be 
an Inftru@ion to the Committee to enquire into that 
Matter. He was feconded by Mr. Hungerford: But an 
eminent Courtier having reprefented, that fuch an In- 
quiry was very improper, in the prefent Junéture, and 
might inflame the Nation, Sir Nathanael Gould madea 
Motion which both Parties feem’d to come into, viz. 
That all Tobacco imported both into England and Scot- 
land, be put into Warehoufes, and not to be remov’d from 
thence without a Permit, to prove that the Duty was 
paid: But it growing late, the further Confideration 
of that Affair was put off to that Day fevennight. 
‘Feb. 9. The Commons order’d a Bill to be brought 
in, for better qualifying the Manufatturers of Stuffs and Yarn 
ia the City of Norwich, and Liberties thereof, to bear the 
Offices of Magiftracy in the faid City, and for regula- 
ting the Ele€tions of fuch Officers; and then a Bill for re- 
deeming certain Annuities, &c. was read a fecond Time, 
and committed to a Committee of the whole Houfe. 

On the 11th of February, a Petition of feveral thou- 
fands of his Majeftv’s Subje&ts under Infolvency, in 
Suffolk-Place, in the Borough of Southwark, was prefent- 
ed to the Houfe, and read, imploring fuch Relief as 
fhould be moft agreeable to Goodaefs and Wifdom 
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of the Houfe; but 4 Motien being made, and the Que- 
ftion put, that the Petition be referr’d to a Committee, it 
pafs’d in the Negative, and not only refolv’d, that the 
Petition be rejefted, but at the fame Time, a Commit- 
tee was order’d and appointed to enquire inte pre- 
tended privileg’d Places, and to report their Opinion to 
the Houfe ; with Power to fend for Perfons, Papers and 
Records. 

Feb. 12. A Bill for the cleaning, repairing, and maintain- 
ing the Haven and Piers of Great Yarmouth, was prefent- 
ed to the Houfe, receiv’d, read the firft Time, and or- 
der’d to be read afecond. Then Complaint being made - 
to the Houfe of a printed Pamphlet, entitled, The Re- 
port of the Committee appointed to enquire into the Projett 
commonly call’d the Harburgh Lottery: ‘ The fame was 
brought up to the Table, where the Title thereof was 
read, and alfo fome Paragraphs therein, call’d Refo- 
lutions of the Houfe of Commons: Whereupon it was 
order’d, that a Committee be appointed to enquire into 
the Printer and Publithers of the faid printed Pam- 
phiet, which was referr’d to the faid Committee. And 
then, in a Committee of the whole Houfe, the Com- 
mons went through the Bill for redeeming certain Annui- 
ties, &c. and made feveral Amendments thereto. 
“Feb. 13. A Bill to fupprefs the Harburgh Lottery, and 
to prevent any foreign Lotteries from being carry'd on 
in this Kingdom, &c. was read the firft, and order’d to be 
read a fecond Time. Complaint being made to the 
Houfe of the great Difficulty the Members meet with 
in coming to and going from the Houfe, chiefly occa- 
fion’d by Reafon of the frequent Stops of Coaches meet- 
ing in the narrow Paffages leading to the Houfe; a 
Committee was thereupon appointed toconfider of pro- 
per Methods for preventing the faid Inconveniencies to 
the Members in their coming to and going from the 
Houfe. 

Then the Houfe difagreed to the Refolution of rhe 
Committee of Privileges and Eleftions, touching the 
Ele&tion for the Borough of Dorchefter in the County of 
Dorfet, viz. That Edmund-Morton Pleydell, Efy; was du- 
ly ele&ted for the faid Borough ; and on the eontrary, 
it was refolv’d, that William Chapple, Efq; was duly 
chofen a Burgefs for the faid Borough. 

On the 14th of February, the Commons refum'd the 
further Confideration of the Report of the Committee 
appointed to enquire into the Harburgh Lottery ; and 
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feveral Paragraphs in the faid Report, relating to Yohn 
Lord Vifcount Barrington of the Kingdom of Ireland, a 
Member of this Houfe, were read, and then Henry 





' Bendyfh, Efq; Mr. George Ridpath, Mr. Thomas Matthew, 


and Mofes Raper, Efq; having been feverally call’d, 
and examin‘’d, the further Conlideration of the faid Re- 
rt was adjourn’d to the next Morning, when feveral 
Perfons were order’d to attend. 
“Accordingly, on the 15th, the Commons refum’d the 
ther Confideration of that Affair; and Mr. George 
Ridpath having been examin’d, the Lord Barrington was 
heard in his Place, and, in his own Jnftification al- 
ledg’d, that his Defign was honeft and difinterefted ; 
that he had nothing in View but the Good of the Na. 
tions; that the Harburgh Company, if duly manag’d, 
and encourag’d, might have been very advantageous to 
the Navigation and Trade ; and that the Lottery in Que- 
ftion, was intended to raife Money, in Order to enable 
the Company effef&tually to carry on their Trade. But 
his Defence made little or no Impreffion on the Affem- 
bly, fo that it was refolw’d, Nemine centradicente, that it 
appears to this Houfe, that ‘fohn Lord Vifcount Barring- 
ton of the Kingdom of Ireland, a Member of this Houfe, 
has been notorioufly guilty of promoting, abetting, and 
carrying on the fraudulent Undertaking call’d the Har- 
burgh Lottery. 2. That the faid Lord Vifcount Bar- 
rington, be, for his faid Offence, expell’d this Houfe. 

February 16. Mr. Yong acquainted the Commons, from 
the Committee appointed to enquire into the Printer and 
Publifher of the Report about the Harburgh Lottery; 
that feveral of the Witmeffes they had fummon’d to at- 
tend them, had prevaricated, and would not give direé 
and clear Anfwers to any Queftions ask’d them ; and that 
he was dire&ted by the Committee to move the Houfe, 
that they might be impower’d to examine Witneffes in 
the moft folemn Manner; whereupon it was order’d, 
that fuch Members of the faid Committee who were 
Juftices of the Peace for the County of Middlefex, and 
City of Weftminfter, fhould examine in the moft folemn 
Manner, fuch Perfons as they thought fit, at the faid 
Comnnittee. 

Feb. 18. Mr. Yong, from the faid Committee, acquainted 
the Houfe, that Richard Francklin, Beokfeller in Fleetftreet, 
(who in his Examinations befere them on Saturday laft, 
had own’d that the faid Report was printed by his Di- 


“rection) having fince been fummon’d to attend the faid 
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Committee, in order to his beina further examin’d that 
Morning, had fent a Letter to the Chairman of the faid 
Committee, acquainting him that he would not obey the 
faid Summons. Hereupon, it was refolv’d, That Richard 
Francklin,Bookfeller, having refus’d (whenduly fummon’d) 
to attend a Committee of this Houfe, was guilty of 
a notorious Contempt of the Authority and of a Breach 
of the Privilege of this Houfe, and order’d, that thefaid 
Rickard Francklin be taken into the Cuflody of the Seyjgant 
at Arms. Then the Bill to fupprefs the Harburgh Lottery, 
&c. being read a fecond Time, and committed to aCom- 
mittee of the whole Houfe, to whom the Fill to con- 
tinue the Duties for Encouragement of ie Coinage of Money, 
and for the Relief of William late Lord Widdrington, was 
committed; with an Inftruétion to the faid Comittec, 
to alter and make both the faid Bills into one 

February 19. An engrofs’d Bill to enable Lords of Ma- 
nors more eafily to recover their Fines ; and to exempt In- 
fants and Femes-Covert from Forfeitures of their Copyhold 
Eftates in particular Cafes, was read the third Time, pafs’d, 
and fent up to the Lords. Then upona Complaint made 
to the Houfe, that notwithftanding the Order of this 
Houfe of the 23d of January laft, feveral written Pa- 
pers were difpers’d in Coffee-Houfes, and elfewhere, as 
Minutes of the Proceedings of this Houfe, in Breach 
of the Privilege of this Houft; the Committee who 
were toenquire into the Printer and Publifher of the 
Report touching the Harburgh Lottery, were thereupon or- 
der’d to enquire alfo into the Writers and Difperfers of 
the faid Papers, and report the fameto the Houfe. Af- 
ter this, anew Writ was order’d to be iffu’d for the e- 
lefting a Burgefs fosthe Borough of Calne in Wilthire, 
in the Room of George Ducket, Efq; who fince his Ele&tion, 
hada ccepted the Office of one of the Commiffioners of 
his Majefty’s Reyenue of Excife. 

Nothing material was done the zoth, but the next 
Day, the sill for reviving and adding two Millions to the 
Capital Stock of thg South-Sea €ompany, &c. was read a fe- 
cond Time, and committed to 4 Gommittee of the whole 
Houfe. Then the Houfe, according to Order, was call’d 
over ; and the Names of fuch Members as made Default 
to appear, were noted down ; and the Names of the De- 
faulters being call’d over; many of them appear’d, o- 
thers were excus’d, but feven of them, whofe Excufes 
were not allow’d, were order’d into ;he Cuftedy of the Ser- 
geant at Arms, viz. Sir William Carew, Bart. Henry = 
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of Drogheda in the Kingdom of Ireland, Nicholas Vin- 
cent, Efq; Sir Copplefton-Warwick Bampfylde, Bart. Tho- 
mas de Grey, Efq; ‘John Earl Fitzwilliam in the King- 
dom of Ireland, and the Honourable Doddington Greville, 
Efq; 

On the 22d of Feb. the Commons made a Refolutian, 

that Robert Gordon of Haughes, Sheriff Depute for the 
, Shire of Inverneffe, having accepted and return’d to the 
Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, an Indenture of Return 
of a Burgefs to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the 
Diftri&® of Burghs of Iiverneffe, Nairn, Forres, and For- 
trofe, (the faid Indenture of Return not being fign’d by 
the Common Clerk of the prefiding Burgh of the,Di- 
ftrié&t of Burghs) had afted arbitrarily and illegally, in 
Defiance of the Laws of this Realm, and in Breach of 
the Privilege of this Houfe: And it was order'd that 
the faid Robert Gordon, be, for the faid Breach of Privi- 
lege, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms. 
Then in a Committee of the whole Houfe, fome Pro- 
grefs was made in the Bill in Favour of the~ South-Sea 
Company. 

Feb. 22. Upon the Report made by Mr. Yong, Chairman 
of the Committee abovemention’d, it was refolv’d, that 
Henry Parker, Printer in Bi/hop/gate-Street, having, by 
Dire&tion of Richard Francklin, Bookfeller in Fleet/treet, 
prefum’d to print, and that Nathanael Dodd, having pre- 
fum’d to publifh in Print, the Proceedings of the Com- 
mittee of this Houfe, contrary to the Order of this 
Houfe, were guilty of a Breach of the Privilege of this 
Houfe; that the faid Henry Parker and Nathanael Dodd 
be, for the faid Breach of Privilege, taken into the Cu- 
ftody of the Serjeant at Arms. Then Mr. Pulteney, from 
the Committee appointed to examine Chriftopher Layer 
and others, acquainted the Houfe, that the Committee 
had prepar’d a Report to be laid before the Houfe, and 
defir’d the Houfe would appoint a Day for receiving the 
fame: Whereupon it was order’d, That the faid Report 
‘be receiv’d upon the 1ft Day of March. After this, the 
Houfe was order’d to be call’d over on Tuefday come 
Fortnight, the 12th Day of March next. 

On the 25th of Fee. upon the Report made to the Com- 
mons by Mr. George Berkeley, of the Matter of the Peti- 
tion of Sir Bafil Dixewell and others, as it appear’d to a 
Committee, to whom the faid Petition had been referr’d, 
a Bill was order’d to be brought in for compleating the Re- 
pairs of the Harbour of Dover inthe County of Kent 3 and 
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fer reftoring te its ancient Goodne/s the Harbour of Rye in 
the County of Suffex. Then Mr. Gybbon reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Eleftions, the Matter as it 
appéar’d to them, touching the Eleftion for the Shire of 
Sutherland, with the Refolutions of the Committee 
thereupon, which were agreed to, viz. 1. That the Right 
of electing a Commiffioner to ferve in Parliament for the 
Shire of Sutherland, is in the Heretors, Feware, Wad fet- 
ters, and Life-Renters, poffefs’d of the Lands in the faid 
Shire, whether holding of the Crown, or of a Subjeft. 
2. That Sir William Gordon, Bart. was duly eleé&ted a 
Commiffoner to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the 
Shire of Sutherland. 

By this Time, the Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defey- 
dion, &c. had been fent back from the Hoyfe of Peers, 
where it had occafion’d great Debates, particularly an 
Amendment made ky their Lordfhips for inferting in 
the Preamble the Number of Forces thought proper to 
be kept on Foot fer the enfuing Year, confifting of 
16449, effeftive Men, Officers included, and 1815 Inva- 
lids; againft which Amendment, eighteen Lords enter’d 
a memorable Proteftation. Tuefday the 26th of Feb. be- 
ing appointed to take the faid Amendments into Confide- 
gation, they were feverally read, and a Motion being 
made, that the Houfe do agree with the Lords, the A- 
mendment beforemention’d occafion’d a very warm and 
jong Debate, many Members urging, that it intrench’d 
on, the proper Prerogative of the Commons to grant Sup- 
plies: But at Jaft the Queftion being put, whether to 
agree or not? It was carry’d in the Affirmative by a Ma- 
jority of 130 Votes againft 116. 

The fame Day, the Commons refolv’d to addrefs his

“ed by Parliament. After this, it was refolv’d, Nemiue 
© contradicex:te, 1. That an humble Addrefs be prefented 
“to his Majeity, to congratulate his Majefty on the In- 
© creafe of his Royal Family, by her Royal Highnefs’s 
* being happily deliver'd of a Princefs. 2. That a con- 
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*fes the Prince and Princefs of Wales,.on this. happy 
*Occafion, ini 

Feb. 27. Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer. reported to 
the Houfe, That their Addrefs congratulating his Ma- 
jefty onthe Increafe of ‘his Royal Family, by her Roy- 
al Highnefs’s being happily deliver’d of a Princefs, had 
been prefented to his Majefty, and that his Majeity had 
commanded’ him to acquaint this Houfe, That his Mageffy 
returns his Thanks to this Houfe for their Addrefs of Gengre- 
tulation, and for the Zeal and Ait which they hawe ext 
she to him and his Family. en Mr. Pelham reported, 
hat the Gentlemen appointed to attend their Royal High- 
neffes the’ Prince and Princefs of Wales, with a congra- 
tulatory Meffage on the happy Delivery of her Royal 
Highnefs of a Princefs, had attended his Royal High- 
nefs accordingly ; and thathis Royal Highnefs was plea- 
fed to give this Anfwer, That he is very fenfible of ithe Af - 
fettion which ‘the Houle of Commons have fhew'd to him upon 
all Occafions, and returns his Thanks for this particular In 
Stance of it. "Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer ialfo  re- 
ported to the Houfe, that their Addrefs for the widening 
the narrow Paffages leading to thisHoufe, having been 
prefented to his Majefty, his Majefty would give the ne- 
ceflary Direétions, that the faid Paflages might be made 
‘wider, purfuant to the Defire of this Houfe. 

The fame Day, a new Writ was order’d for the ie- 
le&ting a Burgefs for the Town of Berwick upon Freed, 
in the Room of John Lord Vifcount Berrington in the 
Kingdom of Ireland, expell’d this Houfe: After which, 
Mr. Conduit reported from the Committee appointed to 
enquire into pretended privileg’d Places, and to report 
‘their Opinion to the Houfe, what might be the beit 
Means to abolifh them; the Matter as it appear’d to 
them, with the Refolutions of the Committee thereupon 5 
which were agreed unto by the Houfe, Nem. con. and are 
as follows, viz. 





1. That the Provifion made by the A&t of the Eighth 
and ‘Ninth of King William the Third, intitled, An 
AG for the more effeftual Relief of Creditors in Cafe of E/- 
capes, and for preventing Abufes in Prifons and pretended 
privileg’d Places, has not prov’d effectual within the Place 
commonly call’d the Mint, and that further Provifions 


‘ fhould be made, and the fame to be extended to the Con- 
wivers, Aiders, and Abettors of and in the Offences men-

2z- That farther Powers be vefted in the Juftices of the 
Peace for the County of Surrey, for the more effeftual 
Execution of their Warrants, and Efcape Warrants within 
the faid Place call’d the Mint. 

3. That fome Provifion be made for defraying the 
Charge of raifing the Pojfe Comitatus, or any other Power 
that fhall be requifite to execute Procefs or Warrants,with- 
im thefaid Mint. 

That Affemblies of Perfons taking upon themfelves 
to regulate and determine Matters within the faid Place 
call'd the Mint, greatly contribute to the Support of the 
Diforders and illegal Pra&tices committed therein ; and 
that effe&tual Provifion be made againft the Contrivers, 
Aétors, Aiders and Abettors of and in fuch Affemblies. 

5. That fome proper Encouragement and Reward 
be given to the Profecutors upon their conviéting fuch 
Offenders. 

6. That the granting fome Relief to fuch infolvent 
Debtors as have been for acertain Time ( to be limited) 
within the Mint, and fhall appear to be Objeéts of Com- 
paffion, under proper Regulations and Reftrictions, may 
conduce to the difperfing the great Numbers that have re- 
furted thither, and to the abolifhing the pretended Pri- 
vileges of the fame Place. ’ 

And a Bill was order’d to be brought in purfuant to the 
faid Refolutions. 





Qn the laft Day of Feb. the Commons in a Committee 
of the whole Houfe, went through the Bill for reviving 
and adding towo Millions to the Capital Stock of the South-Sea 
Company, &c. 

On the 4th of March, the Commons read the 3d Time, 
pafs’d and fent up to the Lords, an ingrofs’d Bil) for clear- 
ing, depthning, repairing, extending, maintaining, and impro- 
ving the Haven and Piers of Great Yarmouth,&c.Then the 
Houfe took into Confideration the Reports of the Grand 
Committee, to whom the Bill for redeeming certain An- 
nuities, &c. as alfo the Bill for reviving and adding two 
Millions tothe Capital Stock of the South-Sea Company. And 
having agreed to the Amendments made to the faid Bills, 
they were both order’d to be ingrofs’d. 

March 5. An ingrofs’d Bill for better qualifying the Ma- 
nufatturers of Stuffs awd Yarn in ihe City of Norwich, Ge. 
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was read the 3d Time, pafs’d, and fent up to the Lords. 
Then the Houfe being mov’d, that the ftanding Orders of 
the Houfe, (Sabbati 15 Die Feb.13 Gul. II. and of the rath 
of Decem. 5 Anna.) relating to private Bills, might be 
read, the fame were read accordingly ; and thereupon it 
was order’d and declar’d, That the faid Orders be {tand- 
ing Orders of the Houfe. After this, a Petition of the 
Inhabitants of the City and Liberty of Weftminfter, com- 

laining of the ill Paving, Cleaning and Lighting the 

treets, was referr’d to the Confideration of a Commit- 
tee, who were empower’d to réceive Propofals for the 
better paving, cleaning and lighting the faid Streets. 
Then ina grand Committee, the Commons confider’d fur- 
ther of Heads for a Bill for preventing Frauds and Abujes 
in the Tobacco-Trade, (3c. and came to feveral Refolu- 
tions. 

On the 6th of March, Mr. Sandys reported the faid Re- 
folutions, which were agreed to as follows, viz.

2, That the Importer of Tobacco from the Briti/h Plan- 
tations thall pay down the old Sublidy of one Penny

3. That all the other Duties, amounting together to 
five Pence, and one Third of a Penny per Pound, fhall 
be paid down, or Security given for the Payment within 
18 Months. 

4 That in lieu of all former Encouragements, A! low- 
ances, and Difcounts, 25 per Cent. or one full fourth 
Part of the faid laft recited Duties fhall be deduéted and 
allow’d upon the Entry of the Importer. 

s- That every Importer, not paying down the faid 
Duties fhall be chargeable, from a certain Time after 
Importation, with an Intereft at a certain Rate per Cent. 

Annum, until the fame is paid. 

6. That no Allowance be made for damag’d Tobacco, 
but the Importer fhall have Liberty to feparate fuch 
damag’d Tobacco, and the Officers of the Cuftoms fhall 
caufed the fame to beburnt and deftroy’d. 

7. That wpon the Exportation of Tobacco into any fo- 
reign Parts, the whole Duty paid inward or fecur’d fhail 
be drawn back. 

8. That further Encouragement be given to fuch as 
fhall difcover fraudulent Drawbacks upon Tobacco ex- 
ported, 
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9. That any Tobacco coming Coaftwife from one Port 
to another in Great Britain, may be detain’d by the Off- 
cers of fuch Port, upon Sufpicion, until Proof be made 
that the Cuftoms and Duties of fuch Tobacco have been 
paid or fecur’d; and in Cafe fuch Sufpicion be found 
groundlefs, the faid Oficers to be liable to Cofts and 
Damages. 

10. That in Cafe any Tobacco coming Coaftwife from 
one Port to another in Great iritain, fhall have been ta- 
ken on Board in any foreign Part, or fromon Board any 
Ship or Veffel at Sea, or,in any Place other than the Port 
whence it was certify’d, fuch Tobacco, and the Value to 
be forfeited. 

A Bill was order’d to be brought in purfuant to the 
faid Refolutions, and then the Houfe adjourn’d to the 
8th of ALarch. 

March 8. Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer acquainted 
the Houfe, that fince the Report from the Committee ape 
pointed to examine Chriflopher Layer, and others, in Re- 
Jation tothe Confpiracy, a Letter from the Bifhop of Re- 
cnefter, in the faid Bifhop’s own Hand-writing, had been 
feiz’a upon his Servant who attended him ; and that his 
Majefty had commanded him to lay the faid Letter be- 
fore the Houfe. Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer alfo 
acquainted the Houfe, that William Wood, the Bifhop of 
Rochefter’s Coachman having been examin’d upon Oath, 
it appear’d, that the Times of the faid Bifhop’s coming 
to and going out of Town were fer down in a Day-Book 
of Accounts kept by the faid William Wood, as they are 
mention’d in his Depofitions in the Appendix to the Re- 
port ; and that Mr. Thomas Moore, the Bifliop’s Chaplain, 
had got the faid Book into his Poffeflion, and carry’d 
it away, upon a Promife to return it (as is fworn againft 
him) and that the faid Me. Moore having been examin’d 
befor¢ a Committee of the Lords of the Council, and re- 
auir’d to deliver the faid Book (as being Part of the King’s 
Evidence) had deny’d his having it, or knowing any 
Thing of it. And Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer de- 
hiver’d to Mr. Speaker the faid original Letter, and a Co- 
py thereof; and alfo the Minutes of the Examination of 
the faid Thomas Moore, the 28th of February Saft, before a 
Committee of the Lords of the Council; and the Copy 
of the faid Letter, and the Minutes of the faid Exami- 
nation were read bv the Clerk: After which it was or- 
der’d, that the fuid original Letter be kept by the Spea- 
ker, with the original Papers and Examinations; and 

that 
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that the faid Letter and the faid Examination be printed 
with the Appendix tothe faid Report, which was done 
accordingly. The faid Letter is as follows:

In that 
Cafe, the particular Advice of Friends, what Steps I am 
to take, and how I am in every Cafe to behave, would 
be very welcome, 7. 7. furely fhould be {poke to, to in- 
form himfelf as well as he can in every Refpest, ‘and to 
fend me by (¥.) thebeftAdvice he can himfelf propofe or 
colle& from others. If I judge right of what K fays, there 
are thofe would be glad the Arrow fhould be drawn to 
the very Head, not caring tho’ they venture mv Ruin, 
in Hopes of ruining others. If there be any Caution and 
Warinefs us’d in the Cafe, it will, I apprehend, be on the 
Side of the Miniftry, for fear of their lofing their Point, 
by overftraining the Matter. I fhall expeét a further Ac- 
count of your Conference at two a Clock to Day, with 
K. Since the Attack is certain, is any Method taken to 
bring up the abfent Lords, particularly the Bithops ? 
Abington, 1 think, has been away all the Seffion. Ang/e/cy 
can bring him up with him, if he pleafes: But’tis to 
no Purpofe for me and the Caufe; and their Management 
in the Cafe will thew to what Degrec their Concern rifes; 
and to them therefore I leave it. 

If the Narrative relates chietly to Neyno’s, Sample’s, ana 
Layer’s Affairs, fo far it cannot affeét me: For I neve: 
heard of the Names of either of the three, ’till after Uh’ 
Plot broke out. 

If I cannnot ward the Blow, i. e. if the Impeachment 
can’t be ftopp’d,I ain a Prifoner for fome Years without Re 
medy. In Order to ftop it in the H. of C. methinks it wil 
be of Moment to obferve, that it is the firft Impea: hin: 
that ever was avowedly brought upon conjectural Iv: 
dence. In other Cafes, the Facts an} Circumftances uy 
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which the Impeachment was brought, being not previ- 
outly declar’d, it could not be known, whether the Im- 
peachers had not fufficient Grounds to proceed upon. But 
here they ante manum produce their Evidence, and all their 
Evidence; and if that fhall appear not fufficient to found 
an Impeachment, methinks the very lodging it may be 
ftemm’d. 

If any of the Committee or the Miniftry will aver, that 
there is any Oath made againft me of treafonable Pra&ti- 
ces, by anv living Witnefs, or that they have any fuck 
Witnefs, who has undertaken to prove any Crime againft 
me, when it fhall be thought fit to proceed upon the 
Impeachment; fuch Affertions may induce the Houfe 
to impeach. But in fuch Cafe, let the Miniftry or Mem- 
bers of the Committee be oblig’d to deliver in the Namé 
of fuch Perfon, in a ‘Note to be feal’d and left with the 
Speaker, and open’d when the Difcovery of fuch Evi- 
dence will be attended with no Inconvenience, and let 
him then undeytake to juftifie the Truth of his Affer- 
tion. Otherwife, to impeach a Man, when there is con- 
feffedly no living Evidence whatfoever againft him, will 
be barbarous; efpecially after waiting fix Months to get 
fome fuch Evidence, and confining a Prifoner all that — 
while after the clofeft and moft rigorous Manner, to 
the evident Hazzard of his Health and Life. Such Pu- 
nifhment, and the further Confinement which the late 
Law allows, is fufficient for bare Sufpicion of Treafon. 
And if in eight Months more any Evidence can, after all, 
be produc’d, the Prifoner wil] be forth coming then to 
anfwer his Accufation. But to impeach him in Hopes 
of finding Evidence afterwards, and acknowledging there 
is none at prefent, is unreafonable -in itfelf, altogether 
unparliamentary, and unprecedented. And fueh a Pre- 
cedent once fet, may be attended with terrible Confe- 
juences, which others may feel in their Turn. For 
whofe Liberty is fafe, if the H. of C: may accufe any one, 
even when they own they have no legal Proofagainft him? 

hey are the grand Inqueft of the Nation, and fhould 
find their Bill, as Grand Juries do, upon fome pofitive 
Evidence; they cannot, thev ought not, to proceed fole- 
Jy upon Conjeétures and Probabilities. Tiris is the Advan- 
tage I would make of their previous Declarations in the 
Narrative ; and it is in‘my Opinion, a very great Advan- 
tage towards quafhing any Attempt that may be made to- 
wards anImpeachment. I have not Time to explain my 
felf farther on this Head ; but fhould not be unwilling 


what I have faid, thould be thew'd to fome knowing 
Friend 
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‘Friend of the H. of C. upon whofe ftrié&t Secrecy, as well 
4 good Judgment I may depend; particularly to Mr. 

re 
~ If there be no Impeachment, I fhall be at more Liber- 
ty here, when the Parliament is up; and being fo, can 
put all capitular Affairs into an eafy Method of being 
legally tranfaéted, even when I my felf am not prefent 
among them. Should there be an Impeachment, a capa- 
Citating Bill will, as I have faid, probably follow. But 
even then I can thew, that it is unneceflary, and nothing 
but Neceflity (and the Unreafonablenefs of punifhing 12 
other Men for my Faults) can ever juftify it. Bifhop 
Williams, Dean of Wr. was gonfin’d to his Diocefe for z 
or 3 Years, and yet a Method was found to renew Leafes, 
and do Bufinefs at Weftminfter, neceflary for the Support of 
the Body, during his Abfence. And when he was after- 
wards imprifon’d in the Tower for 2 or 3 Years more,and 
a Commiflion under the Great Seal iffu’d, impowering 
the Sub-Dedn and Chapter to proceed without him ; this 
was look’d upon as an unjutftifiable Strain of the Preroga- 
tive, and one of the great Blemifhes of that Reign. And 
when Bithop Williams came out of Prifon, he revers’d all 
they had done (without his Coafent) in Prejudice to his 
Right as Dean; and particularly voided ten Patents of 
ten Offices they had granted, the Nomination to which 
was vefted in him by Charter, and confequent Ufage. 
' In Truth, the Dean, by Chafter and Ufage, has fe 
parate Rights from the Chapter; thefe are perfonal, and 
can be’exercis’d by him, wherever he is, or by the 
Sub-Dean, whom he always and folely appoints: And 
for the Exercife of thefe Rights, therefore, no Bill can 
be neceffary. The Bifhop of Briffol, at this Time, dit 
pofes of @ffices in his Gift, Chambers, &c. even when 
he is attending the Parliament, for fix or feven Months 5 
and his. Sub-Dean governs the College in his Stead, 
and by a Proxy lodg’d with him, is enabl’d in the Dean’s 
Name to tranfaét all capitular Bufinefs whatever, together 
with the Canons. But my Hand is weary, andl am come 
to the End of my Paper. ©. 

What I have written in four Sides may, I think, upon 
a Review of it, be fhew’d by you in Confidence, to Mr. 
Bro———y, tho’ there are other things mix’d with what 
I -would se him fee. You muft not tel] him what K. 
¥. Ge. means, and then there is no Harm. You fhould 
write a fhort Note to him as foon as yeu receive — 
es ;< * an 
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and defire to know when you may wait upon him alone, 
and then fhew him the Paper, Part of which you thought 
of tranfcribing ; but it was too long, and you chofe ra- 
ther to leave the Original with him for his Perufal. If 
he feems inclinable to return any Anfwer, tell him you 
will tranfcribe it, and give him his Paper back imme- 
diately. But I fear he will fcarce venture to make any 
but a verbai Return. If fo, do not take that verbal An- 
fwer from him immediately, but defire him to appoint 
another Time when you may wait on him and recejve 
it, after he has (if he thinks fit) advis’d with Friends. 
The Intermixture of other Bufinefs will make him fee 
that the Paper was not intended for him, and will be an 
Excufe for the Hafte with which it was wrote. And the 
Confidence in that Cafe plac’din him, will probably pro- 
cure a mutual Return. 

There is one more muft know of the Secret of the Con- 
veyance 3 and that is the Perfon imploy’d in making it, 
and procuring its being made, if it was not Samhimfelf. 
Sift Sam, and know from him certainly, who is privy 
to it, and enjoin him the utmoft Secrecy, Frank, I hope, 
knows nothing of it. I expeét the Event of the Dialogue 
with William, and the other Accounts from Q. to morrow. 
You may, when you fee, 8r-—y, impart the Story of 
that Villany to him, and defire his Advice upon it, at 
what Time and in what Banner it may be proper for me 
to bring that Matter ‘upon the Stage, and fhew what ex- 
traordinary Methods are taken to get at me, and:beg the

If there be any Proceedings againft me, early Care muft 
be taken of Money. Iwill not prefs you on that Head 5 
But the Bond of 5007. which the Chapter owes me in 
your Name, being upon fo good Security, may eafily be 
turn’d into Money, by 4. perhaps Q. de- 
Mroyving the Declaration of Truft to me, and Y. giving 
@neother to Z. and he may have the Intereft on that Bond, 

when 
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when paid, from the Time of his furnifhing the Money. 
But this I mention upon a Suppofition only, that there 
may be preffing Occafion for Money. I have ftill by. me 
between 2 or 3051. and Ifuppofe Q. has collected fome 
fmall Sums from the Tenants. I fhall be furnifh’d 
with none from the Chapter, tho’ a great deal is due to 
me. 

Since I know not what may happen to me, I am deter- 
min’d, while lam poffefs’d of all my Rights, as Dean, 
to fill up two vacant Places, that are without Controver- 
fy in my fole Gift; and to that End fhall enclofe a Pa- 
per dated at fome Diftance of Time, which you may put 
in the Sub-Dean’s Hands, and defire him to produce when 
there is a proper Occafion. You need not let him know 
it was written when dated, nor how long you have had 
it-in your Cuftody. 

Before it is deliver’d to the Sub-Dean, Sam mutt fign 
a Paper, declaring that he will allow ofepk Half the 
Profit of the Sacrift’s Stipend and Board-Wages, and Per- 
quifites of all Kind, as well as his Perquifites as Depu- 
ty to Law, as of thofe which belong to the Sacrift’s Place, 
to which Sam is nominated. And in that Cafe fo/eph 
fhall give another Paper under his Hand, to allow Sam 
the Half of his two little Places, when he can come in- 
to Poffeffion of them, and get to be paid forthem.

And they are both very honeft and very trufty Ser- 
vants ; and I hope ftill to live to be able to do better for 
them. Idoubt not but thefe Nominations will hold good 
at Law, unlefs the Bill tobe brought in fhail go back- 
wards and void every Thing I have done as Dean, 
from the Time of my Commitment, which will be the 
moft extravagant and unreafonable Thing that ever was 
done. 

On the contrary, F hope, when my Friends under- 
ftand my Cafe (if they will giye themfelves the Trouble 
of underftanding it) they will be able to prevent any Bill 
whatfoeVver to qualify the Chapter to a&t without me, e- 
fpecially fuch an one,as veftgin the Subd. and Chapter the 
— perfonally, feparately, and folely belonging to the 

an. 

Upon reconfidering Matters, if Z’s Account of the 
Narrative be juft, I cannot conceive how ’tis poflible to 
impeach after it has been read, i. ¢. after aw open Con- 

feffion 
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feffion made by them that they have nothing under my 
Hand, no Oath, no living Evidence againft me, but In- 
ferences only, and Conjeéture, and Probability. They 
May impeach me indeed before it, becaufe the H. not be- 
ing then acquainted with what they have to produce, may 
fuppofe it tobe much ftronger than itis ; but to impeach 
after a Declaration made that they have no pofitive Proof, 
is fo abfurd, that I could almoft flatter myfelf with the 
Thought that they mean it as a Check againft any At- 
tempt that may be made in the H. of Lords towards bail- 
ing, and not defigning it in good earneft. And yet if 
that be fo, K is either deceiv’d, or in the Secret of de- 
ceiving me, thinking he makes a good Bargain for me 
if Iam neither impeach’d nor bail’d; but efcaping a par- 
liamentary Profecution,and left to the Mercy of thofe who 
committed me. 

Thus you fee, I turn Things every Way, having no 
folid Foundation on which to build my reafoning, fer 
want of the Intelligence requifite. Pray defire Z. to get 
me further and more particular Accounts of the Narra- 
tive, if it be poflible; and ask Br. alfo(who from hence 
forward is L) to get you fome Account of it beforehand. 
Nothing is more inftruftive tome, or enables me bet- 
ter to pafs fome Sort of Judgment on my own State, and 
to guefsat what will follow. That fhort Account Z fent, 
has furnifh’d me with more Remarks of that Kind than 
all I had heard before from all Quarters,

Memorandum, 

This Letter was inclos’d ina blank Cover, on the Out- 
fide of which the following Words were written. 

Defire Z, if he can poflibly, to get a particular Ac- 
count whether ‘Jack be mention’d in the Report, much 
or at all, and in what Manner. As Y. isto difcourfe L. 
about the late Villany of my Neighbour ; fo I could 
wifh Q. would difcourfe V. and take his Advice upon 
it, whether any thing is to be Gone upon it, and what, 
and when. . 


Then the Commons proceeded to take into further 
Confideration the Report from the Committee appointed 
to examine Chriflopher Layer and others; and William 
Pulteney, Efq; mov’d that this Queftion might be put, 
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That upon Confideration of the Report, and the fevera! 
Papers and Examinations relating to the Confpiracy, it 
appears to this Houfe, that a deteftable and horrid Cor- 
{piracy ha8 been form’d and carry’d on by Perfons of Fi- 
gure and Diftinétion, and their Agents and Inftruments ; 
in Conjun&tion with Traitors abroad, for invading 
thefe Kingdoms with foreign Forces, for raifing Infur- 
restions and a Rebellion at Home, for feizing the Tower 
and City of London, for laying violent Hands upon the 
Perfons of his moft Sacred Majefty, and the Prince of 
Wales, in order to fubvert our prefent happy Eftablith- 
ment in Church and State, by placing a Popifh Pretender 
upon the Throne. 

This Motion was feconded by Sir “John Ru/hout, and 
Thomas Broderick, Efg; But Mr. Shippen,and Mr. Bromley 
endeavour’d to extenuate fome Matters, which in their 
Opinion, were couch’d in too ftrong Terms, as not be- 
ing clearly prov’d. They‘faid, they did not doubt of the 
Confpiracy, for they believ’d there had always been one 
carrying on againft the prefent Settlement, ever fince 
the Revolution: But from what had yet been laid be- 
fore the Houfe, it did not appear to them that there was 
fuch a particular concerted Plot as was mention’d in the 
Queftion abovemention’d. Sir Fo/eph Fekyl, Mafter of 
the Rolls, faid thereupon, with a great deal of Warmth, 
* He could not with Patience, and with his ufual Mode- 
“ration, hear the Truth of this deteftable and horrid 
© Confpiracy call’d into Queftion, after fo many undenia- 
© ble Proofs. But, added he, as thereare People who know 
* nothing of the Plot, and yet believe it, fo there are 
* others that know the whole Plot, and vet pretend not to 
* believe it.” He wasanfwer’d by Mr. ¥——-* 
who, in particular, excepted againft thefe Words in the 
Queftion, viz. for Laying violent Hands mpon the Per fon 
of his moft Sacred Majefty and the Prince of Wales; be- 
caufe it appear’d by the Report, that the Confpirators 
only meant the feizing or affaulting the King’s Per/on, 
&c. But he was fmartly reply’d to by Mr. Horatio Wal- 
pole, who, among other Things, faid, ‘ He was amaz’d to 
“hear fuch Words come out of the Mouth of a Lawyer, 
© and a Member of that Houfe ; but fince he had forgot 
© his Profeffion, and the Place he was in fo far.as to make 
“fo fmall a Matter of /eizing the King’s Perfon, and the 
© Heir apparent, on whom all that is dear and valuable 
© to Englifhmen, both as Men and Chriftians, entirely de- 
© pends, he muft take the Liberty to tell him, that much 
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© lefs than feizing and affaulting the Perfon of the King 
* or Prince, is by our Laws look’d upon as an Overt-A& 
of High “Treafen.” After fome other Speeches on both 
Sides, the Queftion, as propos’d by Mr. Pulteney, was 
carry’d without dividing. 
Then Mr. Pelham mov’d, That it appears to this Houfe, 
-that Chrifiopher Layer in his feveral Examinations before 
the Lords of the Council, and the Committee of this 
Houfe, has grofly prevaricated, fupprefs’d the Truth, 
contradi&ted himfelf, and endeavour’d, as far as in him 
lies, 1 difguife and conceal the faid horrid and deteftable 
Confpiracy: And being feconded by the Lord Tyrconnel, 
the faid Queftion was alfo carry’d without any Divifion. 
After this, Mr. Attorney-General mov’d, that it ap- 
pears to this Houfe, that Yokn Plunket has been a princi- 
pal Agent and Inftrument in the faid horrid and detefta- 
ble Confpiracy, and has carry’d on feveral treafonable 
Correfpondences to procure a foreign Force to invade 
thefe Kingdoms, to raife Infurre@ions and a Rebellion 
at Home, and was engag’d with others in the villanous 
and execrable Defign of laying violent Hands upon his 
Majeity’s moft Sacred Perfon. This Queftion being like- 
wife carry’d with very little Oppofition, and without 
Divifion ; Mr. Attorney-General mov’d again, that Leave 
be given to bring ina Bill to infliét certain Pains and Pe- 
aalties on John Plunket. He was feconded by Mr. Onflow, 
but tho’ the faid Motion was warmly oppos’d, yet after 
a long Debate, it was carry’d by a Majority of 289 
againft 130, that the faid Bill be broughtin ; and then 
the Houfeadjourn’d “till the 11th of March. 





We took Notice above, that on the rft of March, Wil- 
liam Pulteney, Efq; Chairman of the Committee appoint- 
ed by the Houfe of Commons to examine Chriftopher 
Layer and others, reported the Matter as itappear’d to 
them ; which Report he read in his Place, and after- 
wards deliver’d it in at the Table, with feveral Ap- 
pendixes. The next Day, (March 2.) the Houfe pro- 
ceeded to take that Report into Confideration ; and after 
the reading of it by the Clerk, the farther Confidera- 
tion was put off “till the 7th; and in the mean time, 
it was order’d, that the Report with the Appendixes 
fhould be printed, which was done accordingly. This 
Report containing 76 Pages in Folio,. we hope the Rea- 
ders will Se contented with the following Abftraé& of 
ef the moft material Pafts of it.

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Abftratt of the Report from the Committee appointed to exa- 
mine Chriftopher Layer, &c. 


N the firft Place, the Committee obferve in general, 

that a Defign has long been carrying on by Perfons of 
Figure and Diftinétion at Home, in Conjunétion with 
Traitors abroad, for placing the Pretender on theThrone 
of thefe Kingdoms. That various Methods have been 
attempted, and various Times fix’d for putting this De- 
fign in Execution. That the firft Intention was to have 
procur’d a regular Body of foreign Forces to invade 
thefe Kingdoms at the Time of the late EleStions ; bur 
that the Confpirators,being difappointed in this Expetta- 
tion, next refolv’d to makean Attempt at the Time that 
it was generally believ’d his Majefty intended to go to 
Hanover, by the Help of fuch Officers and Soldiers as 
could pafs into England unobferv’d from abroad, un- 
der the Command of the fate Duke of Ormond, who was 
to have landed in the River with a great Quantity of 
Arms, provided in Spain for that Purpofe, at which 
Time the Tower was likewife to have been feiz’d, and 
the City of London to have been made a Place for 
Arms ; but this Defign being alfo difappointed, by the 
Difcoveries made in England, and his Majefty’s putting 
off his Journey, by the Encampment of his Forces at 
Home, as well as the fending for thofe from Ireland, and 
by the Readinefs of his Majefty’s good Allies the States- 
General, to affift him in Cafe of Need, by the Orders gi- 
ven in Spain, that the late Duke of Ormond fhould not 
be fuffer’d to embark, and the like Orders iffu’d in 
France, that he fhould not be fuffer’'d w pafs through 
that Kingdom, the Confpirators found themfelves under 
aNeceflity of deferring their Enterprize “till the Break- 
ing up of the Camp: During which Interval, they 
were labouring by their Agents and Emiffaries to cor- 
rupt and feduce the Officers and Soldiers of his Majeity’s 
Army, and depended fo much on this Defeftion, as to 
entertain Hopes of placing the Pretender on the Throne, 
though they fhould obtain no Affiftance from. abroad, 
which neverthelefs they ftill continued to follicit 
for. 

The Truth and Reality of thefe wicked Defigns, the 
Committee are of Opinion, will appear confirm’d to 
the Houfe by concurrent and unqueftionable Advices, 
from almoft all Parts of Furope, fent by Perfons who 
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appear to have had no Communication with each other 5 
which Advices have again been verify’d and fupported 
by feveral Difcoveries made at Home, by the Infor- 
mations and Confeffions of fome of the Perfons concern’d, 
as well as by a long and regular Series of Correfpon- 
dence, which the Confpirators have furnith’d the Go- 
vernment with againft themfelves, the feveral Branches 
of which appear to the Committee connected with one 
another, and all concurriug in one continu’d Defign of 
fubverting our prefent happy Eftablifhment, and in. 
volving thefe Kingdoms in Blood and Contufion. 

That the firft Defign was to have been executed during 
the Eleétions, and to have been fupported by foreign 
Forces, is collested from the following Circumftan. 
ces. 

Philip Neynoe, Clerk, (who was drown’d in attempting 
to make his Efcape from the Meffengers) declar’d upon 
his Examination before forme of the Lords of the Council, 
That he had been employd by George Kelly, and one 
Watfon, whom he took to Le the late Earl Marifchal,and who 
was it England laft Spring, to draw up three feveral Me- 
morials tothe Regent of France, to /ollicit him to fend For- 
ces tothe Affiftance of the Confpirators. That the laft of 
thefe Memorials was drawn up in December 1721, and 
contain’d a Demaxd of five thoufand Men to be fent over 
by the Regent to invade thefe Kingdoms. : 

This is confirm’d by unqueftionable Advices from 
France, of the 19th of April laf, in which it is exprefly 
affirm’d, That repeated Application had been made to tae 
Regent for fome time paft, to furnifh only a Body of three 
thoufand Men, by tne Help of which the Confpirators made 
no Doubt but to be able to place tie Pretender on the 
Throne. 

Layer at his Examination before a Committee of Lords 
of the Council, confefs’d, ‘ That being in Difcourfe 
© with Lord Orrery, foon after his firft Acquaintance with 
“him, (which was before the Encampment) Lord Or- 
“ rery faid, Nothing could relieve the Nation, but a 
© Reftoration; and that he would be glad if he could 
* contribute to bring itabout; that it muft be done by 
* foreign Forces, and could bedone no other Way; that 
* he often ask’d Lord Orrery, what Methods they had ta- 
* ken to procure them? That Lord Orrery faid, they had 
© Friends abroad that had made Application to the Re- 
© sent for Afliftance to bring about a Revolution; but 
he docs not>know whom his Lordfhip meant; General 
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© Dillon might be his Correfpordent, for ought he knew $ 
© that Lord Orrery likewife told him, the Regent might 
“be brought to wink at any Thing, but was fo perfidi- 
© ous, that he was not to be trufted, and that the Frenck 
© had madea Tool of the Pretender. 

Layer repeated the fame in Part at two other Exami- 
nations before his Tryal, and has fince confirm’d to the 
Committee, upon his Examination at the Tower, That 
Lord Orrery declar’d himfelf confiantly of Opinion, that 
nothing could be done to any Purpofe in the Pretender’s Fa- 
vour, without for eign Forces. 

About the latter End of April,a Letter was intercept- 
ed here, coming from Spain, enclofing the Copy of one 
from O to L————, which was, as there is 
Ground to believe, from the late Duke of Ormond, in 
which. Ormond fays, * Pray tell Mrs. Chaumont, that fince 
© the Parliament is dead and gone, I think it is a good 
* Time to make an Effort, when the Elettor is gone to 
Hanover. It will appear from the Sequel of this Re- 
port, that by Mrs. Chaumont, is probably meant the Pre- 
tender. 

On the 23d of April, another Letter was intercepted, 
fign’d 1387, and dire&ted to Mr. Fack/on, which the Com- 
miitee have good Reafon to believe was from the Bifhep 
of Rochefier to the Pretender ; in this Letter he fays, 
* Notwithftanding this Opportunity is elapfed, I agree 
© with you another may offer before the End of the Year, 
© tho’ not perhaps every Way fo favourable.’ This Let- 
ter was writ on the 20th of Apri], when moft of the E- 
Je&tions were over, and confequently that Opportunity 
was elaps’d. 

That an Infurreftion was thought of at the Time of 
the Eleftions, is farther confirm’d from the following 
Particulars 5 Neyzoe declar’d, that Thomas Carte, Clerk, 
made two Expeditions in the Spring (during the E- 
Je&tions) one into Cornwal, and another into the Coun- 
ties of Warwick, Nottingham, Derby, and Stafford; and 
that upon Neynoe’s blaming the riorous Conduét at the 
Coventry Ele&tion, Carte reply’d, Hang the Eleétion, you 
never faw Fellows of fuch Mettle, fo well train’d, fo fit 
for Bufinefs. 

Among Mr. Dennis Kelly’s Papers was feiz’d an exatt 
Lift of the Quarters of all his Majefty’s Forces in Great 
Britain, about the Time that they were drawn out of 
moft of the great Towns and Boroughs on Account of 
the EleStions. 
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From all thefe Circumftances the Committee fee 

Reafon to conclude, that the firft Defign was to have 
been executed with the Affiftance of foreign Forces, at 
the Time of the Ele@tions; that the Pretender, the late 
Duke of Ormond, Lord Orrery, and the Bithop of Roche- 
fier, were of this Opinion ; that Memorials were drawn 
up here, to be prefented to the Regent for this Purpofe, 
and that thofe Memorials were aétually prefented, or at 
leaft, Application made to the Regent in Confequence 
of them, by Direftions from Perfons in England ; and 
that fuch Difpofitions had been made for this Enter- 
prize at that Time, as broke out into Riots at fome of 
the Elef&tions; which muft have be allow’d to have 
been no unfavourable Junéture for fuch an Attempt, con- 
fidering the Difcontents occafion’d by the late South-Sea 
Scheme, which the Confpirators have all along flatter’d 
themfelves they fhould be able to improve into a Spirit 
of Rebellion, and the Liberties ufually taken at fuch a 
Seafon, when all the Freeholders of England are necef- 
farily affembled together, and when the whole Nation 
is too apt to be in a Ferment, even in the quieteft 
Times. 

This Defign failing, on Account (as “tis reafonable 
to believe) of the Confpirators not being able to ob- 
tain the Forces they follicited from abroad, and of their 
being themfelves divided in Opinion as to the Time and 
Manner of Execution, their next Kndeavour was to at- 
tempt an Infurref&tion at the Time when they fuppos’d 
his Majefty would be going to Hanover. 

Layer confefs’d to the Lords at two feveral Examina- 
tions previous to his Tryal, and has fince cenfirm’d to 
the Committee, that he made Application to Lord Or- 
rery to ftand Godfather to his Child for the Pretender, 
intending that this Mark of Kindnefs from the Pre- 
tender fhould ferve as a Credential to Lord Orrery, to ine 
duce him to converfe freely with him, in Relation to 
the Pretender’s Affairs: That their Acquairtance ha- 
ving begun in this Manner, Lord Orrery fent to him to 
enquire into the Pretender’s Charatter and Qualifica- 
tions, and ask’d him feveral Times whether he had any 
Recommendation from the Pretender to any Perfon 5 
that upon his anfwering No, his Lordfhip told him, 
that he feem’d to be an honeft Man, and People of his 
Integrity fhould be always welcome to him, whether 
they had any Credentials or no; that he, Layer, then 
gave his Lordfhip an Account of what had pafs’d be- 
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tween the Pretender and him during his Stay at Rome, 
and ask’d his Lordfhip what Hopes there were? To 
which his Lordfhip anfwer’d, that there were Hopes, for 
all the Nation were generally for the Pretender, except 
fuch as had Places, ur Money due to them from the Go- 
vernment; that Lord Orrery farther told him, that Lord 
North, Sir Harry Goring, Lord Strafford, and others, were 
going to doa rafh Thing in Favour of the Pretender, 
which he, Lord Orrery, was forry for, becaufe it would 
prove abortive, and hinder its fucceeding another Time 5 
that Layer ask’d him, who was to have the Command,and 
Lord Orrery told him, he believ’d Lord North and 
Grey was to have the Command, and that the faid 
Lord had a Commiflion from the Pretender ; that the 
Lord Orrery call’d this Defign rafh,becaufe not duly con- 
certed, nor fupported by foreign Forces, without which, 
he faid, he thought, they muft be more than Madmen to 
hope to do any thing to effeét, for the Pretender’s Ser- 
vice. That he, Layer, the next Time he faw the Lord 
Nerthand Grey, which was before the Encampment of 
the Troops, acquainted him with what Lord Orrery had 
faid about the Rafhnefs of the Defign; that Lord North 
and Grey reply’d, Lord Orrery was a timorous Fellow, 
and was always making Difficulties, and Schemes out of 
his own Brain; that he knew nothing, nor fhould know ; 
but that it was his, Lord North’s Opinion, the Pre- 
tender might be reftor’d by the People of England, 
without the Afliftance of any foreign Force. That he, 
Layer, talk’d to Lord North and Grey of his Lordihip’s 
being General, but Lord North faid, he was not popular 
enough, that the Duke of Ormond would be fit for it, 
and if they had him here, his Lordfhip believ’d moft 
of the Soldiers would join him; that he, Layer, con- 
tinuing to prefs Lord North and Grey on this Head, by 
telling him that he was fitter for a General, and was 
popular, the faid Lord anfwer’d No, the Duke of Or- 
mond was the Man, he was the Soldiers Darling. That 
he, Layer, often talk’d of this Affair to the Lord North, 
being induc’d fo to do, by the Impatience he obferv’d 
in him, and in Lord Orrery, that fomething fhould be 
done. 

It appears to the Committee from feveral Depofiti- 
ens on Oath, as well as from Informations and written 
Intelligence, that in Confequence of this Defign of 
bringing over the late Duke of Ormond, Captain Charles 
Halftced, a Lancafhire Man (who was concern’d in the 
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Infurre&tion intended at Oxford, in the Year 1715) fet 
Sail from the River for Bilboa, about the 12th Day of 
March, 1721-22, on Board the Ship Phineas of Briftol, 
William Arnold,-Mafter, with a Provifion of Arms and 
Powder on Board, which one of the Sailors on his Exa- 
mination, declar’d, he apprehends to have been greater 
than was necefflary for an ordinary trading Voyage. 
That the faid Ship was hir'dat too/. Freight per Month, 
200 being paid inAdvance (as Hal/tead himfelf own’d) and 
had no Goods nor any Paffenger on Board, except the faid 
Halftead whowent by the Name of Nowell, and was known 
to the Mafter and Sailors by that Name only, during the 
Voyage to Spain. That the faid Ship was clear’d at the Cu- 
ftom-Houfe in Ballaft for Lisbon ; but that when they came 
into the Bay of Bi/cay, the Mafter, who had Orders to 
follow Nowell’s Dire&tions, gave private Inftru€tions to 
the Pilot to fteer to Bilboa; that they arriv’d there on 
the 25th of March, O. S. and that Halftead went on Shore, 
and Jay that Night at Mr. Brown’s, an Irifh Merchant, 
and the next Day went forward towards Madrid, being 
furnifh’d with Horfes by the faid Brown, on which 
Journey he was abfent about a Fortnight; that during 
his Abfence, a Report was current all over the Town 
of Bilboa, and particularly among the Convents, that 
the faid Ship was come to fetch over the late Duke of 
Ormond 3 and Thomas Carter, one of the Sailors of the 
faid Ship, who was employ’d by Halj/tead to wait on 
him asa Servant, has depos’d upon Oath, that three 
Days after the faid Nowell’s Return, the Deponent 
heard him propofe to the abovenam’d Captain Arnold, 
to carry the late Duke of Ormond and four other Paf- 
fengers to Exgland; which the faid Captain Arnold re- 
fuling to do, the faid Nowell infifted, faying, the Ship 
was his fo long as he paid the Hire of her, and the 
Wagesand Vittualling; and they had high Words upon 
it. Carter farther cepos’d, that Halftead receiv’da Let- 
ter dire&ted to Colonel Nowell Butler, which was the 
Name the faid Nawell went by, when he was in Spain, 
That when the Ship was releas’d, they ply’d off and on 
about four Hours off St. Andero, expecting fome Body to 
come off in a Boat, but no body coming, and the Night 
drawing on, they made the bett of their Way to England, 
and arriv’d in the Dowzs the Beginning of ‘July laft. 
Allifon, who came over to England a Paffenger in the 
faid Ship, has depos’d upon Oath, that he left Ma- 
arid on the 4th of ‘fare, N. S. and that fome Time 
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‘Before he came away, the lite Duke of Ornivnd, 


who had refided a confiderable Time at Madrid, had 
fent away his Horfes and Equipage froim thence, and 
put his Setvants on Board-Wagés; and that it wad 


| féeported he was to go to Ventofilla. That he, Alli/in, 


upon’his coming to Bilboa, found the Ship Phineas bourd 
for England, but ftopped ; that he agreed to take his Patt 
fave ott Board het, dnd going to the Cotrégidor of Bilboa 
for a Pafs, he found there Mr. Brow/, 4 Merchant, and 
orie who went by the Nameof Nowell; that Brown ask- 


] ing the Corregidor why the Ship was ftopp’d, he faid, 


it was not the Ship, but Nowell’s Perfon that was dé 
tain’d, by Orders from Madrid; that he, Allifon; heard 
@ Report at Bilboa, that the late Duke of Ormond was on 
the Coaft in’ Difguife, aid that Nowell had been at 
Madrid, and comé back again in fifteen Days, the Ex- 
eta of which Journey, dnd the Ship’s comifig¢ in 

Haft, had rais’d a Sufpicion in Bilboa, that Nowél? 
¢dmé over to the late Duke of Ormond, or Account of 
the’ Confpiracy. The Sailors obfétv'd, that during No- 
well’s Stay at Bilboa, Brigadier Campbell, (a Perfon con- 
cern’d'in the Prefton Rebellion) was frequently on Board 
with him, but did not care to own his Name. Thé 
fame Particulars are confirm’d by Letters from Sit 
Anthony Wefcomb, who was fent to Spain to gain Inteélli- 
gence, with fevcral other Circumiftances relating to Ships, 
Arms and Recruits, provided for the Pretender’s Service 
in Spain. 

During thefe Tranfaétions, Colonel Stanhope, his Mas 
jefty’s Ambaffador at Madrid, who doés not appear to 

ve known any thing of this Ship’s being come to Bi/- 
boa, having receiv’d Intelligence frum other Hands, 
that the Duke ef Ormond was preparing to fet out for 
Engiaiid with fome Iri/h Officers, in Order to put himi- 
felf at the Head of the Rebels, obtain’d Orders from 
the Court of Madrid, to hinder the late Duike of Ormond’s 
Embarkationi, as will appear more fully in the remaining 
Part of this Report. 

In Confequence of thefe Orders, the King of Spain’s 
Officers came on Board the Ship, and laid an Embarge 
upon her for about a Fortnight, “till Halftead finding 
himfelf difappointed of his Defign, agreed that Part 
of a Cargo of Wool and Iron fhould be put on Board 
the faid Ship, by Brown and Slinger, and then return’d 
to England with one Maxwell, whom the Sailors under- 


ftood to be a Relation of the late Lord Maryr’s, and two 
x other 
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other Paffengers, and arriv’d in the River about the 7th 
or 8th of uly. 

It was reafonable to expeét, that in managing Corref- 
pondences of fo hazardous a Nature, all Sort of Art and 
Induftry fhould be us’d, and all the Help of Cyphers 
and Jargon call’d in, to difguife the real Defigns, and 
to conceal the true Names of the Perfons concern’d, in 
order to their avoiding the Danger of legal Convi&tion : 
But the Committee likewife obferve, that feveral of 
thefe Difguifes are fo grofs and obvious, that they only 
ferve to betray themfelves; others of them are explain’d 
by the Skill of different Decypherers, agreeing in the 
fame Explication, which Explication is again confirm’d 
by Faéts unknown to thofe Perfons at the Time of the 
Decyphering. Others are explain’d by Cyphers and 
Lifts of fictitious Names, feiz’d on the Confpirators 
themfelves, as well as by comparing the feveral Parts 
of their Correfpondence together; and others again 
by direst Informations upon Oath. And, as the Degrees 
of Evidence, in a Search of this Nature, muft be vari- 
ous, the Committee have taken all the Care they can, 
to diftinguifh what appearsto them fully prov’d, from 
what is fupported by ftrong and probable Conjectures 
anly. 

The Committee are of Opinion, that by’ M inan in- 
tercepted Letter to Dumville,a Perfon unknown, is meant 
Morgan, who is mention’d in feveral Letters from Spain, 
as Intendant of the Pretender’s Ships at Cadiz, and aftive 
in procuring Officers and Arms ; which Letters are 
confirm’d by the Seizure of the Ship Revolution at Ge- 
noa. 

In this intercepted Letter to Dumville, was inclos’d the 
Copy of a Letter from the late Duke of Ormond to L. (a 
Perfon unknown) intimating his having receiv’d an Ac- 
count frem D -— ( General Dillon probably) that 
he had procur’d ten thoufand Arms, and fays he can 
only depend on two thoufand Arms from M—~ ( Mor- 
gan probably) but that he could have had more Arms, 
if he had had more Money. 

The Committee obferve, that this Account of ten thou- 
fand Arms procur’d by D , and of two thoufand 
by M. » agrees exa&tly with an Account fent foor 
after from Mr. Stanhope at Madrid, and confirm’d by Sir 
Anthony Wefcomb, that twelve thoufand Arms were 
lodg’d in the Hands of Brown at Bilboa, for the Preten- 
der’s Service, and that Morgan was order’d to the 
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Bay of Bifcay, in order to tranfport the faid Armes te 
England. 

The Circumftance of Kelly’s mentioning thefe Arms 
to Dillon’s Secretary, makes it probable, that by D. in 
Ormond’s Letter, is meant the faid Dillon, who, as the 
Committee are inform’d, is an Iri/h Roman Catholick, 
and quitted Ireland on the Capitulation of Limerick, and 
is at prefent a Lieutenant-General in the French Service, 
and has the Command of one of the Iri/h Regiments in 
France ; and he appears to your Committec, from feve- 
ral Parts of the intercepted Correfpondence, to have the 
chief Management of the Pretender’s Affairs, and to be 
the principa] Agent and Direétor of carrying on this 
Confpiracy. i 

Ormond in his Letter to L ———— afterwards fays, 
That fince the Parliament is dead and gone, he thinks it 
will be a good Time to make an Effort when the Elettor is 
gone to Hanover; and adds, I hope you have agreed with 
D—— the Time of going for England, and when that 
is fix’d between Mrs. Chaumont and D > you will 
let Ormond know the Place of landing in England. J de- 
fire an Expre/s may be fent to me, with particular Accounts 
of what is agreed on. This, the Committee take Notice, 
agrees with Mr. Stanhope’s Intelligence, that Ormond was 
going for England, and likewife with Intelligence fent 
from Rome, that the Pretender was to embark, as foon 
as two Officers, Relations of the late Duke of Ormond, 
fhould arrive at Porto Longone 3 which Circumftance makes 
it not improbable, that by Mrs. Chaumont, may be meant 
the Pretender. 

To whom thefe Letters were writ does not appear, 
but the Committee obferve, that they are writ in the 
fame Cypher, with three Letters, which they have 
Grounds to believe, were from the Bifhop of Rochefter ; 
they obferve likewife, that the fame Cypher is fome- 
times made Ufe of by George Kelly. 

That the late Duke of Ormond was expefted to head 
an Infurreftion in England, is farther confirm’d by the 
following Particulars. 

Neynoe, upon his Examination before a Committee of 
Lords of the Council, declar’d, that the firft Defign in 
the Spring was to have been executed in London, by feiz- 
ing the Tower, and that the late Duke of Ormond was 
then to have landed in the River; but upon Difcovery 
of the Plot, and the King’s not going beyond Sea, it was 
put off for fome Time; that the Bifhop of Rochefter, 
xX 2 Lord 
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Lord Orrery, Lord North, and Sir Harry Goring, were 
the principal Leaders and Dire€tors of the whole De- 
fign; and that Watfon (whom he took to be the late 
Earl Mari/chal) had told him, Lord Northand Grey was 
thought of for the Command. 

On the 29th of April, O. S. Intelligence came from 
France, That the Weck before, the late Duke of Qrmond had 
made Application to the Regent by a Perfon of great Diftin. 
Gtion, for Leave to pa/s through France, under @ Pretence 
of going into Italy, but that the Regent had gbfolutely re- 
fus'd him, and at the fame Time had difpatch’d the necelfary 
Orders to the Frontiers of Spain, to hinder him from pafing 
either openly or in Difguife. 

On the 2d of May, O. S.Sir Luke Schaub fent Advice, 
“ That one Lefly had been looking out for Lodgings at 
* Paris, for the late Duke of Ormond ; and on the oth, 
© that Alderman Barber carry’d with him Bills of Ex- 
© change for fifty thoufand Pounds Sterling for the Pre- 
“ tender, and that the fame"Sum was fent to Ormond 
© by another Hand, to enable him to make the neceffary 
“ Preparations in Spain and Italy.” The Committee ob- 
ferve, that this agrees, as to the Divifion of the Money, 
with a Paffage in another Letter from Dillon’s Secretary 
to George Kelly, dated the 2d of May, N. S. 

Andrew Pancier, formerly Captain-Lieutenant of Lord 
Cobham’s Dragoons, has depos’d upon Oath, that being 
grown intimately acquainted with Skeene, (row in Cu- 
ftody) a Perfon related to Marr, and engag’d in the Re- 
bellions of Prefton and Glen/hicld ; Skeene began to acquaint 
him, about June laft, that there was a Defign carrying 
on in England, for placing the Pretender on the. Throne, 
of which he at different Times told him the following 
Particulars: That fix or eight Battalions of Iri/h Foot 
double officer’d, were to have come over from Spain, 
which were quarter’d upon the Coaft of Galicia for that 
Purpofe ; that the nine Spanifh Men of War which have 
join’d the Dutch, and fuur more to have been fitted out 
at Barcelona, and three at Alicant, (as he beft remember'd) 
being in all fixteen Spanifh Men of War, were to have 
been employ’d in this.Service. That thefe Troops were 
to have landed either in Cornwal, or near Briffol : That 
there were forty thoufand Stands of Arms in Great Bri- 
tain, Part in Scotland, other Part in London, other Past 
in Briffol and other Part in Cornwat. That there were 
feven or eight Hundred Men with Officers among them 
in London, fubiifted, and in Readinefgs for fuch an Occafion. 

That 
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That a Sum of two hundred thoufand Pounds had been 
rais’d by Contribution for carrying on this Defign, and 
put into the Management of the Bithop of Rochefter, who 
with the Lord Nerth and Grey, were the leading Men 
among them, and that Lord Strafford and Lord Kinoule 
knew the Thing. That the Managers of this Affair in 
Spain, were the late Duke of Ormond, and the late Ear] 
Marifchal, and thofe in France, the late Lord Marr, and 
Lieutenant-General Dillon. That the Court of Spain 
was in their Intereft, but as to the Regent and Cardinal 
Du Bois, they. could not tell what to make of them ; 
that this Defign was to have been executed fome Time 
ago, but was then difappointed by the Regent ; that the 
Jate Duke of Ormond, and the late Ear] Mari/chal, were to 
have come with the Troops beforemention’d, from Spain ; 
and the Pretender about the fame Time, was to have left 
Rome privately, and to have lain conceal’d fomewhere 
near, from whence he would have come over, when 
there had been a fair Profpeét of Succefs. That as to 
any Oppolitien they could expe&t, we had but fourteen 
thoufand Men in all, of which three thoufand were ne- 
ceffary to guard London, three thoufand more for Scot- 
land, and two thoufand for the Garrifons, fo that the Re- 
mainder, would never dare to attack thofe who came 
from Spain; and in the Confulion, their (meaning the 
Pretender’s) Friends would have been able to have got 
together, and madea Head. That in the Conduét of this 
Affaix there pafs’d little in writing, and only the four 
Lords beforemention’d, viz. the Bifhop of Rechefter, and 
Lord Northand-Grey principally, and. Lord Strafford, and 
Lord Kinoule, wereconcern’d in the Management of it 
here; that the Bufinefs was to have been done before 
the Dutch Troops could come to our Affiftance. 

The Committee have laid thefe feveral Particulars to- 
gether, though of different Dates, that the Houfe may 
fee at one View, the Reafon there is to beiieve, that the 
late Duke. of Ormend was to have landed in. England, 
with Officers and Arms, about the Time that it was ge- 
nerally fuppos’d, his Majefty intended to go to Hano- 
ver. The Reafon of Ormond’s not coming, is fufiicients 
ly explain’d by the Orders iffu’d at Madrid, and in* 
France, by the King’s not going abroad, and by the Dif 
coveries, and Difpofition of the Forces made in England. 
And Notice is taken, in Letters to one of his Majefty’s 
Secretaries of State from Rome, that a Perfon of great 
Diftin&tion at that Place, had declar’d it as his Opinion, 
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that the grand Projeét form’d in the Conclave for placing 
the Pretender on the Throne of Britain, was going to 
be put in Exectition; but that the fame Perfon after- 
wards aflign’d four Reafons for its having mifcarry’d, 
which were, the Want of Money, the fufpetted Faith of 
the Regent, the Want of Skill in thofe who were to con- 
duét it, and the Pulillanimity of the Pretender, who to 
avoid hazarding his own Perfon, propos’d to fend his 
Child; which laft Particular is again mention’d in ano- 
ther Letter from Rome. 

The Committee now return to fhew what other Evi- 

dences they have before them, of a Defign laid for begin- 
ning an Infurreftion in London, at the Time when it 
was fuppofed the King intended to go to Hanover. 
' About the latter End of April, his Majetty receiv’d 
Intelligence from abroad, upon which he canentirely 
depend, That a Defign was laid for bringing in the Pre- 
fender, which was thought to be fo well concerted, and con- 
dutted by Perfons of fuch Experience, ae the Secret was 
but kept, as was propos’d, the Succe/s was look’d upon as in- 
fallible, and that it was to be put in Execution about the End 
of April, or Beginning of May. 

On the 29th of April, the fame Intelligence was re- 
peated, with thefe farther Particulars, ‘ That the Con- 
* fpirators did no longer think it neceffary to infift on fo- 
* reign Affiftance, flattering themfelves that great Part 
“ of the King’s own Forces would declare in their Fa- 
*vour. That they now contented themfelves with de- 
* firing the Regent fhould obferve a Neutrality between 
“his Majefty and the Pretender; and that Lord Lan, 
© downe was to prefent, or caufe to be prefented, a Me- 
“ morial to the Regent, to this Effeé&t, that Day or the 
“next. That the Defign was probably to be executed 
*in London, that the Beginning of May was the Time 
® fix’d on, and that the Pretender was fpeedily to fet out 
© for England, 

The Committee do not find, that the abovemention’d 
Memorial was prefented to the Regent; but in Letters 
from Plunket to Dillon, they find the fame repeated in 
thefe Words; ‘If the Regent ftands neuter, we wil] foon 
“bring the Lew Suit to bear ;’ which Layer expjain'd to 
be the Pretender’s Caufe. 

On the 24th of April, 0. S. Mr. Davenant, his Ma- 
jefty’s Minifter in Italy, fent an Exprefs from Rome, 
with Advice, that the Pretender’s Adherents were ima- 
king Preparations in Cadiz, and other Ports of Spain, for 

an 
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an Attempt on England; that the Pretender was {peedi~ 
ly to embark at Porto-Longone, aud was retir’d from Rome, 
for that Purpofe ; and it appears, that the fame Ad- 
vice was foon after confirm’d to his Majefty, by a fe- 
reign Minifter refiding in England, who receiv’d the In- 
telligence from a; Perfon of great Diflinétion abroad, and 
communicated-it to his Majefty. 





On the gth of May, Mr. Crawford, his Majefty’s Re- 
fident at Paris, writes Word, ‘That the ‘Jacobites in 
¢ France expe&ted foon an Infureftion in England, which 
* was to be begun by the Heads of their Party here, 
‘ foon after his Majefty’s fetting out for Hanover, and 
© was to be fupported by Iri/h Officers and Soldiers, who 
© lay ready at Cadiz, befides fuch as fhould be able to 
© pafs over into England from France by Stealth ;’ and in 
his Letter of the 26th of May, O.S. headds, ‘ That the 
‘Grounds of this Expeftation were Affurances given 
* from England, that the Confpirators would immedi- 
* ately make themfelves Mafters of the Tower, and City 
© of London. 

This Intelligence.agrees with a Paper deliver’d to 
the Secretaries of State in uly laft, by one of the Lords 
of his Majéfty’s Council, who, as they have certify’d, 
affur’d them, that a Perfon, whom he had good Reafon 
to believe to be deeply concern’d in the Confpiracy, 
came to him in the Month of ‘uly, and brought him 
a Paper, which he afirm’d he had copy’d by Stealth out 
of the Scriptore of a noble Lord, whom he refus’d to 
name; and that the faid Perfon writ out a fair Copy of 
the Paper in his Prefence, which contains Minutes 
of Refolutions taken at a Confultation, and is in the 
following Words. 

R. That the Arms be dug up immediately, and dif 
pers’d in fmall] Parcels. Begin in Southwark, Whitechap- 
fel Wapping, Holborn amd Smithfield. March into City.

The Committee obferve, that this Scheme drawn up 
in April, and deliver’d as aforefaid to‘one of the Lords 
of the Council, in Faly laft, has a near Affinity with 
that of Layer, and appears to be the Groundwork of it, 
tho’ Layer denies his having ever feenmy fuch Paper 
of Refolutions, or having receiv’d any Inftruétions re- 
lating to his Scheme; except from W#lfon # Surgeon, Mur- 
phey a Phyfician, and White a Serjeant. 

The Committee likewife obferve from this and Lay- 
er’s Sclieme, as well asfrom a Letter of Sampfe’s, that 
the involving the City of London in-Blood' and Confu- 
fion; appears to have been univerfally urdetftood and 
agreed’ on among al] the Confpirators, as the firft 
Step to be taken, and the Fouridation of their future 
Hopes. 

By another Paper deliver’d in ‘July laft, by the fame 
Perfon, it appears, that when the Stroke was fttuck in 
London, there were to be Infurreftions in fevetal Coun- 
ties of England, and that the Numbers of Gentlemen and 
private Men, to be depended on, both in London, and the 
Country, were computed-and fet down ; ard the Com- 
mtittee-obferve, that the extending the Infurrettion to 
the Country, after London was feiz’d, makes likewife 
a Part of Layer’s Scheme, and Samples Letter. 

The Committee farther take Notice, that in thefe 
S¢hemes as well as in Pancier’s Depofition, Mention is 
made of great Quantities of Arms conceal’d for the Ufe 
of the Confpirators; and Layer having confefs’d at his 
Examination before tae Lords, that he fuppos’d thert 
were Arms provided, and that’ Green, the Gunfmith, 
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being in Company with Lord North, had mention’d five 
thoufand Arms and feven thoufand Arms, and infifted; 
in Contradiétion to Lord North, who bid him hold his 
Tongue, that thete were five thoufand Arms ready in 
the City: The Cummittee examin’d him particularly 
on this Head, but could draw nothing more from him, 
than that Green had told Captain Bonyn at Lord North’s, 
that he could help him to five or feven thoufand Arms 
at an Hour’s Warning: And tho’ the Committee is 
fully fatisfy’d that no Care has been wanting elfewhere 
to difcover thefe Arms, and to defeat the Confpiracy 
in fo effential a Circumftancefyet they cannot but think it 
a melancholy Confideration, that through the determin’d 
Obftinacy of the Confpirators, thefe Endeavours have 
hitherto prov’d unfuccefsful. 

The Committee obferve farther, that a Defign was 
form’d by Perfons of Diftinétion, to invade thefe King- 
doms with a foreign Force; that the Defign was con- 
{tantly profecuted ¢n all Parts, without any other Re- 
laxation or Internyiffion, than what the Neceflity of their 
Affairs, and the Difcoveries made, oblig’d them to, in or- 
der to lay their Meafures deeper, and to make the Suiccefs 
of them more certain; and that the Enterprize, which 
was firft calculated for the Spring, was to have been af: 
terwards put in Execution at the breaking up of the 
Camp, with the Help of Officers and Soldiers from a4 
broad, if they could be obtain’d ; if ndt, on the Strength 
of fuch as they hop’d to be able to corrupt and feduce 
among his Majefty’sown Forces. And that the Leaders, 
inorder (as “tis natural to believe) to fave themfelves 
from the Danger of legal Conviftion, chofe to managé 
their Correfpondences by the Intervention of Perfons of 
a meaner Rank and Figure, and of defperate Fortunes, 
who, they hop’d, might efcape the Obfervation of the 
Government ; being no otherwife confiderable, than as 
the Truft repos’d in them, made them fo. Of thefe in« 
ferior Agents, Layer appears to have been principally 
intrufted by Lord North and Grey, and Lord Orrery; and 
Plunket, whe travell’d with Layer to Rome, and whoft 
treafonable Praftices and Correfpondences are clofely 
tonnested with thofe of Layer, writes of himfelf as 
tranfa&ting Part of his Treafons with Lord Orrery’s 
Clerk, and fends frequent Accounts to the Pretender’s 
Agénts abroad, of Matters relating to the faid Lord. 

George Kelly, a nonjuring Clergyman, appears to have 
been the Perfon principally entrufted by the Bifhop of 

‘ ¥ Rochefier 
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Rochejter, and to have been employ’d in writing for ‘him, 
and conveying Letters tohim, until the Time that he, 
Kelly, was firft taken into Cuttody ; after which, it ap- 
pears to the Committee, that [homes Carte, another non- 
juring Clergyman, was entrufled and employ’d by the 
Fithop in the fame Manner; and the Committee ob- 
ferve, that George Kelly’s. Correfpondence has a clofe 
Connexion with that of Dennis Kelly, and likewife that 
he. appears to have been privy to Plunkes’s and Ney- 
woe’s Tranfaftions. 
,, The. Perfon employ’d by the Duke of Norfolk, in 
eonveying Letters between hint, and George jernezar, an 
gent of the Pretender’s in Flanders, they find tobe Mrs. 
pelman, alias Yallop, who has likewife own’d her con- 
veying Letters in the fame Manner between Mr. Harvey 
of Comb; and one Moore of Brovoilse-ftreet, and the faid 
Jernegan; the Committee obferve, that ‘John Sample, 
acted under the Direction of Mr. gy (commonby cal- 
led Lord Sempill).and his Son at Paris ; and that he 
wrote Letters to the late Duke of Ormond and the Pre- 
tender ;.but whom he tranfacted Matters with in Ev- 
@gnd, the Committee do not find, by his Examination, he 
would declare. 
. The Committee farther obferve, that this treafonable 
Correfpondence extended itfelf into Scotland; that Wil- 
iam Ereskine remé@tted Money to France for the Service 
of the Pretender’s Friends, and had.a Letter under the 
kate Lord Marr’s Hand found upon him, when he was 
taken into Cuftody. That Mr. Cockraa now in Cuflody, 
and others of that Country yet unknown, were concern- 
ed in the fame treafonable Correfpondence, carry’d on une 
der the fame fictitious Names and Expreffions, that are 
made Ufe of by feveral of the Correfpondents in En. 
lands and that the fame Cant was hikewife made Ufe ot, 
for the fame Purpotes, by Perfons in Ireland. 

The Committee have thought it proper to lay be- 
fore the Houfe, fuch Particulars as occur to them rela- 
ting to each of thefe Negotiations, and to begin with 
thofe of Laysr and Llunket, 

Mr. Layer own'’d, partly to a Committee of Lords of 
the Council before his Tryal, and partly to the Commit- 
tee, that being bred up under an Uncle who was a Non- 
juros in Norfolk, he early imbib’d thofe Principles 5 that 
having a private Affair to tranfa&t at Venice, this, and a 
natural Inclination and Curiofity, which he had always 
had to {ee the Pretender, carry’d him on to Rome ; that he 
fecout from Frgtazd onthe firt of April, 1721, in Com- 
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ny with Sohn Plunket now in Cuftod y, who went fome- 
times by the Name of Rogers, whofe Expences he bore on 
Account of his being ufeful to him, asfpeaking feveral 
Languages. That he believes from the Time of his firtt 
scqisifiting Plunket with his intended Journey (which was 





‘fome' Months before their fetting out) the faid Plunket in 


‘order to magnifie his Services to the Pretender and 
‘his Adherents, might write to Genera! Dillon, and 
‘others ‘of them, that the was going to Rome with a 
“Friend, and that his and his Friend’s Journey would 
be“ of great Confequence to the Pretender’s Affairs. 
But this,Particular he did not own "til! the Review of 
his Exanjination, when he found the Commirtce were 
appriz’d fhat Notice iad been fent to Rome of his Jour- 
ney; for he infifted at firft, that his Journey to Rome was 
purely accidenta), and net concerted with the Pretender, 
‘or any of his Agents.” "°° 8" 
' He farther own’d, © That in their. Way to Italy, they 
pafs'd through Antwerp; and phat Plunket there re- 
‘ceiv’d a Leiter’ from Gericral Dil’on, which he.thew’d to 
Layer, direéting them whom to apply to, on their Ar- 
rival at Rome, to introduce them’o the Pretender ; and 
when he found the Committee were in Poffeffion of that 
Letter, he own’d, that Francis Kennedy was the Perfon 
they were diref&ted by Dillon to apply to. ~~ ; 
| That he and Plunket arriv’d at Rome the latter End 
of May 1721, and that after he had been a Day at 
Rome, he fent to Francis Kennedy, Secretary to the Pre- 
fender, to Jet him know he fhould be glad to fee him, 
‘and to renew Acquaintance with him. ‘That Keniecy 
‘came to his Lodgings, which at the fame Time he faid, 
‘he was furpriz’d at it, being in the Face of all the 
‘EnglifhGentiemen ; but that ennedy told him, he need- 
ed not to be uneafy at his rc to his Lodgings o- 
penly, fince he frequented the Company of all the 
Englifh Gentlemen that came to Rome, without Ditftin- 
€tion: That gt the firft Vifit, he defir’d Kennedy to in- 
troduce him tothe Pretender, whith he promis’d to do. 
That Kennedy came to him again the next Night, and 
promis’d to introduce him to the Pretender privately 
in an Evening, fo that no Body fheuld be able to prove 
his having been there. That he beliew’d Kerns) de 
liver’d to Plunket a Letter under the Pretender’s own 
Hand, when Kennedy and Plunket were alone together ; 
for the next Morning, as he, Laycr, was in Red, in « 
Room next adjoining to that Where Plunket lode'd, 
; . 8 Y2 ron Piunket 
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Plunket came to his Bed-fide, and told him with feem- 
ing Satisfa&tion, that he had got a Letter under the 
King’s: (meaning the Pretender’s) own Hand, but that 
Kennedy never faid one Word of this Letter to him, 
Laycr. That Plunket fhew’d him, Layer, the faid Letter, 
the whole of which he believes to have been writ ip the 
fame Hand in which the Blank Receipts taken amongft 
his Papers at Mrs. Ma/on’s are fign’d, which he believes 
to be the Pretender’s own Hand.) 
This Original Letter has fince been deliver’d tothe Com- 
mittee, withthe Depofitions relating to it, by which it ap- 
pears, that Plunket deliver’d it with other Papers to one 
Mary Faghan, about Michaelmas \aft, which was near the 
Time of Layer’s being taken up; it isdayed Thur /dayMorn. 
fign’d James R. and dire&ted to Mr. Plunket, and is in 
the following Words: ;

The Committee obferve from this Letter, as well as 
fram other Papers before them, what a Degree of Truft 
and Confidence Plunket was admitted to, (notwithftand- 
ing he would endeavour by his prefent Appearance to 
make it feem incredible) and perceive likewife by this 
Letter, that his and Layer’s Journey to Rome had been 
reprefented to the Pretender as an Affair of fome Impor+ 
tance. And that Layer did not undertake fo long and 
expenfive a Journey on uncertain Profpétts of private 
Bufinefs, or out pf meer Curiofity ; but that his Journey 
was concerted with the Pretender’s Friends at Home, 
and notify’d tq the Pretender and his Agents abroad, 
and that hecarry’d over with him Tenders of Service 
to the Pretender from Perfons in England, as likewife 
a Liftof Names, which was of fuch Importance, and 
* fo well underftood and expeSted at Rome,as to be mention’d 
by Plunket in one of his Letters to the Pretender with- 
out any other Defcription, than barely that of the 
Litt. ' ; 

Layer 
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* Layer told the Committee, That on his being introdue’d 


to the Pretender by Kennedy and Haye, the Pretender 
ask’d hin the Occafion of his coming, and whether he 
had any Credentials from People in England; that heas- 
fwer'd, Nothing but Curiofity and a Delire of paying 
my Duty to your Majefty has brought me hither: That 
the Pretender ask’d him, what Lords he was acquainted 
with, towhich he anfwer’d, None but fuch as he was 
concern’d with in the Way of his Profeffion; That the 
Pretender again exprefs’d himfelf furpriz’d at his ha» 
ving no Credentials nor Recommendations from any 
Perfon in England, and faid, This Journey muft have 

n very expenfiveto you, I believe it cannot coft you 
lefs than 500 /. to which he anfwer’d, Thata private 
Affair which brought him to Venice, would have defray’d 
the Expence if it had fucceeded ; but that being difap- 
pointed in that, his Inclination drew him on to Rome, 
to pay his Duty to the Pretender, which he had long 
had inhis Thought, fo took this Opportunity of doing 
it; that one Plunket, who was now in Rome with him, 
had often told him, he need not fear being introduc’d, 
or to that Effe&t; that the Pretender faid, he believ’d, 


‘that Plunket was a very honeft Man, and as proper a 


Ferfon as Layer could have had for a Companion. 
Layer farther faid, That the Pretender again repeated 
his Surprize at his having no Recommendation from a- 
ny Perfon in England; but faid, 1am inform’d by Francis 
Kennedy, who knows you, that you have a good Chara- 
éter, and for that Reafon you are welcome without any 
Credentials : Yet the Committee obferve, that Dr. Black- 
erby Fairfax (an intimate Acquaintance of Layer’s) has 
depos’d upon Oath, That Layer, fince his Return from 
‘Rome, told him, that while he was in private Audi- 
ence with the Pretender, a Scotch Colonel broke in upon 
them, upon which the Pretender took him into another 
Room, and that he, Layer, did theredeliver his Creden- 
tials to the Pretender. 

Layer told the Committee, That the Pretender, after 
the Difcourfe abovemention’d, ask’d him what County 
he was of, and what Gentlemen he knew; that he an- 
{wer’d, he was of Norfolk, and knew all the Tory 
Gentlemen of that County ; that the Pretender ask’d him 
if he could recolle&t their'Names, and put them down 
jn Writing ; to which he anfwer’d, he could eafily do 
that, having brought with him Memorandums of tNeir 
Names 3 that accordingly, he drew up a fair Lift ¢ the 
se ry ; ory 
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pow Gentlemen of Norfolk, and gave the faid Lift to the 





Pretender at a fecond Interview, thinking it world be 
agreeable to him. ‘ That the Pretender then ask’d him, 
whether fe would fee the Queen (meaning. his Spoufe) 
and promis’d fhe would admit him to kifs her Hand. ' 
“ That about three'Weeks or a Month after, Francis Ken- 
nedy and Colonel Haye appointed him to mect them at 
‘the fame Place and Time as before, and’ introduc’d him 
‘to the Pretender dnd his Spoufe; that the Pretender 
then call’d him to him, and ask’d him, whether he had 
‘any thing to fay in ‘Relation to his Lift ; that he anfwer- 
ed, he forgot fomething which he had tocommunicate 
to his Majefty ; that the Pretender faid, his Wife would 
go out ‘of the Room prefently, and foon after {poke to 
her in Italian, to withdraw, as he believes; That the 
Pretender then as’d him, what he had to fay, to which 
ic reply’d, I have nothing fo material to offer as ought 
to haye procur’d me this Honour and Indulgence ; but 
if there be any Service on Earth, I can do, I am moft 
ready. That the Pretender faid, What can you do? Have 
' you any Acquaintance? To which he reply’d, that all 
the Perfons mention’d jn‘ his Lift wére entirely devoted 
to the Pretender’s Intereft, and all the Gentlemen in Eng- 
land the fame, except thofe.in Places of Profit and Truff, 
and that al] Parties were united in his Intereft. ‘That 
the Pretender then ask’d him,What thc Gentlemen were, 
whofe Names were on his Lift? To which he anfwer'd, 
they wereall Tories, and that he had not put down anv 
of the Roman Catholicks of Norfolk, of whom there were 
feveral Men of Eftatés. “That the Pretender faid, ‘he 
beliew'd, the People of England were generally well in- 
clin’d to his Caufe, and pretty well convince’d of their 
Error; and then {poke of the Difcontents occafion’d by 
the Scuth-Sea Scheme. - ; 

The Committee obferve, that in the Cypher, which 
Layer receiv’d from Sir William Ellis, the Names of fe 
veral Norfolk Gentlemen are inferted, who, they think 
it probable, made a Part of the Lift deliver’d by Layer 
to the Pretender ; but at the fame Time thev think iz 
a Juftice due to thofe Gentlemen, toobdferve, that Layer 
has own'd to the Committee, that in order to magnifie 
the Number of the Pretender’s Friends, he did in fevera! 
of the Lifts, found among his Papers, infert the Names 
of Perfons, as well affected to the Pretender’s Service, 
without having the leaft Authority from them for fo 
coing ; and his falfe Affertion to the Prevender, thatall 
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af Gentlemen in England, éxcept thofe in Places of Pro- 
it and Truft, were entirely devoted to his Intereft, fhews, 
that he made no Diftin&tien between the Innocent and 
Guilty. 
He next acquainted the Committeée, That after the 
Difcourfe beforemention’d with thePretender in Relation 
to the Lift, the Pretender commended his Zeal, and told 
him, he might depend on any Service he could do him. 
That he, Layer, then defir’d fome Token, by which he 
might obtain Credit among the Pretender’s Friends of 
the Nobility in England, and obtain’d that of the Preten- 
der and his Spoufe’s anfwering for his Child. He faid, 
that upon his defiring a Letter to the Dutchefs of Or- 
mond, for her reprefenting the Pretender’s Spoufe, Colo- 
nel Haye told him, no Letter could be fent by him, bur 
that Care would be taken the Dutchefs fhould ftand s 
that he likewife gave hima Meflage to the Dutchefs, to 
this Effest, that the Duke of Ormond was well, and gone 
to Madrid, by which, he told him, fhe would underftand 
the Buiinefs he came about. That he return’d to England 
about the End of uguft, or Beginning of September 1721, 
and waited on the Dutchefs with his Requeft, adding, 
that he hop’d fhe was not a!together a Stranger tothat 
Affair ; to which fhe return’d him no particular Anfwer, 
but promis’d to ftand Godmother, as he defir’d ; that he 
vhen made Application to Lord Orrery to ftand with her ; 
by Thompjon, whom he took to be her Chaplain, and by 
Swortfegger, Lord Orrery’s Secretary ; that the faid Lord 
fent ro the Dutchefs, to know whether fhe ftood, who an- 
fwer'd, that fhe did; yet ee refus’d; but up- 
on farther Acquaintance, and hearing that Lord North 
and Grey had confented to ftand, he fent for Layer, and 
made Excufes tohim for this Refufal. That he made 
Ufe of this Credential to Lord Orrery, to induce him 
to converfe freely with him in Relation to the Preten- 
der’s Affairs ; having heard that the faid Lord was in 
the Pretender’s Intereft. hat upon his being refus’d 
by Lord Orrery, he made his Application to Lord North 
and Grey,who ftood for the Pretender. That this Tranf- 
aétion was the Beginning of his Intimacy with Lord North 
and Grey. 
_ That the firft Converfation he had with Lord North, 
relating to the Pretender’s Affairs, was foon after the 
Chriftening; that he then ask’d Lord North, whether 
nothing could be undertaken in the Pretender’s Favour, 
his Lordfhip being 2 military Man; that his Lordthip 
reply’d, 
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reply’d, he believ’d the Pretender had Friends enough, if 
they did but underftand one another ; that the Army in 
general, aid moft of the Half-pay Officers were well in- 
élin’d to the Pretender. 

That in Fuly laft, he, Layer, going down to Norfolk ori 
the Circuit, call’d on Lord North at Epping, and again 
at his Return 5 thathe then ask’d the faid Lord again, 
whether nothing could be done in Favour of the Pre- 
tender ; that Lord North faid, how can any thing be 
done, while fo gredt a Body of Forces is encamp’d un- 
der the very Walls of London, befides the Encampmients 
in other Parts of the Kingdom? That Layer told him, 
he found moft of the Geatlemen in Norfolk, that were 
Tories before, Jacobites now; that Lord North and Grey 
faid, it was the fame in other Counties, but that no- 
thing could be done till the Camp fhuuld break up. 
That upon Layer’s prefling him to know whether any 
Scheme was form’d, Lord North faid, What does your 
Friend Lord Orrery think of Things? That he an- 
fwer’d, Lord Orrery was of Opinion, nothing could be 
done without a foreign Force; that! ord North and Grey 
reply’d, I cannot be of His Opinion, I believe the People 
of England may do it of themfelves. That Layer. vifit- 
ing him during the Vacatitn, and ttaying two or three 
Days at his Houfe, continu’d to prefs him about form- 
ing a Scheme; that Lord North reply’d, We Soldiers do 
not trouble our felves much about Schemes, be you quiet, fome- 
thing will be done. And at his Examination before the 
Lords, he own’d, that Lord North and Grey faid, if there 
be a Rifing, you thal] not want Men, or Monty, or 
Arms. 

Layer farther gave the Cortimittee an Account of his be- 
coming acquainted with Lynch, and of his ¢arrying him to 
Lord Northand Grey,upon Lynch’s telling him that he had 
fomething to propofe to the faid Lord, that might be of 
great Service to the Prerendet’s Caufe. But in giving 
an Account of what pafs’d between Lynch and him atthe 
Green Man, the Cornmittee obferv’d, that Layer took great 
Pains to fhew, that he did not communicate any Papers 
to Lynch, *till after Dinner, and that he then only fhew?d 
him Memorandums tranfcrib’d out of the Prince of-0- 
rarge’s Declaration, though Lynch has depos’d upon Oath, 
that Mention was made in that Paper, of Lord Cadogan’s 
being feiz’d and remaining in the Cuftody of the Con- 
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He own’d tothe Committee his having carry’d Lynch 
to Lord Cadogan’s, but faid, he went thither only in Re- 
lation to the Purchafe of an Eftate ; that while they 
were waiting there in a Room next the Garden, Lynch 
view’d the Garden and Houfe, and faid, Ican eafily 
feize you this General; but he deny’d their having a- 
ny previous Difcourfe to this Purpofe, and faid, fhe 
Propofal arofe from Lynch, and that he, Layer, was mad 
enough to make it Part of his Scheme. 

He faid, that when Lynch and he came to Lord North 
and Grey’s, his Lordthip ask’d him who Lynch was; that 
he faid, he was an honeft Gentleman, recommended by 
4 particular Friend; that his Lordfhip faid, I wonder 
you would bring him, you know I am not eafy nor free 
before Strangers. That however, Lord North and Grey en- 
tertain’d Lynch civily, and after Supper enquir’d of him, 
Whether he was in the Army ? Towhich Lynch anfwer’d, 
that he was bred up to Merchandize, but had been with 
the Pretender in Scotland, and had the Command of a 
Ship under the King of Spain, in the Defcent on Scot- 
land, and enlarg’d much on his Loyalty and Zeal 
for the Pretender ; but that Lord North wav’dthe Dit 
courfe. 

The Committee obferv’d, that Layer in relating what 
pafs’d while Lynch was at Lord Nerth’s, took fo much 
Pains to fhew, that Lord North and Grey could have no 
privave Difcourfe with Lynch,that he left no Room for the 
faid Lord Norti’s having had any private Difcourfe with 
him, Layer, which yet is inconfiftent with his Exami- 
nation taken before the Lords, as well as with his Confef- 
fion to the Committee ; in another Part of which he owns, 
that while Lynch was at Lord North’s, he, Layer, fhew’d 
Lord North fome Part of his Scheme, or Heads relating 
to a Declaration, as he was walking with him in the 
Garden, and that they had fome Difcourfe upon it. 

They obferve, likewifé, that what he own’d to the 
Committee in Relation to his introducing Lynch to Lord 
North and Grey, falls very fhort of what he confefs’d 
to the Lords of the Council on the fame Subjeé, previ- 
oufly to his Tryal ; for he then faid, that Lynch having 
told him, he would feize Lord Cadogan, he carry’d Lynch 
to Lord North and Grey’s, and recommended him as a 
proper Perfon for fuch an Attempt. That he had be- 
forehand propos’d to Lord North and Grey the carrying 
Lynch to him ; that his Lordfhip made a Difficulty of 

feeing him, but that he, Layer, infifted on Lynci’s being 
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an honeft Man, fit to be employ’d in an Infurreétion for 
the Pretender, faying, Lynch would do any thing his 
Lordfhip would have him, if there fhould be a Rifing ; 
that he was fit to be fent with a Party to feize any 
particular Perfon, and that Lynch was impatient to fee 
his Lordthip, Layer having told him, that his Lordthip 
wd at the Head of thofe Detigns. 

' Layer farther acquainted the Committee, that during 
his Stay at Lord North and Grey’s at Epping, in the Vaca- 
tion, he again prefs’d his Lordfhip to bring Matters to 
fome Iffue in Favour of the Pretender, faying, if fome- 
thing be not done fpeedily, we fhall all be taken up; 
that his I ordfhip reply’d, Is not the Camp there ftill? 
If you can find fome Expedient, it would be well, it is 
more than I cando; that Layer faid, it was his Opinion 
fomething might be done, even during the Encampment 5 
and in order to difcover whether Lord North and Grey 
and Lord Orrery had any Scheme of their own, he drew 
up a Scheme himfelf, and having fo done, lodg’d it with 
Mrs. Ma/en, the Day before he was takenup. That he 
intended to have communicated this Scheme to Lord North 
and Grey and Lord Orrery; that he had fome Difcourfe 
with George Wilfon, Dr. Murphey, and others, on the Sub- 
je&t of it, before it was drawn up. Being ask’d who thofe 
others were, he faid, he could recolleét no one elfe, but 
one who call’d himfelf Serjeant White, whom he faw in 
Gompany with Dr. Murphey, at a Tavern, and enquir’d 
of him, how far fome Parts of his Scheme were pratti- 
cable. That he did fhew the Peads of it toLord North 
and Grey, as he was walking with him in the Garden, 
and that his Lordthip faid, all was imprafticable during 
the Encampment 3; but that he never fhew’d his Scheme 
to any Body, after it was drawn up in the Form in 
which it was left with Mrs. Ma/on ; which laft Part of his 
Anfwer, the Committee obferve may be evafive, fince by 
his own Account, as foon as he had drawn it up in that 
Form, he Jodg’d it with Mrs. Ma/on, and the Day after 
was taken into Cuftody. 

The Committee farther take Notice, that the Accounts 
he gave when he was queftion’d before the I ords, whe- 
ther he had fhewn this Scheme to any Rody, are in- 
confiftent and contradi&tory. For in fome Parts of that 
Examination, he fays, Lord North and Grey would not 
hear of any thing rill the Camp was broke up; that 
the faid Lord would not fee his Scheme ; that the faid 
Lord faid, he might kcep his Heads and his Schemes to 

himfelf, 
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himfelf, for there was nothing to be done: That the 
faid Lord faid, there ‘was Time enough for forming a 
Scheme 3 and yet in another Part of the fame Examina- 
tion, he fays, Lord North did not diflike a Scheme in 
general, but difapprov’d his Scheme. Upon which, the 
Committee, with a Defign to fhew the Infincerity and In- 
coniiftency of Layer’s Confeffions, obferve ift, That if 
what Layer faid, was true, Lord North muft have pe- 
rus’d and examin’d Layer’s Scheme, fince a Man that did 
not diflike a Scheme in general, could not be faid to dif- 
approve any particular Scheme, unlefs he had firft con- 
fider’d and examin’d it. 

The Committee obferve farther, that the Scheme it- 
felf does not appear drawn up by a Man of Layer’s 
Profefiion, affifled only, as he would infinuate, by Mur- 
prey a Doftor of Phyfick, Wilfon a Surgeon, and White a 
Serjeant; and they cannot but think it very extraor- 
dinary, that this Scheme drawn up in Augu/t or Septem. 
ber, fhoutd have fo great an Affinity with the Paper 
of Refolutions for the dizging up the Arms, &c. men- 
tion’d above, which was drawn up the April before, 
and yet that Layer fhould have had no Sight of that Pa- 
per, nor have receiv’d any Inftructions or Affiftance from 
any Perfons, who were privy to thofe Refolutions, 
which he has declar’d to the Committee he had not ; 
and the Committee are farther confirm’d, that the 
Scheme was not drawn up by himfelf, from a Particu- 
larity contain’d in a Depofition of Dr. Blackerby Fuir- 
fax, who has fworn, that being for four or tive Years 
paft employ’d in reading Civil Law and French to the 
faid Layer, he recolle&ts, that Layer once ask’d him the 
Meaning of the Trench Motto, fince prefix’d to his Scheme 
in thefe Words ; Au defaut de lu Force il faut employer la 
Rufe; and that upon Fairfax’s explaining it to him, 
Layer faid, it had been explain’d to him in the fame 
Manner by others. Neither does the Scheme appear 
drawn up ata Venture, or merely with a View of en- 
gaging the Pretender’s Friends in the Execution of this, 
or fome other Scheme of their own, as Leyer would in- 
finuate, but feveral Paffages in ir, compar’d with his o- 





_ ther Papers, make it probable, that the Officers, Ser- 


jeants, Soldiers, and Arms, mention’d in the Scheme, 
were firft engag’d and prepar’d, and then the faid 
Scheme drawn up, for employing in the beft Manner 
poflible fuch a Force as had been fo prepar’d. 
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It is farther remarkable, that Layer intended, as he 
own’d to the Committee, to communicate this Scheme 
_ in ics prefent Form, to Lord North and Grey, and Lord 
Orrery3; and yet feveral principal Parts of it are not ex- 
plain’d as Things new, but referr’d to as Matters alrea- 
dy known and underftood by the Perfons that were to fee 
it, which could only be by previous Confultations on 
that Subjeét. 

Layer being in the Courfe of his Examination defir’d 
by the Committee to explain, by what Services or Me- 
riton his Part, the Shynefs, which he would have it 
believ’d, the Pretender exprefs’d towards him at his 
firft coming to Rome, and the little- Acquaintance he then 
had with Perfons of Diftin&tion at Home in the Pre- 
tender’s Intereft, came foon after to be chang’d into fo 
great a Degree of Confidence both at Rome and here, that 
he fhould be trufted with negotiating Blank Receipts, 
under the Pretender’s own Hand, for unlimited Sums 3; 
he told the Committee, that during his Stay at Rome, 
he contraéted a Friendfhip with Sir William Ellis, who is 
a Servant of the Pretender’s, and that at his leaving 
Rome, he fettl’d a Correfpondence by Cypher with the 
faid Ellis, and acquainted him from Time to Time how 
the Pretender’s Affairs went on here; but the Commitee 
obferve, that this general Anfwer does by no Means 
account for the Terms of Thankfulnefs and Refpett, 
with which Filis writes to him from the Pretender, nor 
lay afufficient Foundation for his being admitted in 
fo particular a Truft. He faid, that in the Courfe of 
his Correfpondence, he writto Ellis that he had got ac- 
quainted with Lurford and Symms, Lord Orrery and Lord 
North and Grey 3 and that if he had but Blank Receipts, 
under the King’s, (meaning the Pretender’s) own Hand, 
he believ’d he could raife a confiderable Sum of Money 
upon them, and put the Pretender’s Affairs in a great 
Forwardnefs, by engaging a confiderable Part of the 
King’s Army in the Pretender’s Intereft, with the Mo- 
ney fo raisd. That he did not name any particular 
Sum to Filis, but hop’d himfelf to have rais’d 20000/. 
by this Method. Hefaid, he receiv’d from Ellis only 
the ten Receipts taken among his Papers at Mrs. Mafon’s, 
that he receiv’d them at different Times by the Paft, and 
that the firft of them came to his Hands the latter End of 
July lat. He faid farther, he intended tohave try’d to put 
off thefe Reeeipts among the Norfolk Gentlemen nam’d 
jn the Lift which he gave to the Pretender, but that he 
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never had fpoke to any of them on this Subjeét, nor 
receiv’d any Affurance from them. That he believ’d, 
he had mention’d to Lord North and Grey and Lord Or- 
rery, his having fuch Receipts in his Poffeflion, and 
that the faid Lords told him, they bdeliev’d they 





‘ would be of little Ufe, for that People would ftarce 


venture to keep fuch Receipts by them, or to have 
them in their Cuftody, or Words to that Effeét. 
Then the Committee take Notice of Layer’s Prevarica- 
tion, in Relation to the Cypher receiv’d from Sir Wik 
liam Ellis, and others ; and about feveral Lifts of Names 
taken among the Papers he left at Mrs. Ma/on’s: That 
Layer pretended he employ’d George Wilfonand Dr. Mur- 
phey to enquire into the Charafters of Officers and Sol- 
diers ; and that he receiv’d moft of the Lifls from Wil- 
fon, who told him, he believ’d if the late Duke of Or- 
mond were to come over, and Lord Cadogan were thot, 
the Soldiers mention’d in thofe Lifts, would readily join 
Ormond in Favour of the Pretender. 

That Wilfor made moft of the Marks againft the Names, 
to explain, what Men might or might not be confided 
in; from which Circumftance the Committee obferve, 
that there were Perfons in thofe Lifts, whom the Pré- 
tender’s Friends could not confide in. 

Being fhewn the two Lifts endors’d Briquert’s Lift, 
and Lord Yarmouth’s Lift, he fays, Briquett is an emi- 
nent Tobacconift in the City, that the faid two Lifts 
only contain Names of a Jury for a Relation’s Caufe ; 
but that he intended to fhew thofe two Lifts to Lord Or- 
rery and Lord North and Grey, as containing an Account 
of Men to be rais’d for the Pretender’s Service, in order 
to magnifie to thofe Lords the Number of the Preten-. 
der’s Friends. 

- Being ask’d by the Committee, what was the Occa- 
fion of his taking away his Papers from Mrs. Ma/on’s, 
when he went down to Epping, and what Papers he at 
that Time took out; he faid, he only took out a Paper 
containing a Tranfcript of the Prince of Orange’s De- 
Claration, and fome other Memorandum Papers. He far- 
ther added, that he wasto have gone to Lord North and 
Grey’s to Dinner the Day that he was taken up, and that 
he fent his Servant to the faid Lord, to let him know 
he was arrefted for High Treafon, that his Lordfhip might 
not be furpriz’d at his not coming, and likewife that his 
Lordihip might provide for his own Security; and be- 
fore the Lords, he faid, that he thought it reafonable to 
fend this Notice to Lord Nerthand Grey, apprehending, 
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that the Government would feize the faid Lord imme- 
diately on Account of what had pafs’d between his Lord- 
fhip and him. 

Upon this, it is obferv’d by the Committee, that Lord 
North and Grey did, in Purfuance of this Meffage from 
Layer, endeavour to provide for his own Security, by 
making his Efcape. Layer fent that Meffage to Lord 
North and Grey, on Tuefday, the 18th of September, the 
Day that he was taken into Cultody ; and Hugh Floyd, 
‘his Lordfhip’s Servant, who attended him to Port/mouth 
has declar’d, that Lord North and Grey came to Town 
from Epping on Wednefday the 1gth of September (which 
was theDay after his receiving this Meflage from Lay- 
er ) That his Lordfhip did not go to his own Houfe,but te 
the King’s Arms Tavern in Paul’s Church-yard,and there 
difmifs’d him, Floyd, with Orders to meet him at Four 
in the Morning on the Friday following, over againit St. 
“Fames’s Church in Piccadilly ; that his Lordfhip came at 
the Time and Place appointed, in a hir’d Coach and Six, 
without Servants, and order’d the Coachman to drive 
on to Kenfington, and then to Brentford, and fo on from 
Town to Town, and bid him Hugh Floyd, have nothing 
to fay to any Body, nor take any Notice that he was 
travelling with his Lordfhip, fo that in the whole Jour- 
ney to Port/mouth, he remember’d no Town but Kenfing- 
ton, Brentford, and Egham. That the fecond Morning, 
his Lerdfhip proceeded on his Journey, with hir’d Sad- 
dle Horfes, without Boots, with a Guide, and feveral 
other minute Circumftances, in Relation to his Lord- 
fhip’s Journey to the Ile of Wight, and to the Manner 
of his endeavouring to efcape from thence; which ferve 
to fhew the Precipitancy of his Lordfhip’s Flight, and 
of what Importance he thought it to take Advantage 
as foon as poflible of the Notice given him by Lay- 
er. 

Layer being ask’d by the Committee, from whom he 
receiv’d the Names found in his own Hand-writing a- 
mong his Papers, viz. 
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{,id, the Names of fome Perfons, whom he had Occa- 
fion to mention in his Letters to Sir William Ellis, not 
being inferted in the Cypher he had from Ellis, he ap- 
ply’d to Plunket now in Cuftody, to know by what 
Names he fhould denete thofe Perfons, and that Plunket 
gave him the fix fititious Names beforemention’d ; 
which Names the Committee find frequently repeated 
in Plunket’s Letters and Papers. Being ask’d, if Plunket 
ever explain’d to him who were meant by Burford’s 
Club (an Expreflion which is often us’d by Plunket in 
his Letters to Dillon, as will be obferv’din its Place) 
he faid, that Plunket hadtold him, it was an Appella- 


_ tion made Ufe of by the Pretenderand his Agents, to 


denote a Club of Tory Lords, and others; of which 
Club Lord Orrery was Chairman. That Plunket had 
nam’d to him feveral Perfons of DiftinStion, as Mem- 
bers of that Club, whofe Names Layer repeated to the 
Committee, as contain’d in his Examination, annex’d 
to this Report. But the Committee think it a Juftice 
due to feveral of the Perfons nam’d by Layer, to ob- 
ferve, that the Matters afferted of Burford’s Glub in 
Plunket’s Letters, feem utterly inconfiftent with the 
known Charafters of fome of thofe Perfons. 

Layer being ask’d by the Committee, whether he ever 
was employ’d by Plunket to tranfa& Bufinefs with this, 
or any other Club, in Plunket’s Abfence (which appears 
to the Committee to be afferted in one of Plunket’s Let- 
ters) he abfolutely deny’d it, but admitted, that he went 
often to vifit Lord Orrery, and had frequent Converfa- 
tions with him relating to the Pretender’s Affairs, and 
the Neceflity of foreign Affiftance. And that Mr. Swort- 
fegger, Lord Orrery’s Secretary, came tohim once and 
told him, that Lord Orrery had left a Note in Writing, 
that if Layer came to Town, he fhould come down to 
Lord Orrery’s in the Country, which Invitation he un- 
derftood to be with an Intention of their difcourfing 
more at Leifure about the Pretender’s Affairs, having 
never had any Bufinefs with Lord Orrery in the Way of 
his Profeflion, nor any other private Bufinefs, that could 
give Occafion to fuch a Meffage ; but that he did not go 
down at that Time. 

The feveral Particulars beforemention’d contain the 
Subftance of what Layer confefs’d on his Examinations 
before the Lords, and before the Committee ; and after 
this long Account given by him, in which there ap- 
peas fo many and fuch cgnvincing Proofs of the Cenfpi- 
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racy in general, the Committee think it proper to 
obferve, that though he affeéted a great Opennefs and 
Franknefs, when fuch Queftions were put to him as 
tended only to a general Difcovery , to accufe himfelf, 
or fuch as he knew were efcap’d and fled out: of the 
Kingdom, yet when fuch Queftions were put to him, as 
he apprehended might affeét or difcover any others of 
the Confpirators, he always gave Anfwers with great 
Shynefs and Referve ; and this Care to fay as little as 
poflible that might affect others in a criminal Way, join’d 
with a Defire to feem candid and ingenuous, often pro- 
duc’d the Inconfiftencies and Contradi€tions, upon which 
the Committee thought it in their Duty to make the 
foregoing Obfervations. , 

The Committee now proceed to what they had been 
able to colleé&t from the Papers and Examinations of 
Sohn Plunket, whofe treafonable Praftices and Correfpon- 
cies, appear to be fo clofely conne&ted with thofe of 
Layer, that they give great Light and Confirmation to 
each other. 

The Committee obferve, from a careful Perufal of the 
Letters and Cyphers feiz’d at Plunket’s Lodgings, that he 
not only of late, but for many Years paft, has been em- 
ploy’d in carrying on feveral treafonable Correfponden- 
cies with Perfons of high Rank and Diftin&tion abroad ; 
that a very great Share of Confidence has been plac’d in 
him by the Pretender, and feveral of the mot confiderable 
Agents for him, and that he has beena principal Aftor 
in the late horrid Confpiracy, and too much concern’d 
in the blackeft Part of it ; and though the Evidence 
againft him, in feveral Particulars, is moft full and 
undeniable, yet his Behaviour on his Examination 
was fo harden’d and obftinate, and attended with fuch 
bare-fac’d Prevarications and Falfhoods, that the Com- 
mittee are very much confirm’d in the Opinion of 
his Guilt, from the Pains he took to deny with folemn 
Imprecations the moft evident Truths. 

Layer confefs’d to the Lords, that Plunket recommended 
Wilfon to him asa Man of Integrity 5 that Plunket went 
by the Name of Rogers in Italy, and fince, and fign’d the 
Letter which he gave Mrs. Layer for General Dillon, by 
the Name of Rogers. But the Committee obferve, that 
Layer let them remain in the Error of believing that 
Plunket’s Chrifiian Name was Femes, “till the Queflion 
was put to him, on his 2d Examination, in fuch a Manner, 


that he found the Committee was already appriz’d of 
his 
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his true Name, which he then own'd to be ohn. He 
farther own’d, as has been obferv’d above, that Plunket 
receiv’d a Letter under the Pretender’s own Hand at 





. Rome, was twice in private Conference with the Pre- 


tender, convers’d with Kennedy and other Agents of the 
Pretender, had affur’d him, Layer, of a good Recep» 


, tion at Rome, was kindly fpoken ef by the Pretender, 


had own’d to Layer his being employ’d in the Preten- 
der’s Service, and his correfponding with Dillon, writ 
to Layer in Norfelk in Relation to the Pretender’s Af- 
fairs, and gave Layer fititious Names for Dillon, Lord 
Orrery, the Regent, &. and among the reft the Name 
of Rogers, to denote him, Plunket ; which fi€titious Names, 
the Committee find allof them frequently us’d in Piun- 
ket’s Papers. 

It appears farther to the Committee, from Depofitions 
upon Oath of Matthew Plunket, that ‘fohn Plunket came 
to him in ‘uly laft from Layer, to defire him to meet 
Layer at the Italian Coffee-Houfe in Ruffel-Court, and 
nam’d to him the fame Perfons, as ready to head an 
Infurreftion, who were at fome other Time nam’d to 
the faid Matthew Plunket by Layer on the fame Occa- 
fion. .- 

That he farther ask’d Matthew Plunket, whether he 
was well acquainted in the Army among the Soldiers? 
To which he reply’d, he knew many of them that had 
been with him in Spain, and at Prefton. That ohn 
Plunket then told him, he came from Mr. Layer, and 
under the Arch going into Drury-lane, defir’d him to 
pick out as many Serjeants as he knew in the Guards, to 
recommend them to Mr. Layer. That the next Time he 
faw Matthew Plunket, which was in two or three Days, 
he invited him to his Chambers, and there told him, 
Mr. Layer was a very good Man, and the only one he 
could depend on to do him Service: That the Defign 
on which he, Matthew Plunket, was to introduce the 
Soldiers to Layer’s Acquaintance, was to ferve the Pre» 
tender by difciplining the Mob, who were to rife in 
this Favour. And that all the Tranfa&tieons of John 
Plunket, with him, Matthew Plunket, were to engage him 
in Perfon, and by his Acquaintance among the Soldiers, 
no ferve the Pretender: That fohn Plunket meeting him 
afterwards in Covent-Garden, ask'd him what he had done, 
to whith ‘he reply’d, he went on very well, and ‘John 
Plunket bid him go and tell Mr. Layer. 
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Mat thewPlunket farther depofes, that John Plunket told 
him, the Bufinefs (meaning the Invafion and Rebellion) 
+ had been done before, but that the French Ambaffador 
‘wrote to the Regent, and the Regent wrote it to King 
George (or Words to that Effest) and it was upon that Ac. 
cout the Army was fent to Camp. 

Dr. Blackerby Fairfax depos’d upon Oath, that being in 
Company with Plunket and one fefferyes, Fefferyes, among 
other Difcourfe, faid, Plunket give tie Dottor a Commiffion, 
adding, Plunket has Commiffions, which Fairfax underftood 
to mean Commiffions from the Pretender; but that 
Plunket anfwer’d, the Doftor does not wear a Sword. 

The Committee obferve, that among Plunket’s Papers 
was found a large Cypher of Names with fiftitious 
Names over-again{t them, fworn to be all in Plunket’s own 
Hand-Writing, which Cypher tallies with, and explains 
an original Letter of the 23d of July, 1722, direéted to 
Mr. Dishy at Paris, and fign’d °f. Rogers, which was 
ftopt at = Poft-Office, and is likewife fworn to be Plun- 
ket’s Hand-Writing. “And feveral other Letters direéted 
to Digby, and fign'd ‘J. Rogers, having likewife been o- 
pen’d and copy’d at the Poit-Office, and then fent for- 
wards, the Clerks who were employ'd in copying them, 
have [worn, that to the beft of their Memory and Ee- 
lief, the Originals of the faid Letters were all writ in 
the fame Hand with that of the 23d of July, which was 
ftopped, and is fworn to be Plunket’s Hand-Writing ; and 
the faid Copies of Letters treat of the fame Matters as 
the other, and contain the fame fftitious Names which 
are found in the Cypher fworn to be in Plunket’s Hand- 
Writing. 

The Committee were inform’d, that it was thought 
proper to ftop but one of the original Letters from Plun- 
ket, and to fuffer the others to go on, becaufe it was 
judg'd that one was fufficient to difcover the Writer, and 
that the permitting the Correfpondence to be confinu- 
ed, might ‘help the Government to farther Lights in 
this Affair. 

Then the Committee take Notice of feveral Let- 
ters found ainong Plunket’s Papers, particularly of 
three fign’d Digby, Dixwell, and’ A.D. which feem 
to them to be from General Dillon, and another fign’d 
€. Howell, which Name in Plunket’s Cypher, means 
Glasgow, whom the Committee fee Reafon to believe, 
to be Crhriftopher Glafcock, an Irife Officer in’ Dillon's 
Regiment, whe appears to be employ’d by Dillon in 
writing the treafonable Letters\fign’d by Dillon himfelf, 

as 
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as well as in writing others of the fame Kind, fign’d by 
fictitious Names belonging to him, Gla/cock. 

The Committee obferve, that in the Copy of the Let- 
ter lign’d Ff. Rogers, diretted to Digby, and dated the 5th of 
Fuly, 1722, the. Perfon who writ that Letter, fays, 
that his Fellow-Travelier’s Wife parted hence the Day 
before for Paris, and that he gave her a Letter to him, 
Digby, which agrees with Layer’s Confeflion ; that Plunket 
did give Mrs. Layer a Leiter of Recommendation to Dil- 
lon, fign’d Rogers, and that he receiv’d from Plunket the 
Name of Digby, to denote General Dillon; which Name 
was alfo confirm’d te Layer by Lord Orrery to mean Dil- 





don, But that Dillon went by the Name of Digby, is put 


paft all Doubt, by a Difcovery made by Mr. Cru- 
furd, his Majefty’s Refident at Paris, who being order’d 
todifcever the Perfon meant by that Name, made Ufe 
of the following Contrivance, mention’d thus in his 
own Letter. 

*.T have juft now found out, who Mr. Digby is: I fold- 
©ed upa Paper in the Form of-a Letter and feal’d it, 
“and direfted it to Mr. Dighy at Paris ; then wrapt it up 
* in a Piece of Wafle Paper witha Memorandum in it, to 
* be inform’d at Mr. Waters’s, Banker, in Carifiine Street, 
* in what Part of Paris Mr. Digsy liv'd; I gave it thus 
‘made up to a fharp voung Fellow who {peaks both 
French and Englifh, and order’d him to go booted anda 
* little dirted to Mr. Waters’s, to open before him the fham 
* Letter, and read his Memorandum, and to fhey him 
© the Direction of the Letter, and to defire him at the 
© fame Time to fend fome Body with him, to condu& 
©him to the Place where it was to be deliver’d ; that 
© as foon as he fhould come to the Door where he was 
© to deliver it, he fhould pretend to have left a Packet at 
© Home, and making as if he would go back to fetch 
* that Packet, he fhould flip away from the Perfon who 
* fhew’d him thither. The Thing fucceeded better than 


“I expeéted, for Waters was not at Home, ard my 
“Man a&ted his Part fo well, that Waters’s chief Book- 


© Keeper, without giving himfelf the Trouble of going, 
* wrote the Direétion for him upon my fham Letter, in 


“the Manner your Excellency will fee in the enclos’d. 


* The Book-Keeper was very defirous to have the Letter 
“in order to deliver it himfelf, but my Man infifted yo 


’ ©deliver it with his own Hand, and anfwer’d boldly to 
£fome Queftions, which the Book-Keeper ask’d him, 


* pretending he was to return the next Day for England” 
9 ' Aaz The 
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The Direstion writ by Mr. Waters’s Book-Keeper under 
the Namie of Dighy, was 4 Monfieur Dillon, Rue Colom. 
bier a [Hotel d Holande, which, as the Committee are in- 
form’d, is the ordinary Refidence of Lieutenant-General 
Dillon. Upon this Difcovery, Notice was fent from 
France by Dillon and his Agents, to his Correfpondents 
im England, to forbid them making Ufe any more of that 
fiGtitious Name. » 
Notwithftanding all this Evidence of Plunket’s corref- 
nding with Dillon, when he was examin’d he deny’d 
is knowing General Dillon, or his having ever exchang- 
ed a Letter with Dillon or his Secretary, in his Life; he 
deny’d the Letter to Digby of the 23d of uly, flopp’d at 
the Poft-Office, and the Cypher found at his Lodgings, to 
be his own Hand-Writing ; he deny’d the Receipt of the 
Letters from Howell, Dixwell, and Digby, found ‘among 
his Papers, but own’d he had once receiv’d a Letter from 
one Farelly, a Popith Prieft, formerly Governor to the 
Duke of Berwick’s Children, fign’d by the Name of 
Digby, an¢ relating to the Stocks of Nicholas Wogan, and 
others. The Committee obferve, that in this prevari- 
cating Anfwer, he was labouring to account for the 
Meaning of the Word Stocks, which is mention'd in the 
Letter from Digby, and by which is meant the Confpi- 
racy only ; and in Plunket’s own Cypher, the fittitious 
Word Brokers, is explain’d Agents. Upon preffing him 
farther to fee if he would own the Correfpondence with 
Dillon, and acknowledge the Letters, the Committee had 
fuch full Evidence were his, they found that in order 
to avoid the owning it, he run himfelf in fuch an evi- 
dent Abfurdity and Inconfiftency, as appearsto them 
‘a firong Argument of his Guilt; thefe Circum- 
ftances laid together leave no Room to doubt but that 
Plunket writ and receiv’d the Letters abovemention- 
ed 





, Among his Papers was found the foul Draught of a 
Letter, dated March 22d, 1721, and direfted to Mr. Fack- 

- “fon, which in his own Cypher is explain’d the Preten- 
der. In this foul Draught (which is fworn to be his 
Hand-Writing) are the following Paffages. 

*I look, Sir, on your Law Suit to bein fuch a For- 
© wardnefs, that a fpeedy and happy Replication muft 
© inevitably enfue; the Woggs as well as the Tanuers 
(which Names he explain’d to Layer tu denote the 
© Whigs and Tories) feem convinc’d, that nothing lefs 
can redrefs their Ruin 5 nay, the latter is alae 
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: the former will complement you with it on your own 
¢ Terms, in order to engrofs your Favour for the future, 

The Precepts my Friend and. I gave in lately, have 
® contributed much to. this Emulation; we have more 
“to give in, and if they improve them as they have 
“the former, you will have a good Game on’t.” . The 
Words Replication and. Precepts are not found in his 
Cypher, but the Senfe of the,former may be eafily 


' guefs’d at. 


He afterwards adds ; ‘ The Gentleman I mentian’d to 

* you formerly, is come out of the Country, with In- 
* fiructions to waiton you, and tender you their Service s 
*he offers to bear my Expences if I go with him ; a5 J 
© take it, that my, going will be of more Ufe than'my 
$ faying now, I Believe I fhall accept of his Offer.’ In 
another foul Draught of the fame Letter, he faye (as 
thas been before obferv’d) ‘There is one fetsout fromplor- 
* folk in a few Days, to let you know the Tanners will 
$ ftand by you on Occafion, and offers to bear my Expen- 
* ces ; fo that I thal! wait on you,and) have the Satisfaftibn 
* to tell you by Word of Mouth, what will be acceptable, 
* he carries the Lift with him.’ And in Heads or Mi 
nutes of the fame Letter, he fays, ‘ Wag and Tanner will 
* equally concur. My Friend fhall wait on you 
* to tender their Service Our Meffage will pin the 
© Basket You may have daily Meflages of 
* this Kind; you will be courted, it is the Engli/p 
Another foul Draught of a Letter was found among 
Flunket’s Papers, and is {worn to be his Hand-Writing ; 
the Matter of which apppears very remarkable. It is 
not dated, nor dire&ted, but appears. plainly to have been 
writ the Beginning of the laft Year, and in it are the 
following Paffages. ‘ I had four of Count Bothmar’s 
* Letters fince my laft to you, Mr. Burford had them al}, 
“ his Clerk gave me to underftand they were fent to Mr. 
* Jof———This made me not to trouble you. This on- 
“ly to wifh you a happy new Year. I hope it will 
* bring the Law Suit to bear, before ’twillend; if they 
© would have Courage and Integrity, they may walk 
* King George out afore Lady-Day next——(and in ano- 
ther Part he fays, afore May come) ‘ He is weary of 
* them, and thinks no more of ftaying among them. It 
appears from this Paper, that Plunket had convey’d Co- 
ies of fome Letters of Count Bothmar’s to Lord Orrery ; 
That Lord Orrery’s Clerk had given him to —- 
thofe 
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thofe Letters were fent to the Pretender (from whence 
it may be concluded, that either Lord Orrery or his 
Clerk, had a direét Correfpondence with the Pretender) 
and that Plunket was privy to fome Defign for walking 
King George out (as hecalls it) which Delign requir’d 
Courage and Integrity, and was to have been executed 
either before Lady-Day, which was during the Eleéti« 
ons, or by the Beginning of May, which was the fecond 
Period fix’d for beginning the Infurre&tion. Simon Sworte 
feager, Secretary to Lord Orrery, own’d upon his Exa- 
mination before the Lords, that he was acquainted with 
Plunket, and had been in Company with him and Layer 
at Mr. Aaron Thompfon’s Chambers. And Plunket own’d 
to the Committee" his being acquainted with Swortfeg- 
ger, and his having been in Compaffy with him and 
Layer, at Layer’s Houfe, but denied his knowing any 
Thing of the foul Draughts of the Letters abovemen- 
tion’d. 

Plunket in his Letter to Digby of the 21ftof May, fays, 
*T hope ina little Time Mr. ‘Jofeph (which Layer own- 
“ed to be the Pretender) will be the Miniftry’s only 
© Refuge.’ Burford (whom Layer declar’d likewife to be 
*.Orrery) and his Club feem to think fo; they will have 
“a Finger in the. Pye if they can; I know they can 
“come'in for a good Share in it, if they can have 
“a little Concert and Regulation; there are thofe 
“that will undertake to do the Jobin twelve Hours 
‘Time ; a little Time will thew whether they will 
“give fitting Encouragement ; if two or three are ta- 
“ken off, no Matter how, King George will go off by 
“Hook or by Crook, and of Courfe the Lowty will 
“be for Fofeph; this has been communicated to your 
© Friends. 

Whether the Job that was ready to be undertaken on 
fitting Encouragement, and to be perform’d in twelve 
Hours Time, relates to the rafh Enterprize for furpriz- 
ing the City of London, which ‘has been already taken 
Notice of, or to the wicked and execrable Defign for 
feizing and deitroying his Majefty’s Sacred Perfon, is 
left to the Confideration of the Houfe. 

But the Committee, from comparing the Memoran- 
dum at the End of the Paper of Refolutions, in the’ 
following Charaéters, Di/. C. W. M. with the two or three 
that are mention’d in this Letter to be taken off, and 
likewife with Wiljon’s Intimation to Layer, that if 
Lord Cadogan were but fhot, the Soldiers would declare 
for Ormond, and alfo with Layer’s Negotiation about 
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feizing Lord Cadogan, and with the Paragraph in his 
Scheme for feizing fome great Perfons at their Heufes, 
{ee Reafon' to believe, that by the firft of thofe Characters 
is meant .Di/patch Lord Cadogan, and by the others, two 
other Officers of Diftin&tion. 

In the fame Letter of the 21ft of May, Plunket takes 
Notice, ‘. That Fohnjon, an Acquaintance, was taken up 
© the Day before, but had burnt his Papers, and feem’d 
© to be eafie in the Matter, and adds, I believe they will 
© get nothing by him. 

Plunket being ask’d by the Committee, whether he 
was acquainted with George Kelly, alias ‘fohnfon, faid, he 
knew him by Sight and Coffee-houfe Acquaintance on- 
ly, that he did. not remember his having ever receiv’d 
a Letter from him, and Kelly gave the fame Account in 





_ Relation to Plunket, yet a Letter from Kelly was found 


among Plunket’s Papers 3 and John Malone, who waited 
on Kglly, at his Lodgings, has nam’d Plunket in his De- 
pofition, as one who often vifited Kelly there. And the 
Committee are fatisfy’d, that they were privy to each 
other’s treafonable Correfpondence, by fome Paflages in 
the Letters to and from Kelly, in which, Mention is made 
of Plunket by the Name of Kogers. 

His next Letter to Digby, is of the 31ft of May, in 
“which he fays, ‘ He finds the Regent had a Hand in 
“keeping King George from going abroad, fo that the 
© Miniftry will c.rry on their Game fafely and leifurely, 
© without any Oppofition whatever from the Club, or 
© any of the Pretender’s Friends.” He adds, ‘ Let them 
© be ever fo fanguine, they can do nothing as long as the 
© Regent ftands by the Miniftry; but fhould Ormond 
“come with half a Dozen Regiments only, he would 
‘carry his Point, and make King George run for it.” 
This Paffage confirms what has been fet forth above, 
that the late Duke of Ormond’s coming over made a 
Part of the original Scheme, and agrees with the Ac-~ 
counts receiv'd from Spain of Iri/hSoldiers provided there 
for. the Pretender’s Service. 

Planket then adds, * if Burford (Lord Orrery) and the 
© Club, have a Mind to have King George deliver’d up 
“to them, he fhall, there are thofe that will under- 
“take it, and offer to do whatever requir’d.’ And in 
his Letter of the 4th of July, he fays, —— *T can 
* affure you, Defpair has made fome to take a Refolution 
* to lay violent Hands on King George, but et a 
- 2 =a top 
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“Stop put to them at prefent ; It is not the Pretender's 
* Entereft, Dut you-can’t de fo always ; an ill Precedent 
“is dangerous’ The black and villanous Defign ex- 
prefs'd by thefe two Paragraphs, needs no. Explica- 
tion. 

He fpeaks of himfelf in ‘thefe Letters as knowing the 

Men, who ‘had taken a Refolution to lay violent Hands 
on the‘facred Perfon of his Majefty; and was ‘himfelf 
fo far engag’d in this execrable Defign, as to fay in oné 
of this Letters, if the Club defire it, ‘his Majefty tha)l be 
deliver’d up into their Hands ; and in another Letter 
diffuades it, not out of any Confcience or Remerfe for 
the Crime, but meerly for fear the fame Barbarity 
fhowid ‘be retaliated on the Pretender; yet this Man 
ftill continues fo harden’d and obftinate, as to renew 
his Guilt, by refufing to make the leaft Difcovery of 
his Accomplices, or to give this only Reparation and 
Attonement he is capable of, toa Country which he 
has been labouring to involve in the greateft of Calami- 
ties. 
We afterwards fays, ‘ That tho’ there fhould be a Ri- 
© fing “in moft Parts, if the Mob is ‘beat in one Place, 
“the reft will go Home and ‘be quiet for feven Years 
‘wore. 

Fits next Letter is of the 21ft of June. In this he fays, 
* That my oe and the Club think themfelves Nighted 
- by ‘the Regent and Miniftry of Frante; and conceive, 
© that the Regent joins with King George, to be reveng’d 
*onthem: That he may have Room to repent it early 
“orate; for fhould the Parliament be broke, and a new 
“one call’d, he might find himfelf more embarrafs’d 
“chan he was aware of. Headds, ‘ If the Regent ftands 
© Neuter, and they will foon bring the Law Suit to bear; 
“fo far I am fatisfy’d of it, that 4 or 5co Men, and 
“as many Arms, with 1500/7. will compleat the Mat- 
© ters ‘in a little Time, and givea good Account of 
© King George and the Miniftry, The Army want only 
“an Opportunity to do their Duty. This Scheme, if 
“duly and difcreetly manag’d, will give them an Op- 
“ portunity to. do it. Were we fure the Regent would 
not interpofe, we would take’it in Hand forthwith.
